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PRETACE 


S we have had already two or three ſeveral Tranſia- 
tions of SUETONIUS, it may perhaps be expected, 
T ſhould apologiſe for troubling the World with ano- 

ther. But all I ſhall ſay as to that Matter is, that whoever 


will give themſelves the Trouble of comparing this Tranſlation 


of mine with thoſe that have gone before it, will find a Diffe- 
rence up and down in the Senſe, and if they are well ſkilled 
in the Language and Antiquities of the Romans, or if not, 
will but have Recourſe to the beſs Commentators, they will, 
I flatter myſelf, find ſuch a Reaſon for that Difference, as 


will make the Compariſon turn to my Advantage in that Re- 


ſpect. And as to the Language, if the Reader cannot per- 
cerve mine to be more eaſy, ſmooth, conciſe, and proper, than 
that of former Tranſlations, it will be ſcarce poſſible for me, 


by any Words of mine, to make him ſenſible of it, or at leaſt 


require a long and tedious Compariſon for that Purpoſe ; 
which may look invidious in me to undertake; and therefore I 
ſhall ſave myſelf that Trouble; as being content to ſtand or 
fall by the Sentence that ſhall be pronounced by the moſt able 
Judges of the Engliſh Tongue, who may be diſpoſed to under- 
go the Pains of making ſuch a Compariſon themſelves, for 
their own or other People's Satisfaftion. I ſhall only add, 
that I judged it requiſite and uſeful to the Publick, upon ſeveral 
Accounts, to have a Tranſlation of Suk roxtus publiſhed 
together with the Original; and as that was a Freedom I 
could not take with the Tranſlations of others, (had I liked

them, which I did not) I was obliged to furniſh out one of 


my own for the Purpoſe. 
The Charafter of SvETONI1US is that of a plain bow 2 im- 


Coalneſs, and without the leaſt Biaſs upon his Mind at all; 
or any other Concern, than that of delivering to the World a 
faithful and juſt Account of the Behaviour and Conduct, both 
publick and private, of the ſeveral Emperors, whoſe Lives 
he has given us, ſo far as he himſelf could come at it. And 
it is a very juſt Obſervation made of him, that he has writ 
their Lives, with the ſame Freedom they led them, There 1s 
nothing in him like Flattery, Diſguiſe, or Concealment, in the 
leaſt. He has, as an honeſt Hiſtorian ſhould do, given as 
well the foul, as the fair Side of them all; a Thing very ne- 
ceſſary and highly uſeful, in the compiling of Hiſtory, whatever 
Court-Paraſites, or other Admirers of the abſolute Power of 
Princes, may-pretend to the contrary. 
As for the Language of SUETONIUS, 2 is Juſt and proper, 
Perfectly clear of all Affectation. There are no Flights, no 
flouriſhing, or playing with Words at all in him. He is ſe- 
rious and grave, ſteddily purſues Bis Point of telling the naked 


of others, without any apparent Concern for his own as an 
Author, or what the Reader may think of his Talent for 
Writing. And I hope the Tranſlation will be Je pretty 
Well adaped to this Character of the Original. 
As for the Matter of his Hiſtory, there is a great deal of 
Variety in it, which makes it entertaining enough; but for 
Pomp and Dignity, it muſt be own'd to come far ſhort of 
that of the old Common-Wealth of Rome. That was one 
continued Series of the greateſt and moſt important Events, 
that can come within the Compaſs of Hiſtory, occaſioned by a 
long Struggle for Empire, made by a People, fired indeed too- 
much with a View to worldly Grandeur and Glory, but other- 
wiſe, virtuous, prudent, and brave to the laſt Degree. The 
Romans, I ſay, were a very virtuous People for many Ages 
together, till at laſt their great Succeſſes corrupted their 
Manners, by the Introduction of Pride, Luxury, and Cove- 
touſneſs amongſt them; which made Way for that fatal Ca- 
taſtrophe which the Civil War betwixt Pompey and Cæſar 
| ended. in. The Glory of Rome Was now no more; and the 
Story 


partial Author, that appears to have writ with all poſſible 


Truth, drawing to the Life, and giving the juſt Charafters 
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Story thereof is little elſe than a Scene of the wildeſt Extra- 
vagance, the moſt brutiſh Folly, Barbarity, Butchery, and 
Miſery in all Shapes and Sizes, ſpread all over the Face of 


the Roman Empire. The Detail of this terrible Confuſion 
and Diſtraction, the Reader may find in SUETON1us and 
Tacitus, with other ancient Hiſtorians. But if he has a 


Mind to have a Picture thereof in Miniature finely drawn, 
he may meet with it in thoſe admirable Diſcourſes, prefix*d 


to a late Tranſlation of Tacitus, wherein the Auther has 
with a noble Spirit, ſuited to the Gravity and Importance of 
the Subject, deſcribed the miſerable Condition the Romans 


were reduced to by the Loſs of their Liberty. > 
But notwithſtanding what has been ſaid, the Hiſtory of 
SUETONIUS 7s very uſeful, and higbiy proper to be put into 


the Hands of our Youth at School and Univerſity. It is full 
of the diſmal Effefts of arbitrary Power lodged in the Hands 
of a ſingle Perſon, the Reading whereof will make them- 


more ſenſible of the Value of Liberty, and the Happineſs they 
enjoy under the juſt and legal Government of their native 


Country; eſpecially if they are alſiſted for that Purpoſe, by 


proper Remarks and Reflections from a Maſter or Tutor. 


Beſides, the great Variety of Matter in SUETONIUS 0c- + 


caſions the like Variety of Language, and ſuch a Mixture of 
the Antiquities or ancient Uſages of the Romans, that there. 
7s more of both to be learnt from a careful Peruſal of him, 


with proper Helps for the right Underſtanding of him, than 


by reading ten times as much of any other Authors what- 
ever. He is, I grant, difficult to be underſtood, but then 
that is none of his Fault at all, it ariſes not in the leaſt 


from any awkward, affected, improper Way of wording 


himſelf, but from the Cauſe above-mentioned. What therefore 


renders him a difficult Author, is the greateſt Commendation 


of him, and renders him at the ſame Time, one of the fitteſt 


in the Language to be put into the Hands of our Youth at. 


School, after they have been duly prepared for it, by the 
reading of eafier Authors. 

But notwithſtanding this great and, apparent Uſefulneſs 
of SUETON1Us, he has, I think, got but little Footing in 
our Schools; which is owing, I preſume, to the Difficulty juſt 
taken Notice of in him. But as that is now in a great 


Meaſure removed, by thus publiſhing him with a Trenſlation,

1 bove he may for the future, meet with more reſpecꝭſul and 
1 Uſage from the Teachers of the Latin Tongue. 
1 am ſure they will find their own Account in a civil Recep- 


tion of him in this Dreſs, with Regard to their Eaſe and 
Credit both. I do not indeed pretend to have cleared up all 


the Difficulties in him by my Tranſlation , that is impoſſible 
to be done in ſuch an p + 82 ſo full of Hints and Touches 


non antient Rites and Cuſtoms: And therefore I was once 


minded to have given him to the Publick in a different Form, 
with large Notes and Reflections upon him. But conſidering 
that the Price of ſuch a Book, would be a great Obſtacle to 
its Admiſſion into our Schools, to which I was deſirous to re- 
commend fo uſeful an Author, I laid afide that Project. The 
Book, in its preſent Form, will, 1 hope, be found exceeding 
ufeful, not only in our Schools, but out of them too, to ſuch 
Gentlemen as are deſirous to improve themſelves in the Lan- 
guage and Hiſtory of the Romans together. With reſpect 


155 fuch Difficulties as no Tranſlation can effectuallh and tho- 


roughly clear up, the Reader may have Recourſe to KENNET'sS 
er Rosinus's Antiquities: One of which Books, if not 
beth, all that meddle with the Study of the Latin Tongue, 
ſoould be ſure 10 be provided with, Nay, as KENNET's is 
but a compendious Syſtem, it would be proper for a Reader, 
that has little or no Knowleage of Antiquity, to give that 
Book a careful Peruſal more than once, before he undertakes 
the Reading of SUETON1US. 

The great Uſefulneſs of the Claſſick Authors, publi iſhed with 
juſt and proper Tranſlations, is ſo very apparent, that J 
wonder mo Body has. attempted any thing of this Kind before 
me. Engliſh Tranſlations indeed of many of them have been 
preblifhed by themſelves, as being deſigned T ſuppoſe purely for 
the Uſe of ſuch as are wholly ignorant of the Latin Tongue, 
by preſenting them, for their Information or Amuſement, 


with that in Engliſh, which they could not come at in the 


Orginal, without any further View or Intention at all. But 
then ſuch Tranſlations may be of the greateſs Uſe for other 
mmporiant Purpoſes, upon account of which it is highly conve- 
nient to have them publiſhed along with the Originals. As, 

1. Claſſick Authors ſo publiſhed will be vaſtly ſerviceable 
fer the eaſy and ſpeedy Improvement of ſuch, as having but 
a very ſmall Acquaintance with the Latin Tongue, are defi-

yous of attaining a competent Skill therein, ſo as to read 
Authors of all Sorts freely and familiarly. I do not ſay that 


proper Tranſlations, wherein a good deal of Freedom is 
talen of departing from the Letter, or Words of the Origi- 


nal, are at all for the Purpoſe of ſuch as are wholly ignorant 
of the Latin Tongue, to begin with, in order to the Leary- 
ing of that Language. No. Such ought in the firſt Place 
to make uſe of Literal Tranſlations, *till they have got @ 
pretty general Acquaintance with Words; after which they 
may proceed to ſuch as are free and proper, by the Help 


whereof they will read an Author ſubſtantially over in @ 


fourth Part of the Time, they could do without, to ſpear 


within Compaſs. This I preſume is too evident to admit of 
any Diſpute among ſt thoſe that are not wilfully blind: And 
yet, as if ſome Infatuation had been upon the Minds of Men 


univerſally, this obvious Uſe of Tranſlations, as well literal 
as proper, has been, till of late, wholly overlook'd in the 
teaching of the Latin Tongue; though the Advantage of Tran- 
lations for the learning of the Greek has been as univerſally 
acknowledged : A Thing monſtrous and unaccountable, that 
in two Caſes exaftly parrallel, the World ſhould judge and 
Practiſe ſo very differently and inconſiſtentiy. 


2. The publiſbing of the Claſſick Authors, with proper 


handſome Tranſlations, will be very convenient for thoſe that 


are deſirous to attain a Faculty of writing and ſpeaking La- 
tin with Propriety and Readineſs. The Way will be for 
them to read the Original and Tranſlation together, *till they 


can readily render the latter into the Words of the Original 
Latin preciſely and exafily. And I ſhall be bold to ſay, that 
this is far beyond every Thing elſe that can be done, for the 
eaſy and ready Attainment of a good Latin Style. But having 
Jpoken to this Point in my ES8av uro STupy, I forbear 


farther enlarging upon it here. 


3. Another Uſe that may be made of the fine Latin Au- 
thors, publiſhed together with elegant Tranſlations, is for the 
eaſy quick Attainment of a good Engliſh Style. And the 
Way thereto is here again for a Perſon to compare the Ori- 
gina! and Tranſlation together, till be is able to render the 


Latin Text very readily into the preciſe Words of the Tran- 


lation. This likewiſe is ſo apparently of the greateſt and 
moſt excellent Uſe for the Purpoje of Writing and Speaking

upon which he married Cornelia the daugh- 
ter of Cinna, who was four times conſul, 
by whom he had ſoon after his daughter 
Julia. Nor could the Difator Sylla by 
any means oblige him to part with ber: 
for which reaſon he was puniſhed with the 
4% of his ſacerdotal office, bis lady's fur- 
tune, and the eflate of his anceflors, and 
wwas reckoned of the oppoſite party; inſo- 
much that he was obliged to abſcond, and 
to change his quarters almaſt every night, 
ibo be avas at that time ill of a puartan 
ague ) and alſo to redeem himſelf out of the 
bands of fuch as were upon the Jearth for 
him, "till by the interceſſion of the Veſtal 


virgins, of Mamercus /Emilius, and Au- 


relius Cotta, gentlemen allied to him both 
by blood and marriage, he procured his 
pardon. It's very certain, that Sylla, af- 
ter be had a long time with/lood the im- 
portunity of his beſt friends, and perſons 
of the hiphift rank, upon their per ffting

betwixt- him and -that prince: which

to Bithynia, under colour of exatting a 
debt due to à freed-man his client. His 


other behaviour in that ſervice was 


ewithout blemiſh ; and upon the taking of 


 Mitylene by florm, he «vas preſented by 


Thermus with the civic crown. 

3. He ſerved likewiſe in Cilicia under 
Serwilius 1ſauricus, but for a ſhort time. 
For upon advice of Sylla's death, having 
conceived hopes of ſome advantage from a 
new commotion that was attempted by M. 
Lepidus, he returned in all haſte to Rome; 

but would have no concern with Lepidus in 


his defign, tho he was tempted with very 


great offers made him; as well from a diſ- 


truſt of bis abilities to go through with it, 


as alſo becauſe he found the times leſs fa- 
wvourable to ſuch à project than be had 


imagined. | | 


4. However, after this buſtle auas laid 
he impeached Cornelius Dolabella, a conſu- 
lar gentleman, who had had the honour of 
a triumph, for extortion ; and upon his 

 acquiital reſolved to retire to Rhodes, as 


well to decline the publick odium this pro- 


. ceeding had brought upon him, as alſo for 
the more quiet proſecution of his ſtudies,

He married Pompeia the daughter of Q. 
Pompeius, and grand daughter of L. Sylla, 
in the room of Cornelia; wham he after- 
wards put away, upon a ſuſpicion of her 
having had an intrigue with Publius Clo- 
dius; for it was fo currently reported, 
that he had found means to come at her 
in woman's habit, during the performance 


of a religious ſolemnity, that the ſenate 


ordered a commiſſion of enquiry about it. 
7. In his office of queſtor, Spain fell 

to his lot; where, when, by commiſſion 
from the prætor, he was going the cir- 
cuit of the province, for the adminiſtration 
of juſtice, and was arrived at Gages, up- 
on ſight of a flatue of Alexander the Great, 
in the temple of Hercules, he fetched a figh ; 
and as if deeply concerned at his former in- 


activity, becauſe nothing memorable had as 


yet been done by him, at an age, at which 


Alexander had conquered the world, be 


immediately ſued for his diſcharge, in or- 
der to lay hold upon the firſt opportunity, 
that might preſent in the city, for greater 


atchievements. And upon his being much 


difturbed at a dream the night after, 
wherein he fancied be laid wit his 
mother, the interpreters of dreams fill'd 
him with mighty hopes, pretending that 
the empire of the world was thereby pro- 
miſed him; fince the mother, he had ſeen 


thus ſubjeRed to him, aas no other than 


the earth, the common parent of all 
men. . 


"". W. berefore quitting the province, be- 
fore his time in it was up, He apply'd Bim- 


Self to the Latin colonies, at that time full 


of a defign of ſolliciting for the freedom of 


Rome ; and would have put them upon ſome 


bold attempt, had not the conſuls, to prevent 


it, detained for ſome time the legions that 


had been raiſed for the ſervice of Gilicia ; 
and notwithflanding ſoon after he made a 
greater attempt in the city itſelf. 

9. For a few days before be entered upon 
the ædiliſbip, he fell under a. ſuſpicion of

and Autronius. Tanuſius Geminus has taken 
notice of this conſpiracy in his hiſtory, as alſo 
M. Bibulus in his edi&s, and C. Curio the 


father in his orations. Cicero too ſeems to 


hint at the ſame in à letter to Axius, where-

in he ſays, that Cæſar had in his conſul- 


ſhip ſecured to himſelf that arbitrary power, 


he had aſpired after when he was 2 ile. 
Tanuſius adds, that Craſſus from remonſe 
or fear, did not appear upon the day ap- 
pointed for the maſſacre of the ſenate ; for 
awhich reaſon Cz2/ar did not give the fignal, 
which it had been agreed among ft them he 
ſhould.

Over 
and above all the reſt, Ceſar added an en- 
tertainment of gladiators, but with fewer 
pairs than he bad deſigned: for having 


alarmed his entmies with the numerous com- 


pany of them he had got together from all 
parts, an at paſt the ſenate, to limit the 
number of gladiators, which none for the 


Future ſhould be allowed to exceed.” 


11. Hawing thus gained the good graces 


of the people, he engaged a part of the tri - 


bunes in a deſign to procure for him the pro- 
vince of Apypt by a decree of the com- 
mons ; the pretence for ſuch an extraordina- 
ry proceeding was, that the Alexanarians 
had by violence forced away the king, who 
had by the ſenate been complimented with 
the title of an ally and friend of the Ro- 
man people, which wwas reſented by the peo- 
ple in general; but he could not carry his 
point, by reaſon of the oppoſition from the, 
party of the mobility. And therefore to 


 teffen their authority, by all the ways and 
means in bis power, be again ſet up the tro- 
| phies erected in honour of C. Marius, upon 


account of his conqueſs of Fugurtha, the 
Cimbri and the Teutoni, that had formerly 


been demoliſhed by 8 71a ; and in ſitting as 
judge upon murther, he treated all thoſe as 


murtherers, who, in the late proſcription, 
had received money out of the treaſury, for

league, but drove him out of the forum, 
This he complained of the day after in the 
ſenate, but no body having the courage to 
move or adviſe the _ upon ſuch à con- 
flernation, which yet had been often done 
upon leſs diſturbances, he was ſo diſcourag- 
ed, that till be quitted his office, he kept 
cloſe at home, and only endeavoured to 
ob ſruct proceedings by his proclamations. 


From that time therefore Ceſar had the 


ſole management of all affairs in his hands, 
inſomuch that ſome wags, when they ſigned 


any writing as witneſſes, did not add in 


the conſulſhip of CaJar and Bibulus, but 


of Julius and Cæſar; putting the ſame 


perſon down twice, under his name and 
ſirname.”

not doubting, as it's thought, but he could

his adverſaries an offer to part with eight

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Mio hit ber Gaul, and having gone the cir- 
cuit of the province for the holding of aſ- 
fixes, he made a halt at Ravenna, reſolving 
to avenge himſelf by war, if the ſenate 
came to any ſevere reſolution againſ} the tri- 
bunes that, in his behalf, interpoſed to flop 
their proceedings. And this was indeed bis 
pretence for engaging in @ war with his 

country; but it's ſuppoſed there was at bot- 
tom other reaſons for it. Cn. Pompeius uſed 
frequently to ſay, that becauſe he was not 
able, with all the ſtate be auas warth, 10 
finiſh the works he had begun, and anſwer 
the vt expectations he had raiſed in the 
People of mighty things from him at his re- 
turn, he was reſolved to throw all things 
into confuſion. Others ſay, he was appre- 
benſi ve of being called to an account for 
what he had done in his firſt conſulſbip, 
contrary to the auſpicia, laws, and authority 
of the tribunes ; fince M. Cato now and 
then declared, and with an oath too, that 
he would impeach him, as ſoon as he had 
diſoanaed his army; and it was commonly 
talked, that if he returned a private per- 


Jon, he would, like Milo, be tried with a 
guard to attend the court. Which Afinius 


Pollio renders highly probable ; for he ſays, 

that, upon viewing the vanquiſhed and 
Slaughtered enemy in the field of Phar- 
ſalia, he ſaid theſe very words, This 
they deſigned : I C. Cæſar, after all 
the great things I have performed, muſt 
have undergone a ſentence of condem- 
nation, had I not defired the aſſiſtance 
of my army. Some think, that being 
grown fond of power from his long conti- 
nuance in it, and having weighed his own 
and his enemies flrength, be laid bold of 
that occaſion of ſeizing the government: of 
ewhich opinion Cicero ſeemed to be, who 
ewrites in his third book of Offices, that 
Cz/ar uſed to have frequently in his mouth 
tauo werſes of Euripides, which be tranſ- 
lates in the following manners r

Domitius, who had in the late canfuſion, 
been nominated to ſucceed him, and kept Car- 
finium with a garriſon, to ſurrender, and 
diſmiſſed him, he marched along the coaft of 
the upper ſea to Brundiſium, toawpich place 
the conſuls and Pompey were fed, ait an 
intention to paſs the ſea, as ſoon as poſſible. 
After be had by variou means tndravourgd 
to prevent their getting out of the harbour, 
but all in wain, be marched for Rome, and 
having delivered his mind to the Senate, 
upon the preſent ſituation of affairs, vent 
for Spain, where Pampey had a vary flrong 
army, under the command of three lieute- 
nants, M. Petreius, L. Afranius, and M. 
Varro; declaring, before he ſet farwarg, 
among ft his friends, that he was. goi 
againſt an army without a general, — 
ſhould return from thence againſt a ge- 
neral without an army. Aud i be his pre- 
greſi wasretarded by the fiegeof Marſeilles, 
which ſhut her gates againſi him, aud a 
Very great

Domitius Caluinus an army in Pontus. 
He conftantly came off with fucceſs, and 
ewithout any thing of hazard, unleſs 
twice ; once at Dyrrachium, when bein

demned for bribery in elections. The choiti 
of magiſtrates he ſo divided with the pe- 
ple, that excepting only the competitors for 
the con ſulſbip, they choſe one balf of then, 
and he the other.

country in the wars, ſhould be above three

grazing, ſhould have no leſi than a third 
part of their ſhepherds free-born, He like- 
eviſe made all ſuch as praftis'd phyfick in 
Rome, and all maſters of the liberal arts, 
Free of the city, in order to fix them in it, 
and invite others. to the town. As for 
debts, he baulked the expectation people had, 
that they would be univerſally cancelled, a 
thing that was frequently moved for; and 
ordered, that the debtors ſhould ſatisfy their 


creditors, according to an efitmate of their 


eflates, at the rates they were purchaſed 
at, before the commencement of the civil 
war ; deducting from the debt, what inte- 


reſt had been paid, either by money or bill! ; 


by virtue of which order, about a fourth 
part of the debt was loft. He likewiſe 
broke up all companies of artificers, but 
ſuch as wwere of ancient eflabliſhment. And 
encreaſed the puniſhments of crimes beyond 
what the law had ordained ; and becauſe 
the rich were the more eafily induced to 
tranſgreſs, by reaſon they were only puniſh< 
ed with baniſhment, but ſawed their eflates, 
he ſiript parricides, as Cicero writes, of 
their whole eflates, and others of one 


43. He was mighty induſtrious and 
frrie in the adminiſiration of juſtice. He 
turn d ſuch as were convicted of bribery 


out of the Senate; diſſolved the marriage 


of a Pretorian gentleman, who had mar- 
ried a gentlewoman iw0 days after her di- 
worce from a former huſband, tho there aas 
no ſuſpicion of any former unlawful com- 
merce betwwixt them. He laid duties upon 


foreign goods imported. The uſe of chairs, 


deep ſcarlet andjewvels, he would not allow,

Heiwius Cinna, 
tribune of the commons, owned to ſeverab 
people, that be had a bill ready drawn 
up, which Ceſar had ordered him to get

94. He never ſhewed any great regard 
to juflice, either in his command of the ar- 
my, or ctvil off ces. For as ſome have left 
upon record, he broged money of the pra- 
conſul his predeceſſor in Spain, and the Ro- 
man alles there, for the diſcharge of his 


debti; and fome towns of the Lufitanians, 
tho thiy complied with his cammand:s, and 


openrd.thetr gates to him, upon his arrival 
before them, he plundered in a loſtile man- 
ner. In Gaul he rifled the chaples and 
temples of the Gods, filled with rich pre- 
ſents ; and demoliſhed cities more for plun- 
der, than any fault they had committed: 
by which means gold became ſo plentiful 
abi him, that he exchanged it thro' Italy, 
and the provinces of the empire, for three 
thouſand , flerces the found. In his firft 
confulſhip he flole three thouſand prund 
weight of gold out of the capital, and ſub- 
fiituted in the room of it, the like werght of 


gilt braſs. He fold likewiſe to foreign na- 


tions and princes, the titles of allies and 
kings, for their gold; and ſqueezed out of 
Ptolemy alone near fix thouſand talents, in 


his oxon and Pompey's name together: and 
L afterwards fupported the burthen of his ci- 


evil wars, and the expences of his triumphs 
and publick ſhews, for the entertainment of 
the people, by the moſl flagrant rapine and 
facrikege imaginable, | | 
5 5. For eloquence and military atchieve- 
ments he equalled at leaſt, if he did not 
excel the greateſt. After his proſecution

Gaul to his army ; and the ather about the 3 


time of the battle of Munda ; and the laſt 
during the four and twenty days he was 
upon his expedition from Rome to further 
Spain. There are extant ſome letters of 
his to the ſenate, writ in a manner never 
uſed by any before bim, 1. e. diflinguiſhid 
into pages, in the form of a pocket-buok ;

57. He dba, a prrfeft maſter of his wens 
pons, a complete horſeman, and able to en- 
dure fatigue, brjond all belief, Upon & 
march, he uſed to go at the head of bis 
troops, ſometimes on horſeback, but ofter on 
foot, and bare headed tos, whether it was 
ſtir or foul weather, He would travel in 
a poſt chaiſe at the rute of an hundred miles 
a day, and paſs rivers in his way by ſabim- 

ming, or ſupported avith leathern bags filled 
with wind, ſo that he oftentimes prevented 
all intelligence of his approach, . 


58. In his expeditions, it's hard to ſays 
whether he was more cautious or more da- 
ring. He never marched his army where he 
wes liable to any ambuſh from the enemy, 
without taking all poſſible pretaution by his 


ſcoute. Nor did he paſt over into Britain, 


"till be had made due enquiry into the Bar- 


 bours and what convenience there al fur 


landing his troops. But when advice was 
brought him of the fiege of a camp of his 
in Germany, he made his way to his nien 
in a Gallick habit, thro' the enemy's guards. 
He went over from Brundifium to Dyrra- 
chium, in the twitter, amidft the itiemy's 
fleets. And the troops he had ordered to 


follow him not mating that hafle he em-

Ani 
toben he was ſummoned as a witneſs againſt 
P. Clodius his lady's gallant; who was 
proſecuted for a N Font upon the 
religion of his country, be declared ha 
knew nothing of the matter, tho his mo- 
ther Aurelia, and his fiſter Julia, gave 
the court an exadt and full account of wwhat 
they knew of the affair. And being aſked 
why then be bad divorced his wife ? Be- 
cauſe, /ays he, I wou'd have thoſe of 
my family not only clear of all crime, 
but ſuſpicion too. OF 


75. He fhrewed a wonderful moderation 
and clemency in the adminiſtration of the 


government, as well as his bebawibur to- 


evards the conquered party in the civilauar. 
And whilf! Pompry declared that he would 
treat all thaſe as enemies, that did not riſe 


in defence of the government, he derlared 6 bo 
he ſhould look upon ail thoſe that flood ,, 


neuter as his friends. And as for all thoſe, 


to whom he had at the inflance of Pompey 7 


given companits, he granted them leave to 


go over to bim, if they would. And when 


ſome propoſals were made at Ilerda, in or- 
der to a ſurrender, that occafioned a pretty 
free communication betwixt the two camps, 
and Afranius and Prtreiuis, upon a ſudden 
alteration of mind, had put to the favord 
all Cz/far's men that they found in their 
camp, be ſcorn'd to imitate the wile treache- 
ry they had practiſed againſt himſelf. bk 
the fieid of Pharſalia be called out to bis 


ſoldter to ſpare their fellow citizens, and 


afterwards gave liberty to every man in his 
army to ſavve an enemy. Nor did any of them 
indeed loſe their lives but in battle, except- 
ing only Afranius, Fauſtus, and young La - 
cius Ceſar; and it's thought too, they 
were put to death without bis conſent. The 
two former of wwhich had bore arms againfi 
him, after their pardon had been grantid 
them, and Caſar had ngt only in the moſt 
cruel manner deſiroye his fried. men and 
flawes with fire and ſword, but cut to pie- 
ces too the wil beofts, he had prepared for

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the entertainment of the people. And final. 
ly, a little before his death, he gave liber- 
ty for all be had not yet pardoned to re- 
turn into Italy, and admitted them to a ' 
capacity of bearing offices, both civil and 
military. Nay, he moreover erected again 
the ſtatues of Sylla and Pompey, which 
had been thrown down by the mob. And 
any contrivances againſl him, or reſlections 
upon him, he choſe rather to put a flop to, 
than puniſh ; and accordingly, with regard 
to any conſpiracies againſt him that came to 


tight, or nightly cabals, he went no far- 


ther than only to fignify by a proclamation, 
that he knew of them. And with reſpett 
to ſuc h as took the liberty to reflect upon bim 
abith great ſeverity, he only warned them 
in a publick ſpeech, not to perfift in their 
folly : and bore with a great deal of midt- 
ration a libel of Aulus Cæcinna againſt 
him, full of the moſt bitter inuectives, 
and the ſcandalous lampoons of Pitholaus, 
moſt highly reflefling upon his honour. 
76. Vet his other actions and declarati- 
ons with regard to the publick, ſo far out- 
wweigh all his good qualities, that it is 
thought he abuſed his power, and was very 


juſtly taten off. For he not only accepted of 


exceſſive honours, as the conſulſbip every 
year ſucceſſively, the difatorfoip for life, 
the ſuperintendency of the publick manners 
moreover the prenomen of imperator, the 
title of father of his country, a fiatue 
among ſi the kings, and a throne in the 
place aſſigned the ſenators in the theatre; 
but he likeeviſe Juffered ſome things to be 
decreed for him, much too great for the 
greateſt of the ſons of men; as a gold.n 
chair in the ſenate- houſe, and upon the 
bench, when he ſate for the trial of cauſes, 
a ftately chariot in the Circenſian proceſſion, 
temples, allars, images near the gods, a bed 
of flate in the temples, a peculiar prieſ, 


and a college of priefts, like thoſe appointed 


in honour.of Pan; and that one of toe 
mouths ſhould be called by his name, He 
d.d indeed both aſſume to him/elf, and graut 


to others all manner of Honours at pleaſure. 


In his third and fourth conſulſhip, he had 
but the title of the office, being avell con-

and in both the years, he ſubſtituted other 


conſuls in his room, for the three (oft months; 
fo that in the mearawhil: he held no aſſemblies 


of the people, for the choice of magiſtratei, 1 7 


excepting only tribunes and ædilis of the 


commons, and appointed off.cers under tbe 1 "4 
name of prefifts, inflead of the pretors, L“ 


manage the aff airs of the city in his preſence. 
Ad he conferred the honour of the conſul- 


ſhip, which auas vacant by the ſudden death 1 0 
of one of the conſuls, the day before the 1% 


January, upon a gentliman, that made ſuit 


to him for it, for a frau hours. Andwwith tbe 


Same licentious freedom, in defiance to the 
conſtant uſage of his country, he nominated 
the magiſtrates for ſeveral years to come, 
He granted the diſtinguiſhing badges of the 

conſular dignity to ten pretorian gentlemen, 
and choſe into the ſenate ſome that had been 
made free of the city, cin of the Gauls. 
little better than meer Barbarians. He 


likewiſe committed the management of the mint, and the publick revenue of the 
fate to his own ſervants ; and intrufl.d the command of three legions he left at 
Alexandria, to an old catamite of his, the ſon of his freed-man Rufinus.

77. He auat guilty of the like extrava- 1 


gance in his pubitch converſation, as T. Am- 
pius informs us: he ſaid the commonwealth 
was nothing but a name, without ſub- 
ſtance, or ſo much as the appearance of 
any; that Sylla was an illiterate fellow 
to lay down the diQtatorſhip. That men 
ought to be more cautious in their con- 
verſe with him, and look upon what he 
ſaid as a law. And he proceeded to that 
height of arrogance, that when a ſooth- ſayer 
brought him word, that the entrails of a 
victim opened for ſacrifice were without a 
heart, he /aid the entrails would be more 
favourable when he pleaſed, and that it 
ought not to be looked upon as any ill 
omen, if a beaſt did want a heart. 

78. But what brought. upon him the 
greateſt and the moſt invincible odium, was 
his receiving the whole body of the ſenate 
fitting, when they came to wait upon him 
before the temple of mother Venus, wwith a 
great many very honourable decrees in his 
favour. Some ſay he was held down, as 


he attempted to riſe up, by Corn. Balbus. x 1 
Others jay he did not attempt it at all,

And this behaviour appeared the more in- 

tolerable in him, becauſe when one of the 

tribunes of the commons Pontius Aquila, 

ewould not riſe up to him, as in his tri- 

umph he paſſed by the place where they 

fat, he was jo angry wwith him, that he 

cried out, Well then, maſter tribune, 
take the government out of my hands, 

And for ſame days after, he never pro- 
miſed any thing, but with this proviſa, 

that Pontius Aquila would allow of it. 


79. To this notable affront upon the ſe- 
nate, he added a much more inſolent action. 
For when, after the ſacrifice of the Latin fi- 
tival, he was returning home, amidſt the in- 
ceſſant and unuſual acclamations of the peo- 
ple, one of the croud put upon a flatue of his 
a laurel crown, with a white ribbon tied 
about it, and the tribun's of the commons, 


Epidius Marullus and Cæſetius Flavus, or- 


dered the ribbon to be taken from the crown, 
and the man to be carried to priſon ; being 


much concerned eitber that the mention of 
his advaneement to a kingly power had been 


fo unluckily made, or, as he pretended, that 


the glory of refuſing it had been thus taken 
from him, be chid the tribunes very ſewere- 
ly, and turned them bath out of their office. 


And from that day forward he was never 


able to wipe off the ſcandal of affecting 
the name of ling; altha' he replied to the 
people, when they ſaluted him by the title 
of king, that his name was Cæſar, not 
Rex: and in the feaſt of the Lupercalia, 
avhen the conſul Anthony in the roſtra put a 
diadem uypon bis head ſeveral times, he as 
of ten put it away,and ſent it into the capitol 
to Fupiter. There was a flirong report too, 
that he deſigned to remove to Alexandria or 
llium, and in order to it, to transfer thi- 
ther the firength of the empire, to drain 
Italy by new levies, and teave the govern- 
ment of the city to his frieads: and that in 
the next meeting of the ſenate L. Cotta, one 
of the fifteen commiſſimors entruſted wtih 
the care of the Sybils books, would move the 
G 2 | rum:

81. But Czfar had warning given hin 
of his approaching fate by Aale plain 
prodigies. A few months before, when ſome 


of the colony ſettled, by virtue of a law 4 


his own preferring, at Capua, were pul- 


ling down ſome old ſepulebres, for the 


building of 'tountry-houſes, and were the 
buſter in that work, becauſe they found Jome 
veſſels of antique workmanſhip, a table of 
braſs wwas found in a monument, wherein 
Capys the founder of Capua was ſaid to be 
buried, avith an inſcription, the letters and 
words of which were both Greeh, to this 
Het, That whenever the bones of Ca- 
pys came to be uncovered, a deſcendant 
from Julus would be ſlain by the hands 
of his relations, and his death revenged 
by dreadful devaſtations throughout all 
Italy. And this account, lefl any one ſhould 


think it an idle ſtory, comes from C. Bal- 


bus, an intimate friend of Czfar's. A 
few days too before his death, ſome horſes, 
wwhich upon his paſſing the Rubicon, be 
had conſecrated, and let looſe to graze 
ewithout any keeper, he was informed, re- 
frained eating entirely, and wept plenti- 
fully. And the ſooth- ſayer Spurinna, upon 
the foundation of fame ominous appearances 
in a ſacrifice he was offering, adviſed him 


to look to him/:If, otherwiſe ſame miſchief 


ewould befal him, before the ides of March 


dere over. And the day before the ides, 
birds of ſeveral kinds from a neighbouring 
grove purſuing a wren, that flew into Pom- 


pey's fenate-houſe, with a ſprig of laure! 
in its bill, tore it there all to pieces. The 
night too before the day of his being flain, 
he dream'd that be was got above the 
clouds, and ſoaking hands with *

And his lady Calpurnia fancied in her flees © 


that the top of the hauſe was coming down, 


and her huſband flabb'd in her boſom, im. 


mediately upon which, the chamber- ator; 
flew open, Being in ſome doubt with him- 
Jelf, as well upon account of theſe omens, 
as his ill flate of health, aubether be 


fhould keep at home, and put off to ſome 
other time the buſineſs he intended to pro- li 
poſe to the ſenate ; at laſt prevailed upon by 
the per ſavaſions of Decimus Brutus, who 


adviſed him by no means to baulk the ſena- 
tors, who were met in a full houſe, and 
waited his coming, he ſet for ward about _ 
eleven o'clock, In his way, a paper was fut 


into bis hands, containing an account of 


the plot, which be mixed with ſome others © 
he held in his left-hand, as if he would © 
read it by and by. After this, tho' wic- 
lim upon victim was ſlain without any fa- 
vourable appearances in the entrails, yet 


in defiance of all that, he entered the houſe, 7 


laughing. at Spurinna as a falſe prophet, 


becauſe the ides of March were now come 
without any harm at all. To which he re- 


phy d. They were come indeed, but not 


paſt. 


82, After be was ſat down, the conſpi- + 
rators gathered about him under colour of 
paying their compliments ; and immediately 


Cimber Tullius, who had taken upon bim 


to make the firſt onſet, advancing nearer 
than the reſt, as if he had ſome favour to 
requeſt of him, he made ſigns to him to 
let it alone to ſome other time ; upon which 


be ſeized him by the toga, upon both ſhoul- 


ders; at which he crying out, This is 


plain violence, one of the Ca ſſius s wound- 


ed him a. little below the throat. Caeſar 


| ſeized upon his arm, and run it through 


evith bis fiyle; and endeavouring to ruſh 
forward, was ſtoppæd by another wound. 
And then finding himſelf attacked on all 
bands with drawn ſwords, be wrapped up

him into a chair, and carried him home, 
ewith one of the chair. poles banging lower 
than the reft, for want of a fourth man to 
bear it. And amongſt ſo many wounds, as 


the ſurgeon Antiſtius thought, there was 


ne'er a one mortal, but the ſecond «which be 
received in his breafl, The conſpirators 
had a defign to drag his body, after they 
had killed him, into the Tiber, to confiſcate 
his eflate, and cancel all that he had done; 
but for fear of the conſul M. Anthony, and 
Lepidus maſter of the horſe to Ceſar as dic-

83. At the inſtance of L. Piſo his fa- 
ther- in laab, his will was opened and read 
in M, Anthony's houſe, which he had made 
the ides of September before, in a country 
feat of his near Lawicum, and had com- 
mitted to the cuſtody of the eldefl of the 
Veſtal virgins. Q. Tubera tells us, that 
in all his wills, made froff the time of his 
firft con ſulſbip to the breaking out of the 


civil war, Cn. Pompey was his heir, and 


the ſame publickly ſignified to the army. 


But in his laſt he named three heirs, the 
grandſons of his filers, C. Odtavius for 
three fourths of his eftate, and L. Pinari- 


_ us and QA. Pedius for the other fourth; ſuch 


as were to ſucceed them in caſe they died 
before him, he placed towards the conclu- 
fron of his will. He likewiſe adopted C. 


Octavius into his family, with an intention 


He ſhould bear his name. And moſt of thoſe 


that were concerned in his death, he named 
amongſt the guardians of his fon, if be 
ſhould have any, and D. Brutus amongſt 
the ſecond heirs. He left as a legacy to the 


people his gardens near the Tiber, and three 


hundred ſeſterces a man. 


84. The time for his funeral being fixed 
by proclamation, a pile was erected in the 
field of Mars, nigh the tomb of his daugb- 
ter Julia, and a gilt tavernacle, in form

of the temple of Venus Genbtrix, before the 


 roſtra, within which wvas an ivory bed, 


covered with ſcarlet, and cloth of gold; at 
the bead was à trophy, with the garment, 
in which he was ſlain. And becauſe it was 
thought the whole day. would not be ſuffici- 
ent for carrying in ſolemn proceſſion before 


the corpſe the funeral oblations, directions 


were given for every one, without regard 
to order, to carry them into the field, aubat 
away they pleaſed. In the plays acted at the 
funeral, ſeveral things out of Pacuwvius's 
trageay, entitled, The trial for arms, ſuit- 
ed to the occaſion, were Jung to raiſe pity 
and indignation at his death,

And ſome paſſages too out of Attilins's tra- 


gedy, called Electra, to the ſame effect. In- 
ſliead of a funeral panegyrick, the conſul 
Anthony ordered à crier to read aloud to 


the company, the decree of the ſenate, 


wherein all honours, divine and human, 
had been heaped upon him ; and the oath, 
by which they had all engaged tbemſelwes 
for the defence of his perſon. To which he 
added but a very few words of his caun. 
The magiſtrates, and others that had been 
fa, carried the bed from the reſtra into the 
forum, And whilft ſome were for having 
the body burnt in the moſt ſacred apartment 
of Fupiter Capitolinus's temple, and others 
in Pompey's ſenate- houſe, on a ſudden two 
men with ſwords by their fides, and each a 
couple of lances in their hands, ſet fire to 


the bed with lighted torches. Upon which 


immediately the whole company preſent, 
threw in dry faggots, the tribunals, and 
benches of the adjacent courts, and aubatſo- 
ever came to hand: and then the muſicians, 
and players, ftript off the cloaths they bad 
from the furniture of his triumphs for the 
preſent occaſſon, tore them, and threw them 
into the flame. His veteran ſoldiers too 
caſt in the arms, they had put on, to attend 
his funeral, And the ladies meſt of them 
did the ſame by their ornaments, with the 
bullæ and coats of their children. In this

86. Cæſar gave occaſion! to 8 of bs 
friends to imugine, that be neither diſired, 
nor cared to live any longer, becauſe of his 
bad flate of bealth ; and for that reaſon 
lighted all the egal of his death, 
and the information of his friends. Others 
think, that ſuppoſing himſelf ſecure in the 


laft detree of the ſenate, and their cath, 


be diſmiſſed bis Spaniſh guard, that at- 
tended him with their . ſawords, Others 
again are of opinion, that he judged it bet- 
ter at enceto.ixpoſe bimfelf ta the plots that 
threatned him on all hands, than to be al- 
evays upon his guard. Some tell us, he uſed 
to Jay, that tht publick had à greater con- 


. cern in the ſafety of his perſon tban bim- 


Jelf ; for that he had for ſome time been 
ſatiated with power and glory; but that 
the common-wealth, if ary thing foould 
befal him, ewould not be quiet, and wouid 
engage in another civil war upon Wor /e 
terms than before. |

The Parthi- 
ans too readily allowed his pretenſions to 
Armenia, and at his demand reſtored the 
flandards they had taken from M. Caſſius, 
and M. Anthony, and offered him hoſtages 
befides. And upon the occaſion of a conteſt 
betwixt ſeveral pretenders to the kingdom, 
would have none but the perſon he ſhould

22. The temple of Janus Quirinus, 


 ewbich had been ſhus but once or twice, from 


the building of the city, to his own time, 
he fhut thrice in a much ſhorter ſpace, hawv- 
ing ſettled. an univerſal quiet both by ſea 
and land. He twice entered the city in the 
ler triumph, after the war of Philippi, 
and again after that of Sicily. He had 


likeauiſe thrit grand triumphs, that is, for 


his victories in Dalmatia, at Adium and 
Alexandria, which laſted three days. 


23. He never in all his wars rectived 
any conſiderable or ſhameful defeat, but 
tavice in Germany, in the perſon of his 
lieutenants Lollius and Varus. The former 
bad indeed more of infamy, than40/i in it ;

out, QUINT1LIUs V agus, give me my 


legions again. And every year obJerv'd 
the day upon which the diſaſter had hap- 


pened, as a day of ſorrow and mourning. 


24. In military aff airs he made à great 
many alterations, introducing ſome things 
entirely new, and reviving old cafloms that 
had been laid afide. He kept the troops to 
very ſtrict diſcipline : And would not allow 


Jo much as any of the lieutenant-generals 


the liberty to viſit their ladies, but avith 
great difficulty, and in the winter: ſeaſon 
only. A Roman knight having cut eff the 
thumbs of two young ſons ofthis, to render 
them uncapable of ſerving in whe wars, be 


expoſed him to ſale, and his eflate toc: 


But yet upon obſerving the publicans very 
buſy about the purchaſe, he conſigned him 


over to a freed man of his own, that he 


might ſend him into the country, and ſuſfar 


him to enjoy his freedom. The tenth legion 


growing mutinous, he broke entirely with 
diſgrace : and did the ſame by ſome others 


that in a mutinous manner demanded their 


diſcharge, baulking them of the rewards 
uſually conferred upon ſuch as had ſerved up 
their time in the wirs. Such battalions 
as quitted their ground in time of action, he 
decimated, and fed with barley. Captains 
as well as common centinels upon the guard

26. He was advanced to publick offices 


befere he was legally qualified for them in 
point of age, and to ſome of a new kind, 
and for life. He ſeized the conſulſhip in 
the twentieth year of his age, advancing 
up with his legions in a hoſtile manner to 
the town, and ſending deputies to demand it 
for him in the name of the army. At 
which time the ſenate demurring upon the 


matter, a centurion called Cornelius, the 
leading deputy, throwing back his coat, and 
ſhewing the hilt of his brd, had the 


aſſurance to ſay in the houſe, This will 
make him conſul, if you will not. His 
ſecond conſulſhip he bore nine years after, 
and the next but one, after that a third, 
and continued in the ſame office every year 


Jucceſſively till the eleventh. After which, 
tho" the conſulſghip was frequently offer d 
him, yet he refuſed it, till after a long 


interval, no leſs than ſeventeen years, he 
voluntarily flood for the twelfth, and two 


years after that again for a thirteenth, that 
he might, auhilſti inveſted in that high ef- 
fice, introduce, according to cuſtom, his 
tauo ſons Caius and Lucius, into the fo- 


rum. For the five conſulſhips from the 


fixth to the eleventh, he continued in office 


throughout the year conſtantly. But for 
the rest, only nine, fix, four, or three 
months, and in his ſecond only for a few 
hours. For having ſat, upon the firſt of 
January, on his ivory ſeat, for ſome ſmall 
time in the morning before the temple of 
Tupiter Capitolinus, he quitted the office 
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ſecto alio in locum ſuum. Nec

For whereas they ere of ten prevailed upon 
by the intereſt and intercefſion of friends is 
ſhew mercy, he alone inſiſied vehemently, = 
that no quarter ſhould be given; and he = 


proſeribed too C. Toranius his guardian, 


who had been formerly his father Odabi- 
us's colleague in the AEdileſhip. Funius 
Saturninus adds this farther account of him, 
that when, after the proſcription was tte, 
M. Lepidus made an excuſe to the Senate 
for their paſt proceedings, and gave them 


| hopes of more gentle management for the 3 5 


future, becauſe they had now bad a ſuffici- 
ent revenge upon their enemies: He on tie 
other hand declared, that he had ſet m 
other bounds to the preſcription than bi? 
own pleaſure, and ſo was entirely at liber. 
Yet afterwards being ſorry for this inflexi- 
ble humour of bis, he raiſed T. Vinius = 
Philopæmen to the equeſtrian dignity, for: 
having concealed his patron, and ſaved bin 
from the fury of the proſeripticn. In this 1 
ſame office he became very odious upon many 
accounts. For as he was once haranguirg 
the foldiers, obſerving Pinarius a Roman 
knight to let in ſome other company, aid 
Subſcribe ſomething or other, he ordered bim 
to be ſtabbed before his eyes as a buſy be 
and a ſpy upon him. He /o terrified with | 
his menaces Tedius Afer, after he abat con- 
Jal ele, for hawing refiefted upon fomt | 
actions of his, that he threw himſelf from 
the top of a houſe and died. And when |

He 
bad likewiſe the inſpection of the publick 
manners and the laws conferred upon him for 
life, by virtue of which commiſſion, tho 
he, had not the hanourable title of cenſor, 
ye he thrice took a ſurvey of the people, the 
firſt and third time with an afſifltant, but 
the ſecond by himſelf. ; 1 


23. He tawice entertained thoughts of re- 


ſtoring the common-wealth ; firſt immedi- 
ately after the ſuppreſſing of Antony, re- 
membring what he had oftentimes charged 
him with, that it was owing to him, that 


_ the common-wealth was not reſtored. The 


ſecond time was upon occaſion of along ill- 
neſs, at which time he ſent for the magi/- 
trates and the ſenate to his own houſe, and 
delivered them a particular account of the

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And indeed he bad the happineſs to accompliſh his intention, by uſing hit ut- 
moſt endeavours, that no body ſhould have any reaſon to be diſſatisfied with the 


29. The city which wa, not built in a 
manner ſuitable to the grandeur of the em- 
fire, and was liable to the inundations of 
the Tiber, and fires, he ſo much improved, 
that he had reaſon indeed to boaft, that he 
left it a city of marble inflead of brick. 
He likewiſe rendered it ſecure for the time 
to come, as far as could be effected by hu- 
man foreſight. He raiſed a great many 
publick buildings, the moſt conſiderable of 
which avere a Forum with the temple of 
Mars the Avenger, the temple of Apollo in 
the Palatium, and the temple of thundering 
Fove in the capitol. The reaſon of hit 
building the forum, vas the vaſt number 
of people and cauſes, for which the two for- 
mer forums being not ſufficient, it was 
thought requifite to have a third. For 
that reaſon it was opened for publick uſe, 
before the temple of Mars was quite finiſp- 


ed, and provided by law, that cauſes ſhould 


be tried, and judges choſen by lot there too. 
The temple of Mars he had wowed to build 
him, in the war of Philippi, undertaken 
by him for the revenge of his father s death. 
He ordered that the ſenate ſhould meet there 
always to debate about wars and triumphs; 
and that ſuch as were ſent into the provin- 
ces to command the armies, ſhould be diſ- 
patched from thence ; and that ſuch as re- 
turn d victorious from the wars, ſhould 


lodge the ornaments of their triumphs there. 


He built the temple of Apollo in that part 
of the Palatine houſe, which had been 
firuck with thunder, and which for that 
reaſon the /ooth-ſayers did declare the God 
had a mind to. He added to it piazzas, 
with a libraryof Latin and Greek authors ; 
and when be grew elderly, uſed frequently 
zo hold the ſenate there, and examine the 
liſis of the judges. He conſecrated the 
temple to thundering Fove, upon account 
of a delivery he had from a great danger 
in his Cantabrian expedition ; where, as 
he was travelling in the night, his chair 
«was ſcorched, and a ſlave that carried a 
torch before him killedoutright by lightning. 
He likewiſe erected fome publick _—

He likewiſe recommended to 
other perſons of eminence and figure, e 

one to beautify the city, by the raiſing of 
new buildings, or the repairing and in- 
proving of old ones, according to their abi- 
lity. And thus many were raiſed, as the 
temple of Hercules preſident of the Muſes 
by Marcius Philippus, a temple of Diane 


y Lucius Cornificius, the court of Liberty 
by Afinius Pollio; a temple of Saturn by 


Munatins Plancus ; a theatre by Cornelius 
Balbus; an amphitheatre by Statilias Tau- 


rus; and ſeveral other fine edifices by M. 


Agrippa. | 
30. He divided the city into wards, and 
other lefſer diviſions, and ordered that the 


annual magiſtrates ſhould by lot take the 


charge of the former, and maſters chaſer 
out of the commonally of the neighbourhood 
the latler. He appointed a nightly watch 
to be kept againſt the caſualties of fire 
and to prevent the frequent inundations © 

the Tiber, widened and ſcoured the channel 
thereof, which had in length of time been 
almoſt dammed up with rubbiſh, and much 
reduced by the falling in of houſes. 


commodious, he took upon himfelf the charge 
of making good the Flaminian cauſey as far 
as Ariminum ; and ordered ſeveral gentle- 
men, who had attained to the honour of a 
triumph, to do as much by the other roads, 
out of the money ariſing from the ſpoils of 
avar, Temples decayed by time, or burnt 
down, be repaired or rebuilt ; and enrich- 


ed them and others too with divers noble 


preſents, He at one donation depoſited in 
the ſacred apartment of Jupiter Capitoli- 
nus, ſixteen thouſand pound of gold, and 


jewels, and pearls, to the value of fifty 
millions of ſefterces. 885

amounted to above two thouſand, and burnt 
them, ſaving only thoſe that had been lift 


by the Sibyls; and not theſe ntither, with- 


out a ſevere examination, to diflingui/h 


uch as were genuine; and laid them up 


on two gilt ſhelves, under the baſe of Apollo 
Palatinus's flatue. He reduced the year, 
evhich had been regulated by Julius Cæſar, 
but through careleſſneſs was got again into 
diſorder and confuſion, to it's former regu- 
larity, and upon that occaſion, called the 
month of ſextilis by his own name, rather 
than September, in which he awas born; 
becauſe in it he had obtained his firſt con- 
ſulate, and all his moſt confiderable vitto- 
ries, He encreaſed the number, dignity, 


and revenue of the priefls, but eſpecially of 


the wveſlal wirgins. And when upon the 
death of one of them, a new one was to be 
choſen, and many ſollicited hard, that they 
might not be obliged to give in their daugh- 
ters names, to take their chance for it, he 
fewore, that if any of his grand daugh- 
ters had been old enough for it, he 
would hade offered her to fill up the wa- 
cancy. He likewiſe revived ſome old reli- 
gious cuſtoms, that had by degrees been laid 
aſide, as the augury of health, the office 
of Flamen Dialis, or the peculiar pritft of 
Jupiter, the religious ſolemnity of the Lu- 
percalia, the Secular and Compitalitian 
games. He forbid young boys running in 
ibe Lupercalia: likewiſe in the Secular 
games, he forbid all young people of either 


ſex, to appear at any publick diverſions in 


the night, unliſi in company with ſome el- 
derly perſen of their relations. He ordered 
the houſbold gods to be trimmed up twice a 
year with ſpring and ſummer flowers, in 
the Compitalitian feſtival. Next to the 
immortal gods, he paid the higheſt honour 
to the memory of thoſe generals, that, 
from the poor condition the Roman ſtate 
was originally in, had raiſed it to the bigh- 
eft pitch of grandeur ; and accordingly re- 


| paired or rebuilt the publick edifices they 
bad raiſed, and preſerved the former in- 
ſcriptions, and erected the flatues of them 


all in a triumphant dreſs, in both the 8

32. He ſuppreſſed a great many ill 
practices, highly detrimental to the publick, 
that had been introduced during the confu- 
fron of the late civil wars, or had their riſe 
from the long peace that enſued. Great 
numbers of highwaymen appeared openly 
with ſauords on, under colour of /elf defence. 
And travellers, freemen and ſlaves without 
diſtinction, were up and down the country 
carried off by violence, and kept concealed 
in work-houſes. And ſeveral parties of men, 
under the ſpecious title of new companies, 
caballed together for the commiſſion of all 
manner of villany. He quelled the ban- 
ditti, by guards of ſoldiers poſted in proper 
places for the purpoſe ; took a ſt/ ict account 
of the work-houſes, and diſſolved all com- 
panies, but ſuch as were of antient fland- 
ing and eſtabliſhed by law, He burnt all 
the notes of ſuch as had been a long time 
in arrear with the treaſury, as the prin- 
cipal fund of vexations, ſuits and proſecu- 
tions. Places in the city that were claimed 
by the publick, where the property was du- 
bious, he adjudged to the poſſeſſors. He 
firuck out of the lift of 


names of ſuch as had laid long under the 
terror of a proſecution, where nothing fur- 


ther was propoſed by the enemies the proſ2- - 


cutors, than only ta gratify their own ill 


nature, by ſecing the miſerable appearance 


they made upon that occaſion: and at the 


| ſame time, threatened thoſe that ſhould go 


about to renew their proſecution, avith the 


Same puniſhment, if they did not make good 


their charge, that the party proſecuted was 
liable to, if they did. And that crimes

that caſe, he publickly declared, that none 
ewere liable to the laſb of that law, who 
had either themſclves or their parents, 
ever had a knight's eſlate. He took the 
Survey of the Roman people ſtrett by fl eet 
and that the commonalty might not be too 
frequently taken from their buſineſs, to at- 
tend the publick difliribution of corn, he 
intended to acliver out tickets for four 
months, in order to their receiving ſo much 
at once, and ſo but three times a year: but 
at their requeſt, he allowed them it monthly 
as before. He revived the former uſage in 
elections, and endeawoured to prevent bri- 
bery by the enacting of various penalties 
againſt it. 


the Fabian and Scaptian tribes, in awhich 
he himſelf was enrolled, a thouſand ſe- 
flerces each, that they might not expect any 
thing from any of the candidates.

He gave order to the ædiles not to ſuffer

in a barren ſeaſon, when it avas really no 


eaſy. matter to find out a proper expedient 


for the relief of the publick want, he or- 


dered out of town all the companies of ſlaves 
brought thither for ſale, the gladiators be- 
longing to the maſters of defence, and all 
foreigners, excepting phyſicians, and the 
teachers of the liberal ſciences ; and alſo a 
part of the flawes in every family. And 


«when at laſt plenty was reflor d, he writes, 


That he had a' mind to have aboliſh'd 
for ever the practice of allowing the 
people corn at the publick expence; be- 
cauſe they truſted ſo much to it, that 
they really neglected their tillage; but 


did not continue in that mind, becauſe he was pretty ſure, it would ſome

nius of the young nobility thus diſplayed. 
He preſented 2 Nonius Aſprenas, that got 
lamed by a fall in this diverſion, with a 
golden chain, and allowed him and bis 


peferity to avear the ſirname of Torquatus. 
ut ſoon after he gave over this ſport upon 


occaſion of a ſevere ſpeech of Afinins Pollid 


the orator to the ſenate, wherein he com- 


plained heavily of the misfortune of his 
grandſon A ſerninus, who had broke his 
leg too in it, He ſometimes made uſe of 
Roman knights to af upon the flage, or to 
fight as gladiators ; but that was only be- 
fore the practice was forbid, by a decree of 
the ſenate. He went no further after that, 
than only to preſent to the view of the peo- 


ple a young nan named Lucius, of a good 


family, that was not quite two fett high, 
and weigh'd only ſeventeen pounds but had 
a prodigious voice. In one of his publick 
diverſions, he brought the hoſtages of the 
Parthians, the firjt that had appeared at 


Rome from that nation,through the middle 


of the theatre, and placed them in the ſe- 
cond gallery above bim. He uſed too, at

45. He generally view'd the Circenſian 
games from apartments of his\friends or 
Freed. men, ſometimes from the place appoin- 


ted for the ſtatues of the gods, and fitting. 
too together with his wife and children. 
He would abſent himſelf from theſe publick 
ſights for ſeveral hours, and ſometimes 
whole days; but not without begging par- 
don firfl, and recommending ſome to preſide 


at them in his room. But as oft as he was 
preſent, he minded nothing elſe ; either to 


© avoid the reflefion that he uſed to ſay was 


commonly made upon his father Cz/ar, for 


peruſing letters and memoirs, and anſwer 


ing them in writing, cobilſt he was preſent 


at the publick diverſions, or out of a real 


fancy he had for the ſport, and the plea- 


ſure he took in it; which he was ſo far 
from concealing, that he oftentimes ingenu- 
ouſly own'dit. Wherefore he uſed frequently 
to make confiderable gratifications to the 
beſt performers in the diverſions exhibited 


by others. Nor awas he ever preſent at any 
publick performance of Greeks, without re- 
warding the maſt deſerving, according to 


merit. He lowed mightily to ſee the boxers 
perform, and eſpecially the Latine, not 
only ſuch as had been trained up to it by 
rules of art, which he uſed often to match 


with the Greek champions, but the very 
townſmen that would fight in the flreets 


without any art at all. Finally he vouch- 
fafed to take under his care all ſuch as 
acted any part in theſe publick entertain- 


ments of the people. He preſerved to the 


wreſtlers their privileges, and enlarged 
them too, He would not ſuffer the gladia- 


tors to fight without the allowance of life 


to the party worſfled. He took away from 
the magiſtrates the power of correcting the 
ftage-players,wwhich by an antient law,wwas 
allowed them at all times and in all places, 
and allow'd it only during the plays, and 
upon the ſtage; yet he would not abate the 
wreſtlers or gladiators any thing at all of

Others that wers 
very much in debt he reliev'd, and rebuilt 


ſuch ashad been overthrown by earthquakes: 
and ſuch as could produce any inflance of 
their having deſerved well of the Roman 
prople, he preſented with the privilege of 
Latinum, or the freedom of the city. There 


is not a province, I think, except Africa 


and Sardinia. which he did not viſit. A. 
ter he had driven Sextus Pompeius into thoſe 


provinces, he awas preparing indeed to paſs 


over, but was prevented by violent florms, 
that continued for ſome time without inter- 


miſſion. And ſoon after the occaſion ceaſed. 


48. King doms, which he had made 


himſelf maſter of by right of conqueſt, ex- 


cepting a frau, he either reflored to ſuch as 
he had taken them from, or gave them to 
flrangers. Kings his allies he linked to- 
gether in all the mutual bonds of union, be 
ing always ready to promote or favour any 
propoſal of marriage or friendſhip among ſt 
them, and indeed treated them all with the 
ſame regard, as if they were members and 
parts of the empire. For ſuch of them 
as were minors or lunaticks he appointed 
guardians, till ſuch time as they came at 


age, or recovered their ſenſes : and the ſons 


of a great many he wwas pleaſed ſhould be 
educated and inſtructed with his own, © 


48. Of the military forces, he diſpoſed 


of the legions and auxiliary troops through- 


out the ſeveral provinces. He paſted a fleet 
at Miſene, and another at Ravenna, for 
the ſecurity of the uper and lower ſea. He 
ſelected a certain number of their fortes far 
the guard partly of the city, and partly of 


Dis oaun perſon ; and diſmiſſed the body of 


the Calaguritanians, which he kept about 
him, till the overthrow of Anthony. He 
did the ſame too by the Germans, whom he 


had amongſt his guards, till the diſafler 


of Varus. And yet he never /uffertd more 
than three battalians in the city, and that 
ewithout any camp. The reſt he uſed to 
diſpoſe of in the neighbouring towns about 
the city, in winter and ſummer quarters.

their pay, and the rewards to be conferred 
upon their being honourably diſcharged the 
ſer vice, determining according ta everyone's 
ation in the troops, both the time he was 
to ſerve,and the advantages he was tohave, 
upon a fair diſcharge, that they might not 
be tempted by their age and neceſſities to 
raiſe diſturbances. And in order to e- 
ſtabliſb a perpetual and eaſy fund, for the 
maintenance and rewards, he appointed a 
military exchequer, auiih new taxes for 
the ſupply of it. And to have the ſpeedier 
intelligence of what paſſed in the provinces, 
he at firſt poſted, at moderate diſtances, 
young men all along the great roads for the 
troops, and afterwards running chairs; 
abhich appeared the more commodious, b 
cauſe the perſons that brought him the ltt- 
ters, might be queſtioned about the buſineſi, 
if there was any occaſiootn. 


50. In the ſealing of patents, inflrudti- 


ons, or letters, he at firſi made uſe of the 
figure of a Sphinx, afierwards the head 
of Alexander the great, and at laſt his 
own, engraved by the hand of Dioſcorides, 
abhich the following princes likewiſe conti- 
nued to make uſe of, He was very particu- 
lar in the datirg of his letters, putting 
down exadily the time of the day, or night, 
in which they were diſpatched. 


5l. The inſtances of his clemency and 
moderation are both many and conſiderable. 
For not to reckon up how many, and wha 
they were of the oppoſite party, that he 
fardoned, and ſuffered to riſe to the higheſt 
eminence in the city; he thought it ſufficient 
to puniſh Funius Nowatus, and Caſſius Pa- 
tavinus, both commoners, the one awith a 
fine laid upon him, and the other with an 
eaſy bani/hment,tho' the for mer hadpubliſhed 
in the name of young Agrippa, a very ſcur- 
rilous letter againſt him, and the other de- 
clared openly at an entertainment, where 
_ there was a great deal of company, that 

heneither wanted inclination or courage 
to ſtab him. And in the tryal of Ami- 
lius Mlianus of Corduba, when among /t

or, When Jome infamous libels againſt 
him auere ſcattered in the ſenate-houſe, he 
ewas neither difturbed at them, nur gave 
himſelf much trouble to confute them.

as his opinion to the houſe, that for the ſu- 


ture, thoſe perſons ſhould be culled th an ac- 
count, that publiſh'd libels or lampoon: 
againſt any one under a borrowed name. 
56. Being provok'd by ſome ſuwey jefts 
that were defign'd to render him vdious, he 
anſwered them by proclamation: And yet be 
prevented the ſenate's paſſing an adt, to re- 
flrain the licentions freedom, that wastaken 
incwills, As oft as he attended at the e- 
lection of magiſtrates, he abent round the 
tribes, with the candidates of his nomina- 
tion, and begged the votes of the people in 
the uſual manner. He liſtabiſe gave his 
wore in his tribe, like one of the people. He 
very contentedly ſuffered himſelf to be ſum- 


moned as a witneſs upon trials, and to be 


queſtioned and tonfuted too. He made his 
forum leſs than he could have wiſhed it, 


not preſuming to forte the neighbouring 
houſes from the ozwners. He newer recom - 


mended his ſons to the people, without the 
addition of theſe words, if they deſerve 


it, And upon their riſing up to them in 
the theatre, wwhilft they avere as jet under 


age, and clapping them landing, he made 
moſt heavy complaint. He wat for having 
his friends great and powverful in the city, 
but not above the law, any mort than other 
men. When 4jprenas Nonius an intimate 
friend of his was tried for 'the trime of 
poiſoning, at the proſecution of Caſſius Se- 
wverus, he conſulted the ſenate for their opi- 
nion, what was his duty upon that otraſſon: 
For he was fearful, e aid, leſt if he 
ſhould ſtand by him in the cauſe, he 
ſhould be thought to ſcreen him in defi- 
ance of the law; and if he did not, to 
deſert him, and in his own opinion con- 
demn him before his tryal. And bythe 
unanimous conſent of the houſe, be ſat a- 
mong ft the pleaders of his cauſe for Jeveral 
hours, but without Jazing ſo much as any 
thing in his commendation, according to

pendents, and the fortune atiending him in 
that way of life, from his youth, to the 
day of his death. He loft his mother in 
his fir fl conſulſhip, and his fifter Octavia, 
when he was going upon the fifty four th 
year of his age. He had carried with the 
utmeft kindneſs to them both wwhilſi !tvirg, 


and paid them the higheſt honours upon 


their diceaſe. | 
2. He was contrafed very young to the 


daughter of Publius Serwilius Iſauricus; 


but ofter his reconciliation with Anthony, 
the armits on both fades inſiſting upon a fur- 
ther alliance by marriage betavixt them, he 
married his ſtip- daughter Claudia, the 
daughter of Fulvia by Publius Claudius, 


tho” ſhe was ſcarce marriageable; and upon 


 adifference ariſing with his mother-in lay 


Fulvia, ' divorced her untcuched, and a 
pure virgin. Soon after he took to avile 
Scribonia, who had before been mai ried t 
two conſular gentlemen, and «was a mother 
by one of them. But parted with her too, 
being quite tired out, as he writes him ſelſ.

Julia he married to Lucius Paullus 
the cenſor's ſon, and Agrippina to Germa- 
nicus his ſifler's grand ſon. Caius and 
Lucius he adopted at home, by the ceremony 


of purchaſe from their father, and adwan- 


ced them whilſt yet but very young, to pofts 
in the government, and after he bad pro- 
cured them to be choſen conſuls, ſent them 
to take a tour through the provinces of the 
empire, and the ſeveral armies. 
breeding of his daughter and grand-daugh- 
ters, he kept them cloſe to their work, and 
obliged them to ſpeak and act every thing 
openly before the family, that it might be 


put down in the domeſiick diary 3 and ſo 


flrickly forbid them all converſe auitb ſiran- 
gers that he once writ à letter to Lucius 


Vinicius a handſome young gentleman of 
good family, wherein he told him, He had 


not behaved himſelf very modeſtly, in 
pretending to make his daughter a viſit 
at Baiz, He uſually inſtructed his grand- 
fons himſelf in reading, ſavimming, and 
other rudiments of literature, and be la- 
boured nothing more than to brivg them 
to an imitation of his hand-wiiting. And 
he never ſupped but he had them ſitting at 


the feet of the bed : nor ever travelled but 


avith them in a chariot before him, or ri- 
ding beſide him. 


65. But in the midfl of all bin ien and 


expectations of happineſs in his children, 


from the care he too of their education, 
his fortune failed bim. The two Julias

Lycia and Lucius at Marſeilles. His third 
grand fon Agripf a, together with his flep- 
fon Tiberius, be adopted in the forum, 
by a Jaw paſſed for the purpoſe by the Cu- 


riæ, of which he Joon after diſcarded AJ. ] 


grippa for his rude and inſolent temper, and 
confined him at Surrentum. He bore the 
death of his relations with more patience 
than their ſcandalous behaviour, For he 
was not much dejefted at the loſs of Caius 
and Lucius, but his misfortune with reſpec 
to his daughter, he ſet forth to the ſenate 
in a narrative read to them by the queſtor, 
and was ſo much aſhamed of her in fumous 
behaviour, that he for a long time declined 
all company, and had thoughts of putting 
her to death. It's certain that when one 
Phæbe, a freed woman and confident of bers 
hanged herſelf about the ſame time, he ſaid 


upon it, That he could have wiſhed he 


had been the father of Phœbe rather 
than julia. JU» her baniſbment he awould 
not allow her the uſe of wine or any thing 


of finery, nor would he ſuffer her to be 


æbaited upon by any one, either freeman or 
flave, without his knowledge and permiſ}i- 
on, and a particular information of bis 
age, flature, complexion, and what marks 
or ſcars he had about him. Alt, the five 
years end he removed her out of the iſland 
of her confinement upon the continent, and 
alliwwed her alittle better uſage, but could 
never be prevailed with to take her home 
again. And upon the Roman people's inter- 
poſing with him in her bebalf ſeveral times, 
and uſing a great deal of importunity, be 
in a ſpeech ta them wiſb d them all ſuch 
daughters and wives as ſhe was. He 
likewiſe forbid a child his grand daughter 
Julia had after ſentence againſt her, to be 
owned as any relation of his, and brought 
up. And Agrippa, who qawas never a 
whit more manageable, but grew madder 


every day, he tranſported into an iſland, 
and placed a guard of ſoldiers upon bim. 


And procured an att of the ſenate for his 
confinement there during life: and upon any

66. He was not very forward ts begin 
a friendſhip, but when once he did engage. 
eas very conſtant in it, not only rewarding 
very handſomely the virtues and good ſervi- 
ces of his friends, but bearing likewiſe with 
their faults and vices, provided they were 
ſmall ones: for we ſhall hardly find any 
out of all the number of his friends, that 


fell into diſgrace with him, befides Salui- 


dienus Rufus, whom he raiſed to the con- 


Sulſhip, and Cornelius Gallus whom be 


made governour of Egypt, both of them 
men of the loaueſt extractigg. One of 
which being engaged in a defign to raiſe @ 
rebellion, he delivered up to the ſenate, in 


order to condemnation ; and the other be 


diſcharged his family and the provinces un- 


der his direction, for his ungrateful malt- 
cious temper. But when Gallus was dri- 


den by the threats of his accuſtrs, and the 
votes of the ſenate again him, to the diſ- 
erate neceſſity of killing himſelf, be com- 
mended indeed the loyalty nf the ſenate, that 
had exprefſed ſo much reſentment upon his 
account; but he ſhed tears, and lamented 
his unhappy condition, That he alone could 
not be permitted to be angry with his 
friends to ſuch a degree as he thought 
proper. The reft of his friends continucd 
during their whole lives to make the great- 
eft figure of their ſeveral orders in power 
and eſtate; notavithſlanding ſome ruffles 
that happened. For to ſay nothing of others, 


be would ſometimes complain of the want of 


patience in Agrippa, and of taciturnity it 
Mzazcenas, The former from a /ufpicion of 
being out of favour, and becauſe Marcellus 


a preferred before him, having with- 


drawn himſelf from all concern in the ge- 


vernment, and retired to Mitylene; and 
the latter hawing communicated to his lady 


Terentia the ſecret of the diſcovery of Mu. 


rena's conſpiracy. He likewiſe expefed a 
mutual benevolence from his friends both 
living and dying, for ibo he was far from

67. He avas an eaſy gentle patron and 
maſter both, but withal ſevere upon juſt 
occaſion, He employ d many of his frued- 
men in confiderable peſts about him, as Lu- 
cinius Enceladus and others, And when 
his flawe Coſmus had reflected bitterly uten 
him, he proceeded no farther againſt him, 
than only to put him in fetters. And au her 
his fleward Diomedes, as they were awalk- 
ing together, left him expoſed to a wild 
boar that ſuddenly came upon them, be cheje 
rather to charge him with cowardice, than 
any ill difign, and turned a matter of ne 
Jmall hazard to his perſon into a jeſt, be- 
cauſe there wwas nothing of treaches y in the 


cafe. Proculus, auho was one of the preatef | 
Jawourites among /t all his freed-men be put | 


to death ſor being too free with other men'; 
wives. He broke the legs of bis ſecretary 
Thallus, for taking a bribe of fue hundrid 
denarii to diſcover the contents of a letter 
of bis. And his ſon Caius's tutor, and 
other attendants, upon the occaſion of his 
fectneſs and death,behawving with great in- 
falence and awvarice in the province, he tied 
great weights about their necks, and threw 
them into a river. | 

68. In his youth he lay under the in- 
famy of various aſperſions. Sextus Pomp.y 
reviled him as an effeminate fellqw. Aud 
M. Anthony tells bim that be had earned 
his adoption from his uncle by proſtitution. 
Lucius too, Mark's brother, twits him 


with the ſame; and that he had for agrati- 


fication of three hundred thoujandſefterces,

He had too ſome aiflempers that * to 
ſeize him at flated times every year : for 
about his birth-day he was commonly a lit- 
te out of order. And in the beginning of 
ſpring be was attacked by an inflation of 
the midriff ; and when the wind was 
ſoutherly, he was liable to a cold in his 
head. By all æubich, his conflitution was 
fo hacked, that he could neither bear heat 
nor cold avell. _ 

92. In winter he waz fortified againft 
the weather with a thick toga, four tu- 
nicks, a ſhirt, a flannel flomacher, and 
.aurappers * his thighs and leg. In 
Summer he laid with his chamber doors 
open, and frequently in a piazza with 


Water playing along the place, and ſome - 


body landing by to Fan, him. He tould not 
endure even the winter's fun, and at home 
newer walkedin the open air without a hat 
He travelled in a chair commonly; 
and in the night, and very Stowly, ſo that 
he would be teu days in going te Præneſe 


or Tibur. And if be could go to any place 


by ſea, be «would chooſe ſo to do, rather 
than po. by land. He Jupparted however 
his crazy conſlitution with great cate, and 
eſpecially by declining pretty much the uſe 
of the bath, He was oftentimes rubbed 
evith oil and ſaveat by a fire, after which 
he was waſhed with water warm d over 
4 fire, or by being expojed ſome time to a hot. 
Jan. And as oft as be auas obliged, upon 
the account of his nerves, to make uſe of 
the avater of the ſea or Albala, he uſed to 
place himſelf upon a wooden ſeat, which he 
call d by a Spaniſh name dureta, and toſs 
about his hands and feet in the water by 
turns. 

83. Immediately after the det apart,

his hands, he is ſaid to have both read, 
aurit and declaimed every day. He never 
Spoke to the ſenate, people, or ſoldiery, but 
in a premeditated ſpeech,tho he had a pretty 


for fear his memory ſhould fail him, as 
alfa to ſave the time that muſt otherwiſebe 
loſt in getting his ſpeeches by heart, he re- 
ſolved to read them all. And in his con- 
ver/ation with ſingle perſons, and his lady 


Livia too, upon a matter of importance, hi 


fear he fhould, if he ſpoke extempore, ſay 


himſelf in a ſaueet and peculiar tone, and 
aba, inftructed by a maſter for that purpoſe.

85. He compoſed a great many pieces, 
and upon various ſubjetts, in proſe, ſome of 
which be read now and then at a meeting 
of friends, as to an auditory; as his anſwers 
to BxuTvs in relation to Caro. Which 
volumes he read almoſt quite through him- 
/elf, but being then elderly, and tired with 
the work, he gave the reſt to Tiberius to 
read for him. He likewiſe read over to his 
friends his Exhortations to PuILoso- 

PHY, and the Hiſtory of his own Life,

ther. He had likewiſe a touch at poetry. 
There is a fiagle book of his extant writ 
in hexameter verſe, of which the ſubject 
and title both is S1ic1L.y. There is ano- 
ther book of epigrams too as ſmall as the 
former, which he compoſed commonly in the 
time of bathing ; and this is all of that. 
kind ; for a tragedy he begun with great 
eagerneſs, hedaſh'd all out again, becauſe 
the flile did not pleaſe him. And his friends 
asking him what his Ajax was a doing, 
he replyed, his Ajax was fallen upon a 
ſpunge. | y 

86. He had a neat clean flile, clear of 
trifling and impertinent clauſes, as alſo of 
the noiſomneſs, as he calls it, of obſolete 
words. And his chief concern was to de- 
liver bis mind with all poſſible plainneſs. 
In order to which, and that he might not 
any where puzzle or flop his reader, or 
hearer, he made no ſcruple to add prepoſi- 
tions to his verbs, or to repeat the ſame 
conjunction ſeveral ti mes, awhichwhen omit - 
ted, occaſion ſome little obſcurity, but give 
a grace to the flile. The aukward imi- 
tators of others, aud ſuch as affected old 
olhſolete words, he equally deſpiſed,as faulty 
in a different way. He ſometimes made 
merry,eſpecially with his friend Maæcenas, 
whoſe perfumed locks, as he words him- 
Self, he rallies upon all occaſions, and ban- 
ters by imitating his manner of expreſſing 
himſelf. Nor does he ſpare Tiberius, who 
was fond of obſelete and antiquated words. 
He runs upon M. Anthony as a mad man, 


and awriting rather to make men ſlare,than 


to be under ſtood. And in fine by way of 
banter upon thizwretched andfickle humour, 
in the choice of his flile, he adds theſe 
abort. And are you yet in a doubt, 
whether Cimzer AnNivus or VERANI- 
us FLaccus be more proper for your 
imitation? ſo as to make uſe of words 
which Criſpus SaLLUsTIuUs has bor- 
rowed from the Originies of Caro ? 
or do you think the verboſe empty bom- 
baſt of Aſiatick orators is fit to be trans- 
fuſed into our language? And in a letter

87. He had in his ordinary converſation, 
Jome words and expreſſions peculiar to bin- 
ſelſ as appears from ſeveral letters in hi; 
own hand; in which now and then, when 
he has a mind to intimate, that ſome would 
never pay their debts, he ſays, they would 


pay at the Greek calends. And auben he 


adviſes to patience under the then preſent 
ſituation of affairs, ſuch as it aas, hy 
would ſay, let us be content with this 
Caro. And to expreſs the expedition 
awith which any thing was done, he ſaid, 
it was ſooner done than aſparagus 
was boiled. He conflantly puts baceolus 
for ſtultus, pullejaceus far pullus, vacer- 
roſus for ceritus, and vapide ſe habere 
for male, and betiſſare for languere, 
wwhich is commonly called lachaniſſare. 
Likewi/e ſimus for ſumus, and domos for 
domus in the genitive ſingular. Aud with 


 reſpedt to the taus laſt, leaſi any one ſhould 
Nec unquam aliter hzc duo, 


think they avere only ſlips of his pen, and 
not cuſtomary with bim, he never varies 
at all. I have likewiſe obſerved this fin- 
gularity in his hand writing, He never 
divides his words, ſo as to carry the letter; 
that cannot be got in at the end of a line 
to the next, but puts them below the ether, 


encloſed within a ſemi- circle. 


88. He did noÞ keep firifly io orthogra- 
phy, or the rule and methed of ſpelling 
laid down by the grammarians, and he 
ſeems to have been of their opinion aubo 
think we ought to write as wwe ſpeak, for 
as to his changing and omitting not only 
letters, but whole fillables, it is a vulgar 
miſtate. Nor ſhould 1 have taken nutice 
of it, but that it appears firange to me, any 
Huld have told us, that he ſent a ſuccoſſor 
to a conſular lieutenant of a province, as 
an ignorant illiterate fellow, upon his ob- 
ſei wing that he had writ ixi for ipſi. /s

89. He was no leſs fond of the Green 


earning, wherein he made a very conſider- 
able proficiency, far which purpoſe he made 
uſe of Apollodorus of Pergamus, as his 
maſler in rh«torick, whom, though at that 
time very elderly, he took along with him, 
when he was very young, from the city to 
Apollonia. And afterwards being inſtruct- 
ed in philology by Spherus, he took into his 


family Areus the philoſopher, and his ſons 


Dionyſius and Nicanor; but yet be never 
ſpoke the Greek tongue readily, nor would 
he ever venture to compoſe in it at all. For 
if there wwas occaſion for him to deliver his 


mind in that language, he always put what 
he had to ſay in Latin, and gave it ano= 


ther to tranſlate. He avas pretty well ac- 
guainted awith the Greek poetry, and was 
much taken with the old comedy, and often= 


times brought it upon the ſtage, in his pub- 


lick entertainments of the people. In read- 


ing the Greek and Latin authors, he mind- 


ed nothing ſo much as precepts and examples 


that might be uſeful in publick or private 


life: thoſe he uſed to tranſcribe verbatim, 
and ſend either to his domeſticłs, or to ſuch 


as had the command of his armies, or the 


government of his provinces, or to the ma- 


giflrates of the town ; as any of them ſeem'd. 


to ſtand in need of admonition. He like- 


wiſe read whale barks to the ſenate, and 


made them known to the people by proclama - 
tion ; as the orations of 2. Metellus for the 
encouragement of matrimony, and Ru- 
tilius's about a method of building, 70 
let the people ſee that he was not the firſt 
that had fallen upon thoſe matters, but that 


the ancients too had thought them worthy of 
their care, He was à great encourager of 


men of parts and learning. He would hear 


them read their works with a great dealof 


patience and good nature, and not only pieces 


of poetry and hiflory, but ſpeeches and dia- 


logues too. Vet he did not care to have any 
thing writ upon himſelf, but in a gravewagy, 


and by the moſt excellent hands; and defirdd, 
the pretors, nor to ſuffer his name 10 be 

made too common, in the conteſls amongſt 
orators and poets for victory.

ing to the privileges of the prieſts of the 
Attick Ceres, when ſome of the myſteries of 
that wor ſhip were to be ſpoke to, he diſmiſſed 


the gentlemen upon the bench that ſat as 


judges with him, together with the compan 
of by flanders, and heard the 4 


thoſe points, by himſelf. But on the other 


hand he not only declined in his progreſs 


through Egypt, calling to wifit Apis, bus 
he like wiſe commended his grandſon Caius,

in his paſſage by Fudea. 


for not paying his devotions at Feruſalem, 


94. And fance we are got upon bis ab. 


ject, it may not be improper to ſubjoin an 
account of” the omens, before and at his 


birth, as well as afterwards, that gavs 
hopes of his future grandeur, and the con- 


ant good fortune that attended him. A 
part of the town-wall at Velitræ having 
in former times been fpruck with thunder, 


the footh ſayers gave their opiyion upon it, 
that a native of that place would ſame time 


or other be maſter of the Roman late; 


upon which encouragement theV elitrini both 
immediately, and at ſeveral times after 


made war with the Reman people, till they 


brought themſelves upon the brink of de- 
ſtruction. At laſt it appeared by the event, 
that that omen had portended the riſe of

happened at Rome, by which wwas ſig ni fed 
that nature was in travail auith a Hing or 
the Roman people; and that. the ſenate be- 
ing alarmed at it, came to à reſolution that 
no child born that year ſhould be 4 ht 
up; but that thoſe. among ft them, ſay 
ladies were with child, in order to ſecure 
to themſelves a proſptt of that. dignity, 
tool care that the reſolution of the ſenate 
ſhould not be regiſtered in the 3 1 
find in the theological volumes of Aſclepia- 


des, the Mendeſian, that Atia attending 

midnight upon a religious ſolemnity in ha- 
nour of Apollo, when the reft of the ma- 
trons retired home, took a nap in her chair 
in the temple, and that a ſerpent immed:- 
ately crept th her, and ſoon afterwitharew; 
and that ſhe awaking upon it, purified her- 


Self as uſual, after the embraces of ber 


huſband ; and that immediately a mark 
appeared upon her body in form of . a ſer- 


 fent, which ſhe was never after able to get 


rid of, which obliged her, for the future 
part of her life, to decline the uſe of the 
publick baths; that Auguſtus aas born it 
the tenth manth after, and for that reaſon 
was thought to be the ſon of Apollo. The 
Same Atia before her delivery dreamed that 
her bowels awere ſtretched up to the ak, 


and expanded throughout the whale compa; 


of heaven and earth. His father Ofavius 
too dreamed that a ſun-beam i ued from his 
lady's wainb. Upon the day be was barn, 
the ſenate bein buſy in the confideration of 
Cataline's conſpiracy, and Oftavius, upon 
account of bis lady's condition, coming 
late into the houſe, it is a noted and 
dell known flory, that P. Nigidius, upon 
hearing the ołcaſion of his a. fa late, 


 andewithal the hour of his lady's delivery, 


declared that the auorld had got a maſter. 
And when Oftavius upon marching with 
his army through the waſte of I brace, 
according to the uſage of the country, con- 
ſulted 2 oracle of father Bacchus about 
his ſon, he received from the' prieſis an 
anſwer to the ſame purpoſe ; becauſe upon 
pouring wine on the altar, ſa prodigious & 
flame burſt out, that it owertoped the temple,

and reached uþ to the heavens, abhich had 
newer happened to any ane but Alexander 
the Great, upon his ſacrificing.at the ſamg 
altars. And the night after he dreamed hg 
Jaw his fan under a more than human ap- 
pearance, with thunder and a ſceptre, and 
the other. babiliments of Jupiter and a 
crown on, ſet off with rays, 'mounted up- 


on a chariot decked with laurel, draws by 


twelve milk white horſes. Whilft be vas 
an infant, as C. Druſus relates, being laid 


in his cradle by his nurſe, and in alowplace, 


the next day he was not to be found, and 


after he bad been ſought for a long time, 


he aba at laſt diſcovered upon a very high. 
tower, lying with his face to the eaſt. 
When he firſt begun to ſpeak, he ordered the 
frogs that maae. a troublef1me noiſe, upan 
an i/tate belonging to the family nigh the 
town, to befilent ; and they tell you the frog: 
never croated there fence. As be was din- 
ing in a grove about four miles from Rome, 
in the road ta Campania, an eagle ſudden- 
ly ſnatched a pirce of bread out of bis hand, 
and flying prodigious height auith it, came 
unt æpect edly down again by an taſy motion, 
and returned it him. Q. Catulus for tar 
nights ſucceſſively after bis dedication of the 
capitol, dreamed, the firſt night, that Ju- 
piter out of ſeveral boys that avere playing 
about bis altar, picked one of them, into 
whoſe boſom be gut the publick ſeal of the 
common-wealth, which he had in his band; 
and the night after ſaw the ſame boy inthe 
boſom of Jupiter Capitolinus, whom he or- 
dered to be taken down, but was forbid by 
the God, by reaſan he auas educated for the 
preſervation of the common-wealth. ' And 
the next day meeting with Auguſius, awhon ' 
ill that hour he had not the leaſt Ani 
ledge of, bebolding him with admiration, 
he ſaid he-was wery like the bey he bad 
dreamed of. Some give a different account 
of Catulus's. firſi dream, as if Jupiter, 
upon ſeveral. boys petitioning bim for a 
guardian, had printed to one among ſi them, 
to whom they were to prefer their requeſis; 
and putting thereupon his fingers to the 
boy's mouth to kiſs, he afterwards carried 
them up to hi; own. M. Cicero, as he was 
attending C, Calar ta the capitol, happens -

And 
immediately upon fight of Augufius, who 
had been ſent fur by his uncle Cæſar to 
the /acrifice, ard was as yet per feBtly un- 
"\nown to miſt of the company, he avowed 
that was the very boy he had ſeen in his 
dream, When be took upon him the 
manly habit, bis ſenatorian tunick coming 
loofe in the ſeam on each fide, fell at his 
feet. Some 2woula have this to for bodo, that 
the os der, of which that was a mark of 
diftinftion, would ſometime or other be ſub-

down a wood to male room for his camp 
near Munda, chanced to light upon @ palm- 
tree, and ordered it to be preſerved as an 

omen of victory; from the root of which a 
| fucker put out immediately, that in a few 
days grew ſo big as not only to equal, but 
over ſhade it, and afford room enough for a 
great many neſts of wild pigeons, who built 
in it, tho that ſort of bird naturally avoids 
a hard and rough leaf. They Jay too, that 
Cuæiſar was chiefly wrought upon by that 
prodigy, to prefer his fifter's grandſon be- 
Fore all others for his ſucceſſor. In his re- 
 tirement at Apollenia, be went along with 
his friend Agrippa, to wait upon Theoger.es 
the aftrologer. And Agrippa, who f 
deſired to know his fortune, bt ing afpurcd 
it would be auonder ful great, and aubat was 
almoſt beyond belief; be did not care to di/- 
coder his nativity, and per ſiſted in it ſome 


line, from a mixture of ſhame and fear 


Cæſarem ferunt, ne quem alium together, li it ſbould prove inferior to 


ſibi ſuccedere quam ſororis ne 


otem vellet.* In ſeceſſu Apol- 
loniæ Theogenis mathematici 

ergulam comite Agrippa ad-

HAgrippa's. However with nuch ado, and 
after à great deal of importunity, he did 
declare it: Upon auhich I beogenes roſe from 
bis feat, and adored him.

1 bs After the death of Ceſar, aber his 


return from Apollonia, as he was entering 


the city, on a ſudden in a clear and bright 
ſhy, a circle like the rainbow, ſurrounded 
the body of the ſun; and immediately after, 


the monument of Julia Ceſar's daughter 
das firuck with thunder. As he was ſit- 


ting for the obſervation of omens in his fir ff 
conſul/hip, tavelve vulturs pref. nted them- 
Jelves, as they had done to Romulus. And 


when he offered ſacrifice, the livers of all 


the victims were folded inward in the lower 


part; which auas agreed by all preſent, 


that had ſtill in things of that nature, to 
be an undoubted prognoflick of wonderful 


fortune, 


96. H. had certainly a fore-fight of the 


i ue of all his wars, When the troops of 


the Triumwviri were drawn together about 


Bononia, an eagle that ſat on his tent, 


maaoled and knocked down to the ground, 
two crows that attacked him on each fide, 
in the view of the whole army; who ga- 
thered from thence that there ausuld be a 


difference among ft the three colleagues, and 


attended awith the like event,avbich accord- 
ingly came to paſs. At Philippi he was 
aſſured of ſucceſs by a Theſſalian, who pre- 
tended to have it from Cz/ar himſelf, that 


bad appeared to him, as he was travelli 


in ſome by-road. At Perufia, the ſacrifice 
not preſenting any favourable intimations at 


all, but the contrary, he ordered victim 


after victim tobe cut up; but the enemy by 


a ſudden ſally ſweeping all, it was agreed 
amongſt the men of ſell in that way then 


attending, that all the danger and misfor- 
tune, that appeared in the entrails, vould 
certainly fall upon the heads of thoſe that 
had got them. And accordingly it fell out. 
The day before the ſta: fight near Sicily, as 
he was walking upon the ſhore, a fiſh leaped 
out of the ſea, and laid at his feet. At 


 Afium, as be was going down to his fleet, 


in order to fight the enemy, an aſs met 
him with a: fellow driving it, the latter 
of which was culled Eutychus, and the 
former Nicon, After the victory, be ere- 
d a brazen” flatue to each, in à temple

97. His death, of which 1 Hall no 
Speak, and his advancement among ft th 
Gods after it, wire fignified by divers ma- 
nifeft prodipies. As he was cloſing the 
renſus amidſi a vaſt crowd of people in the 
field of Mars, an eagle flew about him ſe. 
weral times, and ther making off into a 
neighbouring lempie, ſat down upon thename 


/ Agrippa, and at the firfl letter. Upon 
obſerving of which, he ordered. his col. 


league Tiberius 10 put up the vows, which 
it is cuflomary to make upon theſe occaſions, 


for the ſucceeding luſtrum. For he declar- 
tit, Nam ſe quàmquam con- 
ſcriptis paratiſq; jam tabulis, ne- 

gavit ſuſcepturum quæ non eſ- 


ed he avould not medale with what he wat 
never like to go through with though the 
tables were ready drawn for it. About 
the ſame time, the firſt letter of bis name 
Twas ſtruck out of an inſcription upon a ſta- 


rue of his by thunder, evhich was conſiru- 
rd to ſignify, that he «would live but an 


hundred days longer ; which number the 
letter C. lands for, and that he would be 
placed amongſt the gods; becauſe S AR, 
which is the remaining part of the abord 
Cz/ar, in the Thuſcan language fignifies 
a god. Wherefore being to diſpatch Tibe- 
rius for Ilyricum, and deſigning to go with 
him as far as Beneventum, but being de- 
tained by ſeveral people that applied to him 
upon account of cauſes they had depending, 
be criedout aubichabat afterwards reckoned 
among ſt the progneſiicks of his death, Let 
what buſineſs would fall out to retain 


him; he would ſtay no longer at Rome; 


and putting himſelf upon his journey, he

And on ſeveral days after, 


amongſt divers ether preſents he aiftributed 


tagæ and paliia, upon condition that the 


Romans ſhould uſe the Gretian, and the 


Graecians the Roman, areſs and language. 
He conſtantly attended too, to fee the bays 
perfor m their exerciſes, according to an 
antient eflabliſhment at Capree. He gave 


them likewiſe an entertainment in his pre- 


Jence, and not only ailowed, but required 


from them the utmofl freedom in jifting 
and ſcrambling for fruit, victuals and 


other things he threw among /? them. In 


ort, he indulged himſelf in ail the ways 


of mirth he could think of. He called 
an iſland near Capree A'agrary rats, 
1. e. the city of the Do-littles, rom the 
lazy life that ſeveral of his company led 
there. He had been uſed to call a favou- 
rite of bis own Maſgabas, xnsis, as if 


he had been the planter of the iſland. 


And obſerving from his parlour the tomb 
of this Maſgabats, who died a year before, 
frequented by a great company of people 
with torches, he pronounced upon it this 
verſe extempart.

HE Patrician family of the Claudii 
(for there was a Pleteian family of 
the ſame name, no ways inferior to the 
other in power and dignity) came origi- 
nally from Repilli, a toaon of the Sabines. 
From thence they removed to Rome ſoon 
after the building of the city, with a great 
Body of their dependents, under Titus Tatius, 
who was partner with Romulus inthe kings 
dam, or perhaps (which there afpperrs 
better authority for) under Atta Claudius 
head of the family, fix years after the

voice prayed to the goddeſs, to follow her 
if ſhe was chaſte and al/o ſhe that contra- 
ry to the cuſiom of the Romans (who bad 
not been uſed to proceed in that manner a- 


gainſt women Jwas tryed by the people for 


treaſon, becauſe when her chariot had much 
ado to get through a great crowd in the 
frets, ſhe bad wiſped aloud, that her 
brother Pulcher was alive again, to loſe 
another fleet, that there might be leſs 
throng at Rome. Beſides it is notorious 
in hiſtory, that all the Claudii, excepting 
only P. Claudius, who in order to get Ci- 
cero banijhed, procured a commoner, and 
ene younger than himſelf too, to adopt him, 
were always of the noble party, and mighty 
flicklers for the honour and power of the 
patricians, and ſo wiolent and obſtinate in 
their oppoſition to the commons, that never 
an one of them, even in the caſe of a tryal 
far life by the people, would ever condeſcend 
to put on mourning, according to cuſtom, or 
make any ſupplication to them for favour : 
and Jome of them in their conteſts with the 
commons have beat their Tribunes. AVeftal 
virgin too of the family, when her brother 
was reſolved to have the honour of a tri- 
umph, in ſpite of the authority of the peo- 
ple to the contrary, mounted his chariot 
evith him, and attended him into the Ca- 
pitol, to prevent the Tribunes from inter- 

poſing to forbid it. 
3. From this family Tiberius Cæſar is 
deſcended, and indeed both by father and 
mother's fide ; by the father from Tiberius 
Nero, and by the mother from Appius Pul- 
cher, both which avere the ſons of Appius 
Cæcus. He likewiſe belonged to the family 
of the Livii, by the adoption of his mother's 
grandfather into it; which family, tho 
plebeian, yet made a very great figure, be- 
ing honoured with eight conſulſbi pa, two 
cenſorſhips, three triumphs, one dicta- 
tor ſhip, and the office of maſter of 
the horſe ; and was famous for confider- 
able men, and eſpecially Salinator and the 
Drufi. Salinator in his cenſorſhip put a 
mark of infamy upon all the tribes, for 
their inconſtancy in making him conſul a /e-

He is likewi/e ſaid to haut 
recovered, when propretor in the province 
of Gaul, the gold that had been formerly 
given to the Senones, in the fiege of the 


capitol, and bad not, as the report goes, 


been forced from them «gain by Cumillus, 
His great great grand/on, who for his ex- 


traordinary ſervice againſi the Gracchi, 


ewas fliled the patron of the ſenate, lift a 
Jon, whom making a mighty buſile with a 
variety of projects, upon occafion of ſuch 
another broil, the oppofite party treache- 
roufly murthered. _ . 

4. But the father of Tiberius being 
Juæſtor to C. Cæſar, and commander of 
the fleet in the var of Alexandria, con- 


tributed mainly to the ſucceſs it Where- 


fore he wwas made one of the hig h- prieſts in 
the room of P. Scipio; and was ſent to 
Settle ſome colonies in Gaul, and among ft 


the reft thoſe of Narben and Arles. Not. 


wwithlanding, after the death of Ceſar, 
when the rei of the ſenators, for fear 4 


publick diflurbances, avere for having the 
fad buried in obliwion, he thought fit to 
move the houſe for rewarding thoſe that. 


had killed the tyrant. After he was out 
of his pretorſbip, upon occaſion of a differ- 
ence breaking out among ft the Triunviri, 
in the end of the year; he kept the badges 
of his office beyond the legal time; and fol- 
lowing Lucius Antonius the conſul, brut her 
to the Triumvir, to Peruſia, tho the reſt 


Submitted, yet he by himſelf continued firm- 
to the party, and got off firſt to Præneſte, 


and then to Naples; and having in vain 


invited the ſlaves to liberty, he fled over 
to Sicily, But taking it ry ill, that be

the town ; once, when he was taken from 
his nu»/e's breaſt, and again when he was 
h.flily taken from his mother's boſom, by 
fome of the company, whd in that ne 
of haſte, were for eaſing the poor auomen of 
their burthen.

when he was almoſt at man's eftate, he 


attended the chariot of Auguſtus, in his 


triumph for the victory at Adlium, riding 
pon the oul ſide horſe of his chariot to the 
left hand, whilſt Marcellus, Oftawia's ſon, 
rode upon the right, He likewiſe preſided 
in the games celebrated upon account of that 
victory, and in the Trojan games inter- 
mixed avith the Circenſian, he was com- 


mander of a troop of bigger boys. 


7. After the taking of the manly habit, 
he ſpent his youth, and the reft of his 


life, till he came to the government, as 
follows. 


He gave the people an enter- 
tainment of gladiators, in memory of bis 


father, and another for his grandfather 


Druſus; at different times and in different 


places; the fo ft in the Forum, the ſecond 


in the Amphitheatte, ſome gladiators that 
had been honourably diſcharged,being tempt- 
ed to engage again by a reward of a bun- 
ared thouſand ſeflerces. He likewiſe pre- 
ſented the people with plays, but was not 


preſent himſelf, All which he did ina © 


very ſplendid manner, at the charge of bis 
mother and father-in-law. He married 
Agrippina the daughter of Mark Agrippa, 
and grand-daughter of Cæcilius Atticus 


a Roman knight, the ſame that Cicero's 


epifitles are directed to: And after be bad 
bis ſon Druſus by her, he was obliged to 
part with her, tho ſbe was per feflly agree- 


able to him, and was again with child, in 
order to marry Auguſtus s daughter Julia. 
But this he did in the anguiſh of his ſoul ; 


for he was exceedingly in lovewith Agrip- 
pina, and did not at all like Julia's beha- 
wiour, as who, he perceived, would needs 


babe been kind with him, in her former 


huſband's time; which was too the general 


opinion of ber. After his divorce, be was 


heartily forry for parting with her ; and 
once upon meeting her he followed her with 
bis eyes ſo fixed and prominent, that care

wiſe received from the Parthians the an- 
dards they had taken from Craſſus. After 


that he governed the province of Gallia 
Comata for near a year, which was them

might not ſeem to ſtand in the way of his 
_ riſe, or leſſen him in any reſpett by his pre- 
fence ; Which reaſon too Tiberius gave for 
his retirement afterwards : but then pre- 
tending hin;ſelf quite ſatiatid with honours, 
and deſirous to be retieved from the fatigue 
of buſine/s, he begged leave io withdraw; 
nor could be be prevailed upon to alter his 
reſolution, either by the paſſionate entrealy 
of his mather, or the complaints of his fa- 
ther in-law in the ſenate, that be was de- 
ſerted by him. And upon their per ſſting 
in the deſign of detaining him, he refuſed 
to eat any thing for four days together: 
wwherefore leave being at laſt granted him, 
he left. the city with his wife and ſon, and 
bent immediately for Oftia, without ſpeat- 
him thither ; and kifſed but very ſew at *

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11. From Offia coaſting along Campa- 
nia, upon advice of Auguſtns's being taken 
ill, he halted a little. But a rumour 


. growing, common upon it, as if he flayed 
With a view to ſomething extraordinary, he 


Sailed away, andwith thewind almoſt full 
againſt him, arrived at Rhodes, having 
been much taken <with the plegſuntneſi, and 
ao meneſi of the i//and, from the time 
of his calling there in his return from A. 
menia. Here contenting himſelf wvith a no- 


derate houſe, and a cauntry-feat nigh the 


town not much larger, he lived almoſt lite 
any private gentleman, taking his walks 
Jometimes about the Gymnaſia, without any 
ſerjeant or officer to attend him, and re- 
turning the civilities of the Greeks, with 
as much complaiſance almoſt as if he had 
been upon a level with them. He chanced 
one morning, in ſettling the manner of his 


paſſing the day, to ſay, he would wiſit all 


the fick people in town, This being not 
rightly underſſood by theſe: abort him, the 


fich people avere brought into a publick por- | 


tico, andplaced in order, according to their 


ſeueral diftempers. Being firangely abojs- 


ed at this unexpected accident, he was for 
a long time uncertain what to do; yet at 
laſt be went round them all, and made 


his excuſe even to the meaneſt among them 


and ſuch as were wholly unknown to bim. 
There is one inſtance taken notice of, and 
but one, whereinhe appeared to exerciſe his 
Tribunitian authority. As be was à con- 


ant attendant upon the ſchools and audi - 


tories of the profeſſors of the liberal arts, 


upon occaſton of a quarrel among fi the di/- 


puting ſophiſters, wherein he interpoſed 10 
make, peace among ſt them, ſome body took 
the liberty to abuſe him as partial in ihe 
affair. Whereupon withdrawing privately 
home, he ſuddenly came abroed qwith his 
officers attending him, ſummoned the perſon 
that had offcred the abuſe before him, by 
the voice of a fublick cryer, and ordered 
him to be carried to priſon. After this he 
received advice that bis wife Julia had 


bien condemned for her lewaneſs and adul- 


tery, and a bill of divorce ſent her in his 

name, by the authority of Auguſius ; and

When the time of hit 
Tribunitian authority was expired, derlar. 
ing at loft that he bad aimed at nothing 
elfe in his retirement, than only to decline 
all ſuſpicion of a rivalry with Caius and 
Euctus, he petitioned, that fince he was now 
ſecure in that reſpect, ly reaſon they werx 
arrived at full manhood, and would eafily 
maintain themſelves in the poſſeſſion of the 


ſecond poſt of the empire, he might be per- 


mitted to wifit his friends, «whom he way 
very deſirous to ſes. But be could not pre- 


wail, and avas bid to lay affde all concern 


for his relations, ' whom he had been | 
paſſionately fond of leaving. 

12. Wherefore he continued at Rhodes 
much againſ his will, obtaining with much 


ade by his mother the title of Auguſtus 


lieutenant, to conceal bis diſgrace. But now 


He lived not only as a private per fon, but in 
_ great danger and perphexity, retiring p in- 


to the country, and avoiding the wiſits of 


_ thoſe that ſailed that' way, which were 


very frequent ; for no one paſſed for the 
command of an army or government of a 
"province in thoſe part, without putting in 
at Rhodes. But there were fome other 
"things that flill gave him greater diftur- 
bances ; for paſſing over into Samos to pay 
a viſit to his flep-ſon Caius, that had been 
made a governor of the Eaft, be found his 
mind had been foured againfl him by the 


ugly inſinuations of M. Lollius his compa- 


nion and governor. He likewiſe fell under 
a ſuſpicion of ſending by ſome captains of his 
own advancing, upon their return to the 
camp, after a furlow, dark kind of mej- 
Jages to ſeveral gentlemen there, as if de- 
frgned io diſcover how they flood diſpoſed to 
a rebellion. With which jealouſy of him 
being made acquainted by Auguſtus, he 
begged inceſſantly, that ſomebody of any 
of the three orders, might be placed as a

14. He came home in the $th year of bis 


retirement, with great and certain hopes 


of his future riſe, which from his youth 
he had conceived by warious prodigies and 


predictions. ForLivia when with child of

commander, he did every thing by the ad- 


dict Ma council of war : whereas at other 


times he uſed to go upon his own judgment 


only, and thought himſelf alone ſufficient 
for the conduct f his affairs. But then 


contrary to his cuſtom, he adviſed with 


many. about the management of the war, 


He likewiſe t20k more care than uſual. Be- 
ing to paſs the Rhine, and having given 
particular order about proviſions for the 


army, he wweuld not ſuffer the avaggons to 


gs over, "till he had ſearched them at the 


water fide, to ſee they carried nothing but 
 evhat was allowed or neceſſary. Beyond 
the Rhine his way of living was very 


plain; he would eat fitting on the bare 


ground, oftentimes lie all night, auithout a 
tent; and his conſlant and daily orders, as 
awell as thoſe upon ſudden occaſions, he gave 
all in writing, with this injunction, that 


in caſe of doubt as to the meaning of them, 


they ſhould apply to him for ſatisfafion, 


even at any hour of the night. 


19. He hep the troops to Very ric 


diſcipline, reviving a great many old cuſ- 


toms, relating to the puniſhing and diſgrac- 
ing of offeriders ; and ſetting a mark of in- 
famy upon a lieutenant-general,for ſending 
a few ſoldiers with a freed- man of his, be- 
yond the river a-hunting. Though be left 
as little as poſſible in the power of fortune 
or chance, yet he was always more inclin- 
able than ordinary to engage the enemy, as 
oft as upon his reading by night,his lamp fell 
and went out of itſelf; confiding, as be ſaid, 
by himſelf and his anceſtors, in the command 
of armies. But after all his ſucceſs in the 
war, he had like tohave been ſlain by aBruc- 
terian, who mixing with thoſe about him, 


and being diſcovered by his trembling, was 


put to the torture, and conf1ſed be had a 


ver- 


defign upon bis life.

20. After tawo years, he returned from 


Germany to town again, and celebrated the 
triumph he had deferred, attended by hir 


lieutenant-generalt, for whom he had ob= 
tained the honour of triumphal ornaments, 
And before be turned up to the capitol, 
alighted from his chariot, and tbreau him- 
elf at his father's feet, who ſat by to ſu- 
perintend the ſolemnity. Bato the Pannoni- 
an general he ſent loaded with rich pre- 
ſents to Ravenna, in gratitude for big 
having ſuffered him and his army to march 
off, from a place where he had fo encloſed 
them, that they avere entirely at his mercy. 


After this he gave the people a dinner at a 
thouſand tables, and befides that, thirty 
fJeflerces a man. He likewiſe dedicated the 


temple of concord; as alſo that of Caftor 
and Pollux, which had been raiſed oat of 


the ſpoils of the war, in his own and bis 


brother's name. 


21. Anda law being not long after pre- 
ferred and paſſed by the confuls for bis be- 


ing joined with Auguſtus in the adminifira= 
tion of the provinces, as alſo to take the 


cenſus with him, upon the concluſton of that 
affair, he wwent into Illyricum. But being 


immediately fetched bacł, æubi i be was yet 


on his journey, he found Auguſtus alive in- 


deed, but almoſt gone, and was with him 
in private a whole day. T know it is the 


common belief, that upon Tiberius's quitting 
the room, after their private confirence, 


Auguſtus was over-heard, by thoſe in ævait- 
ing about him, to ſay, Ah! unhappy Ro- 
man people, that are like to be in the 
jaws of ſuch a flow-grinding beaſt. Na- 
am IJ ignorant that ſome have pretended to 


ſay, that Auguſtus did ſo openly and undif- 


gui ſediy diſapproved of the ſowerneſs of bis 
temper, that ſometimes upon his coming in, 
he would break off any jocular merry con- 
Verſation be was engaged in; and that be 


was only prevailed upon by the importunity 


of his lady to adopt him; or moved by an 
ambitious view of recommending his own 
memory from a compariſon with ſuch a ſuc- 
cefſor. Yet I cannot but think that ſo very 


circumſpect and wiſe a prince, eſpecially iu

people, That he adopted him for the pub- 
lick good. And in ſeveral of his letter; 


extols him as a complete general, and 


the only ſecurity of the Roman people: out 
of which I have ſubjoined ſome few things 


by way of example. Farewel, my dear 

iberius, and may ſucceſs attend you, 
whilſt you command for me and the 
muſes. Farewel my moſt dear, and (let 
me proſper according to my ſincerity) 
molt gallant man, and accompliſhed ge- 
neral. And again, The diſpoſition of 
your ſummer-quarters? Indeed my 
friend, I do not think that amidſt ſo 
many difficulties, and with an army ſo 


little diſpoſed for action, any one could 


have behaved more prudently than you 
have done: All thoſe that were with 
you confeſs that verſe applicable to 
you.

22. He did not make the death bf Aus 
guſtus publick, till he had taken off young 
Agrippa. He was ſlain; by a tribune that 
commanded the guard about hi m, upon reads 
ing an order in writing for that purpoſe 3 
which order, it auas then a doubt, whether 
Auguſtus left behind him at his death, to 
prevent any occaſion of publick diſturbanct 
after his deceaſe, or Livia had iſſued it; 
and whether with the privity of Tiberius, 
or no. When the tribune came to acquaint 
him, that he had executed his command, he 
replied, That he had commanded him no 
ſuch thing, and that he muſt anſwer for 
it to the ſenate, declining, an it ſeems, the 
odiouſneſs of the fad for that time, Foy 


the matter was buried in filenct. 


23. Having ſummoned the ſenate to meet, 
by virtue of this Tribunitian authority, and 


begun a ſpeech to them in relation to the 


flate of the publick, he fetched a deep fighs 
as if unable to ſupport himſelf under his 


 affiiftion : and wiſhed that not only bis 


voice but his breath too might fail him; 
and gave his ſpeech to his fon Druſus to 
read. Upon that Auguſtus ] wwill was 

brought into the houſe, and read by a freed». 
man; none of the witneſſes to it being let 
in, but ſuch as were of the ſenatorian order, 
the reſt owning their hands withont doors. 

T be will begun thus, Since my ill fortune 
has deprived me of my two ſons Caius 

and Lucius, let Tiberius Cæſar be heir 
to two thirds of my eſtate. Which words 
countenanced the ſuſpicion of thoſe that were 
of opinion, he was appointed his ſuccaſſor, 
more out of neceſſity than choice, fince be 


could nat for bear 10 preface his will in that

long time, one while ſharply reprehending

by ambiguous anſavers, and a crafty kind of 
tergiver/ation, inſomuch that ſome were out 
of patience; and one during the confuſion of 
the houſe upon this occaſion cried out, Ei- 
ther let him accept it, or decline it at 
once ; and another told him to his face, 
That others were ſlow to perform what 
they promiſed, but he was flow to pro- 
miſe what he actually performed. 4. 
Aft, as if be was perfectiy forced to it, 
complaining of that miſerable load of fla- 
very, that was laid upon him, be did ac- 
cept the government, but yet in ſuch a man- 
ner, that he gave hopesof his laying it down 
again ſome time or other, Thewords be uſed 
»pon that r 09 were theſe: Till the time 
fhall come, that you may think it reaſon- 
able to give ſome reſt to my old: age. 
25. The occa ſion of his demurring ſo much 


upon the matter, was his fear of the dan - 


gers that threatened him on all hands ; in- 
fomuch that he ſaid Ihe had a wolf by the 
ears. For a ſtave of Agrippa, by name 
Clemens, had drawn together a conſiderable 
force to revenge his maſter's death. And E. 
Seribonius Libs, a perſon of prime quality, 
was underhand attempting arebellion ; and 
befides, the troops both in 1ilyricum and Ger- 
many avere all in an uproar. Both armie: 
inſiſted upon very high demands, but eſpeci- 
'ally that their pay ſhould be made equal to 


that of the guards at Rome; and thoſe in 


Germany utterly refuſed to own a prince 
that wwas not of their axon chuſing, and 
urged with all poſſible importunity Germa- 


nicus that commanded them, to take the 


government upon him, tho" he obſflinately re- 
fuſed it. And it was his apprebenſſons from 


this quarter, that made him beg of the ſe- 


nate to aſſign him ſome part only in the ad. 
miniſtration, fuch as they ſhould judge pro- 
per, fince the whole no man can be /uffici- 
ent for, without one or more to afſifi bim. 
He pretended too to be much out of order, 


that Germanicus might the more patiently

mean while to take only proper precautions 


For bis owon ſecurity. For upon his attend- 
ing a ſacrifice amongſt the high priefls, in- 


flead of the uſual knife, he ordered ane of 


lead to be given bim: and when he defired 


@ private conference with him, he would 
not grant his requeſt, but upon the condition 


that his fon Druſus ſhould be by; and be 
held him faft by the right hand as they 


*valked together, under pretence of leaning 


upon him, "till the convenſation was 


Der. 


2856. But when he mat delivered from hir 

apprehenſions, he behaved himſelf at firſt 
with a great deal of moderation, and nat 
much above the levelof a pri vategentleman- 
and of the many and great honours offered 
him, accepted but of few, and ſuch as were 


very moderate. His birthday, auhich bappen- 
ed to fall in the time of the Plebeian Cir- 


cenfian games, with much ado he ſuffered 


to be honoured by the addition of a fingle 
chariot, drawn with two horſes only. He 
forbade temples, flamens, or prieſts to be ap- 
pointed for him, as alſo flatues and effigies 
ro be erected for him, without his permiſſion? 
and that he granted only upon this conditi- 


on, that they ſhould not be placed amongſt 


the images of the gods, but only among ſt 
the ornaments of houſes. He likewiſe in- 


terpꝛſed to prevent the ſenate's ſwearing to 
maintain his ads; and that the month of 


September ſhould not be called Tiberius, or 
October Livy. The prænomen too of impera- 
tor, as alſo the cog nomen of father of his 
country, and a civick crown to bung con- 
fantly at the entrance of his houſe, he would 


not accept of. And never made uſe of the 


name of Auguſtus, ibo it was hereditary 


to him, in any of his letters, but thoſe to 


kings and princes. Nor bad he any more

not writing to the ſenate an account of their 
tranſactions, and for conſulting him about 
the conferring of ſome military preſents ; 
as if they had not a right to grant them 
all themſelves. He commended a pretor, 


that upon entering on his office revived an 


old cuſſom of celebrating the memory of his 


anceſtors, in a ſpeech to the people. He 


attended the corpſe of ſome perſons of diflinc- 


tion to the funeral pile. He ſhewed the like 
moderation too with regard to perſons and 
things of inferior conſideration. He ſent 


ed them to ſubſcribe it, and diſmiſſed them. 
Diogenes the grammarian that uſed to read 
lectures at Rhodes every Saturday, had 


once refuſed him admittance upon his coming 


to hear him out of courſe, and ordered him 


by a ſervant to come again ſeven days f- 


ter. This ſame perſon coming to Rome, and 


waiting at his door for admiſſion to pay 


his reſpects to him, he ſent him word to 
come again at the ſeven years' end. To 
Jame governors of provinces, that adviſed 
him to load them with taxes, he avrit 
word again, That it was the part of a 
good ſhepherd to ſhear, and not to flea 


his ſheep.

ſale of biſtet or cates of any kind. And in 


order to encourage frugality in the publick 


by his awn example, he would oftentimes as 


his entertainments upon ſolemn occaſions baus 
at his table victuali that bad been ſerved 
up the day before, and were half eaten, and 
half 2 boar, affirming, That it had all the 
ſame good bus as the whole had. He for- 
Bade the daily uſe of the kiſs in the way of 


civility by proclamation ; as lizewwiſe the 
practice of preſenting neau. years gifs, aſter 


tbe firſt of January. He had been uſed to 

make a return of four times as much as be 

received in that way, and with his own 
hand; but being offended at the continuat

abhere. The Cyzicenians for an outrage 


committed upon ſome Romans, he deprived 


of the liberty they had procured by their 
good ſervices in theMithridatick war. Diſ- 
turbances from foreign enemies he quelled 
by his lieutenants,qvithout ever giving him- 
Jelf the trouble of an expedition upon that 

core: nor would he even employ his lieu- 
tenants, but with a great deal of back- 
wwardne/s, and only when he qua, forced to 
it by neceſſity. Princes that were ill affect- 
ed towards him, he kept quiet, more by his 
threats and complaints, than by the force of 
arms. And ſame that he wheedled to him by 


Fair words and promiſes, he would never 
let go again, as Maraboduus the German,

39. But after the loſs of his two ſor, 
of which Germanicus died in Syria, and 


Druſus at Rome, he withdrew into Cam- 


pania ; at which time it was the opinion, 
and talk too, of aln oſt every body, that he 
would never come again, and would die ſcon. 
Both which things bad like to have been 
true. For indeed he never more came to 
Rome ; and a few days after, as he was 


at ſupper in a ſeat of his called the Cave 


nigh Terracina, a great many huge flons 


chanced to fall, that knocked ſeveral of the 
gueſfis and atiendants on the head; but he 
une æpectedly eſcaped.

40. After he had gone round Campania, 
and dedicated a Capitol at Capua, and a 
temple to Auguſius at Nola, he retired 10 
Caprtæ, being wonderfully taken with the 
i/land, becauſe it was only acceſſible by a 
ſmall ſhore, being on all ſides elje ſurround- 
ed with cragg y rocks,of a prodigious height, 
and a deep ſea. But immediately the pojlt 
of Rome being mighty clamorous for his re- 
turn,becauſe of a diſaſter at Fidenæ, aubert 
upwards of twenty thouſand people, at a 
publick diver fion of gladiators, had been de- 
firoyed by the fall of an amphitheatre, be 


came back upon the continent, and gave all 


people free acceſs to him; and the rather, 


becauſe at his departure from the city, be 


had by proclamation forbid any one to diſ- 


turb him, and declined all company upon 


- the road. 


41. Returning to the iſland, he ſo far 


laid afide all care of the government, that 


be never filled up the decurice of the knights, 
never changed any military tribunes, or

commanders of horſe, or governors of pro- 
wvinces, and kept Spain and Syria for ſeveral 
years without any conſular lieutenants; and 
Suffered Armenia to be ſeijed by the Par- 
thians, Mæſia by the Dacians and Sarma- 
tians, and Gaul to be ravaged by the Ger- 


mant, to the great diſgrace and hazard of 


the empire. 


42. But having now the advantage of 
privacy, and being quite withdrawn from 
under the eye and obſervation of the city, 
he gave a looſe to all the vicious inclinations, 
which he had ſmathered but very indiffer- 
ently before: of which I ſhall here givea 
particular account in order. Whilſfi be aus 
a young ſoldier in the camp, he was for his 
exceſſive inclination to wine, for Tiberius, 
called Biberius ; for Claudius, Caldius; 
and for Nero, Mero. And after be came 
to the empire, and had upon him the charge 
of reforming the publick manners, he ſpent 
a whole night and two days together in 

feaſting and drinking withPomponiusFlac- 
cus, and Lucius Piſo; to one of which he 
gave the province of Syria, and to the other 
the præ fectureſpip of the city immediately 
upon it; declaring them in his patents, 
very pleaſant companions, and always 
agreeable. He made an appointment to 1 
with Seſtius Gallus a lewd prodigal old fel- 
low, that had been diſgraced by Auguſtus, 

and reprimanded by himſelf but a few days 
before in the ſenate-houſe, upon condition 
that be ſhould not recede at all from his 
uſual method of entertainment, and that 
they ſhould be attended at table by nated 


girls. He preferred a very obſcure candi- 


date for the qgueſtorſhip,before the moſt noble 
competitors, only for taking off in pledging 
him at table, an amphora of wine at a 
draught. He preſented Aſellius Sabinus quith 
two hundred thouſand ſeſterces, for writing 
a dialogue, in the way of diſpute, betwixt 
the muſhroom and the fig-pecker, the oyſter 
and the thruſh. He likewiſe inſtituted a new 
office for the advancement of his pleaſures, 
into which be put Titus Ce/onius Priſcus, a 
Roman knight, bay 8

43. Ia his receſs at Capree, be contriv- 
ed an apartment for the practice of abomi- 
nable leaudueſi; where he entertained con- 
panies of girls and lufly catamites, and the 


 deviſers of a monſirous kind of copulation, 


whom he called N that defiled one 


another in his preſence, to inflame the lan- 


guid appetite by the fight. He had ſeveral © 


chambers adorned with pictures and flatues 
in the moſt laſcivious poſtures, and furniſhed 
with the books of elephantis ; that none 
might want a pattern for the execution of 


any lewd projett he auas put upon. He like- 


wwi/e contrived inwoods and groves conveni- 
ences for the like luftful enjoyments ; where 


youth of both [exes proſtituted themſelves, 
in caves and hollow rocks in the diſguiſe of 


Pans and Nymphs. So that he was openly 
and commonly called, in alluſion to the name 
of the iſland, Caprineus.

44. But he was ſtill more infamous for 
an abomination not fit to be mentioned, or 
heard, much leſi credited; as that he inured 
litile boys, whom he called little fiſhes, to 
play between his thighs as he was ſauim- 
ming and made uſe of luſiy infants, 


but not yet weaned, for being perbats 


more diſpoſed for that kind of impurity 
from his natural temper and age together. 
Il herefore when a picture done by the hand 
of Parrhaſius,wherein Atalanta was re- 
preſented as acting a moſt unnatural piece 
of complaiſance to Meleager, was leſt him 


for a legacy, with this proviſe, that if be 


did nat like the piece, he might receive in 
lieu of it a million of Sefterces, be nat only 


gave preference to the picture, but hung it 
up in bis bed. chamber. He is reported too 
once at a ſacriſice, to have been ſo nuch 


taken with the face of a youth attending 
auith a cenſor, that before the ſervice was 


avell over, be tool him aſide and abuſed 


Dim, as alſo a brother of bis that played at 


the ſacrifice upon the flute; and ſoon afttr 


Brole both their legs, for upbraiding ore 


another with their ſhame.

47. He newer during the time of his go 
vernment raiſed any noble edifices; for what. . 
alone of that kind be did undertake, asthe 


| temple of Auguſtus, and the rebuilding of 
Pompey s theatre, he left at laſt after many 


years unfiniſhed. Nor did he ever entertain 


the peoplewwith publick ſports and diverſions, 
and was ſeldam' preſent at thoſe that awere 
given by others, leſt any thing of that kind 
/haould be requeſted of him, eſpecially after 
he was obliged to manumit the comedian 


 Agius, Having relieved the poverty of a 


few ſenators, that he might not do the ſame 
for many more of them, he declared,be ſhould 
far the future relieve none, but ſuch as gaum 
the hauſe good ſatisfattion, as to the cauſe of 
their neceſſity ; upon which moſt of the need 
ſenators, out of madefly and ſbame, ueclintd 
troubling bim: among which aua Hortalus, 
grand/ontathefamaus orator Hortenfius ubs 
at the perſuafion of Auguſtus had brought 
wp four children upon a very ſmall Hate.

tis for three. years a hundred millions of

Jome large houſes burnt doaun in mount Cæ- 


lius to the ozoners, the former of which he 
was obliged to by the clamors of the people, 
in a great feartity of money; when an at 
of the ſenate paſſed upon a motion of his to 
oblige all uſurers to lay out two-thirds of 
their money in land, and the debtors to pay 
in the like proportion of their debts, was 
found inſufficient toremedythegrievance.The 
other he did to qualify in ſome meaſure the 
ſeverity of his government. And this kind- 
neſi he eſtimated at ſo high a rate, that he 
ordered mount Celius to be called for the 
future Auguſtus, To the ſoldiery he never 
gave any thing, after his doubling to them 
the legacy left them by Auguſtus, extept a 
thouſand denarii a man to the guards, for 
not ſiding with _ and ſome preſents 
yria, becauſe they alone 
had not worſhipped the flatues of Sejanus 
among fi their flandards. And he would 
very ſeldom diſcharge the veteran ſoldiers, 
in hopes of ſaving by their dying in the ſer- 
vice (which from their age there was 4 
preſpect of happening ſoon jj the premiums 
that would have been due upon their diſ- 


charge. Nor did he ever relieve the pro- 


vinces by an att of generoſity, excepting 
Afia, where ſome cities had been laid in 
rains by an earthquake. 


49. ln alittle time be fell to downright 
rapins. It is certain that Cn, Lentulus the 
augur, a man of a vaſt eflate, was terri- 
fied and teafed out of his life by him, and 
at the ſame time obliged to leave bim his 
heir: and that Lepida a lady of a very 
noble family was condemned by him, to gra- 
tify Quirinus a conſular gentleman, very 
rich and childleſs, who bad divorced her 
twenty years before, and then charged ber 
with an old defign to poiſon him. And be- 
fides that, ſeveral perſons of the greateft 
eminence and figure in Gaul, Spain, Syria 
and Greece had. their eflates confiſcated, 
upon ſuch wretchealy trifling, and ſhameful 
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cipes canfiſcatos ob tam leve ac

Likewiſe old immunities, and the right of

fons. And Vonones ting of the Parthians, 


awho bad been forced out of bis dominions 
by his own ſubjects, and fled to Antioch 
with a great deal of treaſure, in order to 
put himſelf under the protection of the Ro- 
man people, was treacheroufly robbed of 
all his money, and then murdered. © 


o. He firſt diſcovered his hatred of bis 


relations in his brother Druſus, by produ- 


cing a letter of his, wherein he made a pro- 
paſal to him to oblige Auguſtus by force to 
reſlore the publick liberty. Soon after be 


diſcovered it in the reft too. He was fo far 


from ſhewing any the leaſt civility or kind 
neſs to his wife, that had been baniſbed, and 
by the order of her father confined to one 
town, that be forbade her to ſtir out of the 
Bouſe, or to converſe with company, Nay, 
be deprived her of the property allowed ber 
by her father, and of her yearly income, 
under pretence of law; becauſe Auguſius had 


not ſecured them to her in his will. Being 


«weary of bis mother Livia, as claiming an 
equal ſhare in the government with bim, he 
declined ſeeing of her pretty much, as alſs 
all long and private conferences with her, 
I:ft he ſhould be thought to be governed by 
her counſels ; which yet he ſometimes want - 
ed, and mads uſe of too. He likewiſe took 
it very heinouſly of the ſenate, when they 
propoſed to add to his other titles that of 
the fon of Livia, as well as Auguſtus. 
Wherefore he ſuffered her not to be called 
the parent of her country, nor to receive. 
any extraordinary honour from the publick.. 
Nay he frequently admoniſbed her not to 
meddle with weighty matters, and ſuch 
as did not ſuit her ſex ; e/pecially when 
be found her appear at a fire that broke out 
nigh the temple of Veſia, and encouraging 
the people and the ſoldiers to work bard, as 
ſbe — been uſed to do in her huſband's time.

him by his mother. A, which being in a 
rage, ſbe produced ſome letters of Auguſius 


to her, about the ſourneſs and inſolence of 
his temper, and read them. He took it % 


beavily that theſe ſhould have been kept ſo 
long, and with jo much bitterneſs be now 
produced againſt bim, that ſome think this 
was the principal occafion of his retiring. 
During the whole three years ſhe lived af- 
ter, he Jaw her but once, and that for a 
few hours only. And when ſhe fell fick ſoon 


after, he auould not come to her. And auben 


ſhe was dead, he kept theſe about her ſo long 
in eæpectation of his coming, that the boay 
was corrupted before it was buried; and 
then he forbade ber to be enrolled among the 
Gods, pretending her own order for it. He 


likewiſe ſet afide her will, and in a ſhort 


time ruined all her friends and acquaint- 
ance, even thoſe to whom at her deceaſe 


ſhe had recommended the care of her fu- 


neral, condemning one of them that <was a 
gentleman of the equefirian order, to the 


drudgery of drawing water in a crane. 


52. He had not a fatherly affection ei- 
ther for his own ſon Druſus, or his adopt- 
ed fon Germanicus; being offendid at the 
wvices of the one, for Druſus led a looſe diſ- 


ſolute life ; for which reaſon he was not 


much affected at his death, but almoſt im- 
mediately after his funeral fell to do buſs- 
neſs again, and obliged the publick to do 
the ſame. And the embaſſadors of the Ili- 
cenſians coming ſomewhat with the lateſt 
wwith their compliments of eònuolance, the 


remembrance of his Joſs bting "tow pretty 


well worn off, he told them by way of Lan- 
ter, that he heartily condoled with them 


the loſs of their excellent countryman 


Hector. He ſo much affetted to leſſen

53. His daughter in- law Agri pina, af- 
ter the death of ber huſband, complaining 
upon ſome occaſion, with a great deal of 


freedom, he took her by the hand, and in a 


Greek werſe delivered himſelf to this purpoſe, 
My dear child, do you think yourſelf 
injured becauſe you are not lady para- 
mount ? and would never after Speak to 
ber. And upon her refuſing once at Jupper 


ta taſte ſame fruit he preſented her, he for- 
bore inviting her to his table; pretending 
She, in effett, charged him with a deſign 


to poiſon her; whereas the whole was a 


contrivance of his own; he was to offer the 


fruit, and ſhe to be privately cautioned a- 


gairft it, as what would infallibly be her 


death. As laſt charging her, tho' without 
any foundation for it, with a dcfign to fly 
to the flatue of Auguſlus, or the army, be 
baniſhed her to Pandataria. Ard upon her 
reviling him for it, he did by a centurion, 
beat out-one of her eyes: and when ſbe re-

defign, and dying ſoon after, he perſecuted 


her memory with the wil:}t oſper ſions, and 
adviſed the /enate to put ber birth day a- 
mongft the number of unlucky. days in the 
talendar.

fons, Nero, Drufus and Caius, and by bj, 
fon Druſus one named Tiberius : of which, 
after the loſs of his ſons, he recommenaed 
Nero and Draſus to the ſenate ; and up 
the days of their being ſolemnly introduces 
into the forum, diflributed money among the 
people. But when be found, that wow: had 
been offered up by the magiflates in the bi. 
ginning of the year, for their health, he 
told the ſenate, that fuch honours ought 
not to be conferred but upon ſuch as had 
been tried, and were advanced in age, 
Having thus betrayed the ſecret diſpoſition 
4 his foul towards them, he occaſioned their 
eing proſecutedwith a variety of informa- 
tions againſt them ; and having uſed diver; 
arts to provoke them to rail at and abuſi 
him, that he might thereby be furniſhedwith 


"@ pretence to deflroy them, be charged them 


ewith it in a letter to the ſenate, and at tht 
Jame timenwith preatbitterneſs accuſed thin 
of the moft ſcandalous vices. And upon their 

eing declaredenemies by the ſenate, fl arwuid 
them both to death. Nero in the iſland of 
Pontia, and Pruſus inthe lower part of th: 
Palatium. It is believed by ſome, that Nero 


wat put upon making away with bimſelf,by 


the executioner ſhewing him halters and 
hooks, as if ſent to him by the order of tht 
ſenate, Druſus, they tell you, was ſo pined, 
that he attempted to eat the fluffing of hi, 
bed. And the relicks of them bath were . 
diſperſed, that it was with much ado thi 


were brought together again. F 


55. Befides his old friends, and intimatt 


acquaintance, he defired taventy of the miſt 
eminent perſons in the city, to adviſe with 
upon the publick affairs, Out of all this 
number, ſearce two or three eſcaped him; 
all the reſt he defiroyed, upon one pretence 
or another, and among them Mlius Sejanu:, 
«whoſe fall was attended with the ruin of a 
eat many more. He had advanced him to 
the higheſt pitch of grandeur, not ſo much 
out of any real affetion for him, as by bis 
baſe under band contrivances, to ruin the

upbraided him with his former refidence at 


Rhodes, where the Dorick dialec᷑ is uſed. 
Likewiſe being uſed to flart gueſtiont at ſup - 


per, ſuch as the authors he had been read- 
ing the day before fur niſbed him with, and 
finding that Seleucus the grammarian, uſed 
to enquire of thoſe that attended him, what 
authors be read every day, and ſo came pre- 
fared for him; he firft turned bim out of 
his fumily, and then drove him to the ex- 


tremity of laying violent hands upon bim-,

$7: His cruel relentleſs temper appeared 
in himwhen be was à boy; which Theodo- 
rus of Gadara bis maſter in rhetorick, firſt 
diſcovered in him, and expreſſing by avery 


oppoſite femile, calling him now and then 


in chiding of bin, dirt mixed with blood; 
but it appeared ſtill more manifeſtly in bim 


ewhen he came to be emperor, and in the 
beginning of bis reign too, wwhilft be was 
as yet endeavouring to gain the affetions of 
the people, by pretending to moderation. A 
wag, upon the paſſing by of a funeral, called 


out to the dead man, and defired him to 


tell Auguſtus, That the legacies he had 
left the common people were not yet 


paid. T his fellow he ordered to be brought 


before him, to receivewhat was due to bim, 


and then to be led to execution, that be 


might deliver the meſſage to bis father him- 


Self. And not long after, when one Pompey 


flifly denied ſomething or other in oppoſition 
to him in the ſenate ; he threatened to clap 
him in priſon; and told him, that of @ 
Pompey be would make a Pompeian of him, 


by a bitter kind of drollery playing upon the 
man's name, and the ill fortune of the 
party.

About the ſame timewwhen the pretor 
conſulted him, aubet her he pleaſed tohawe the 
courts fit upon aceuſations of treaſon againſt 
his perſon, he replied, that the laws ought 
to be put in execution, and he did put them 
in execution with a Vengeance. A certain 
perſon had taken »ff the head of Auguſtus 
from a ſtatue of his, to put if on another. 
The matter was brought before the ſenate; 
and becauſe the caſe, was not clear, ſome 
ewere executed by torture about it, and the 
party accuſed being found guilty and con- 
demned upon it, this kind of proceſs grew 
to ſuch a height, that it became capital for 
a man to beat his ſlawe,or change his chaths, 
near the flatue of Augufſus; to carry his 
head flamped upon the coin, or eut in the 
lone of a ring, into a neceſſary houſe, or the 


flews ; or to reflect upon any thing that bad 
been either ſaid or done by him As laſt too a 
per ſon was condemned. to die, for ſuffering 
fome honours to be decretd to himſelf in the 
colony where he lived, upon the ſame day, on which they had formerly been de-

Some were puniſhed in the beginning of the 


new year. Many were accuſed and condemn- 


ed together with their wives and children; 


and the relations forbid to mourn for ſuch 
as were ſentenced to death, Confiderable 
rewards were voted for the proſecutors, and 
Sometimes for the witneſſes too. Any one's 
information was taken without exception; 


and all crimes were capital, even the ſpeak- 
ne crimen pro capitali recep - 


ing of a few words, tho without any ill 
intention. A poet was called o an account, 
for abuſing Agamemnon ; and an biflorian 
for calling Brutus and Caſſius the laſt of 
all the Romans. The authors avere imme- 
diately put to. death, and their writings 
Suppreſt ; ibo they bad been well approved 


| 4 ſome years before, and read over in the 


caring of Auguſius. Some that were put 
in priſon, were not only denied the comfort 


| of ſtudy, but debarred all company and con- 


verſation whatever. When perſons were 
ſummoned in order to trial, ibey flabbed 
themſelves at home, to avoid the plague, 
and ignominy, that would otherwiſe enſue; 
fer they auere ſure to be condemned; or elſe 
took poiſon in the ſenate- houſe ; but however 
their woungs were bound up, and they were 
carried half dead, and panting for life, to 
priſon. All that awere put to death, were 


con ſtantly thrown to the Gemoniæ, and 


then dragged into the Tiber. Twenty were 
ſo ſerved in one day, and among ft them boys 
and women, And becauſe, according to an 
antiert cuſtam, it was not laawful to flrangle 
virgins,the young girls were firſt deflowered 
by the executioner,and then flrangled. S uch 
as were defi aus to die, avere, forced to live.

ſuls to fetch him, a poor ſolitary old man, 


with a guard of ſoldiers. But being fill 
difirutjul and apprehenſive of a publick 


riſing, he ordered his grandſon Dru ſus, 


avhum he kept confined at Rome, to be ſet at 
liberty, i occaſion required, in order ta 
head the troops, and ſuch as would ap- 


pear for him, He had ſhips likewiſe in : 
readineſs, ta tranſport him to any of the le- 


gions he ſhould think proper to apply to. In 
the mean time he was upon the watch, on 
the top of a very high rock, for the ſignals 
he had ordered to be given, as any thing hap- 
pened, le the m. engers ſhould be tardy. But 
tho he had now quite defeated the deſign of 


Sejanus againſt him, yet he was ſtill as much 
baunted as ever with fears and apprebenſi- 
ons, inſomuch that he flirred not once out of

ought to have a care of engaging them- 
ſelves, to maintain the acts of any one 
that might by ſome ill accident or other

long behind, that it covered his neck, aubich 
was obſerved to be a mark of diſtinction af 
fected by the family. He bad a hanoſome, 
face, but frequently full f pimples, with. 


large eyes, that had a wonderful faculty of 


ſeeing in the night time and in the dark, 
but for a ſhart time only, and immediately 
after he awoke out of a ſleep ; for they ſaon 
grew dim again. He quall'd with his neck 
Stiff and unmoved, commonly with a frogun - 
ing countenance, being for the moſi part fi- 


lent ; very ſeldom talking to thoſe about him, 


and when he did, it was very lowly, and 
with an effeminate motion of his fingers. 
All which things being diſagreeable.and full 
of arrogance Auguſius obſerved in him, and 


endeavoured to excuſe many a time to the 


ſenate and people, aſſuring them, that they 


were natural defects, that did not pro- 
ceed from any viciouſneſs of mind. He 


enjoyed a very good flate of health, and 


without any interruption, almoſt during 
the whole time of his government; although 
from the thirtieth year of his age, be ma- 


naged himſelf with reſpe& to his health ac- 


cording to his own diſcretion, without any 


help or alſiſtance from phyſicians, 


69. He had ſmall regard to the god! or 
matters of religion, being mightily addicted 


to aftralogy, and full of a perſuaſion that 


all things were gowerned by fate. Yet he 
was exceeding afraid of thunder, and in 
very cloudy weather always wore a laurel 
crown on his head, becauſe they pretend to 
fay, that the leaf of that tree is never 


touched by the thunder. 5 


70. He applied himſelf very diligently 
tothe liberal arts, both Greek and Latin. In 


his Latin flile he affected to imitate Corvis 


nus Mefſala, an old gentleman that he, when 
he was a young man, uſed to attend upon. 


But he rendered bis ſtile obſcure by an ex- 


ch: of affeation and niceneſs, that he 
was thought to talk better extempore, than 
upon premeditation. He compoſed too a 


Lyrick ode, under the title of a Lamenta- 
tion upon the death of L. Cæſar, as 40%

of antiquity: for which reaſon meſt of the 
learned men of this time ied with one ang. 
ther in publiſhing ſeveral things upon them, 
ewhich they addrifſed to him. What be 
chiefly minded was the knowledge of the fa- 
bulous hiftory, .wherein he was really jilly 
and ridiculcus. For he uſed to try the gram- 
marians, which ſort of people he chiefly «ffi - 
ed, as I have ſaid, with ſuch kind of quiſli- 
ons as theſe, who was Hecuba's mother? 
what had been Achilles's name amongſt 
the virgins? ' what-fong were the Syrens 
uſed to ling? And the firft day be entered 
the ſenate-houſe after the death of Auguſtus, 
as if he intended at once to pay a reſpect to 


the memory of his father and the gods, he 


did, like a, Minos had done formerly upon 


the death of his ſon, perform his dewoirs 


with an offering of frankincenſe and wine, 
but without muſfack, 


71.Though he was ready and quick at the 
Greek tongue, yet he did not uſe it every 
awuhere, but chirfly for bore it in the ſenate- 


houſe ; inſomuch that hawing occaſion to uſe 
th word monofolium, he Ref bes ged par- 


don for being obliged to trouble the houſe 


with a foreign word. And when in a decree 


of the ſenate, the word emblema awas read, 
he adviſed to have it altered, and one 
of our own ſought for in its flead; or 
if no proper one could be found, to expri/s 
the thing by fiveral exords, or a peri- 
phraſis. He would not ſuffer a ſoldier too

72. He but twice, during the time of 


his rect fs at Caprea, attempted to return o 


Nome; once le came in a trireme as far as 
the gardens near the Naumachia, but 
placed guard; along the banks of the Tiber, to 
keep off all that ſhould offer to come to meet 
bim.

He uſed to divert himſelf with a ſnake, 
whom going to feed with his own hand ac- 
cording to his cuſtom, he found him deuour- 
ed by ants, and was thereupon adviſed to 
have a care of the fury of the mob, Where- 
fore returning back again in all haſte to 


Campania, be fell ill at Aftura, but being 


Something better he went on to Cerceit, And 
to avoid giving any ſuſpicion of his being 
out of order, he was not only preſent at the 
diver ſions of the camp, but did himſolf from 


an eminence encounter a wild boar, let out 
for the purpoſe, with javelins. And imme= 


diately being taken with a convulſion in his 


fide, and catching cold too upon his oer 
heating himſelf in the exerciſe, he relapſed 


into a worſe condition than he wwas at firſt. 


| However he held out for ſome time; and 
Sailing as far as Miſene, omitted nothing in 


his uſual manner of life, not ſo much as his 
entertainments and other pleaſures, partly 


from an ungovernable appetite, and partly 


to conceal his condition, For Charicles a 


pbyſician. having obtained leave to retire 


ſome time from court, at his riſing from ta- 


ble, ſciſed his hand to kiſs it; upon which 


he ſuppoſing he did it to feel his pulſe, de- 
fired him to flay and take his place again; 


and thereupon continued the entertainment 


longer than uſual. And after. all, according 
to his conſlant practice, he flood up in the mig- 
ale of the room,wwith an officer attending, and 


took leave of every one in the company by name. 


73. In the mean time, finding upon a pe- 


ruſal of the ads of the ſenate, that ſome 


perſons under proſecution had been diſ- 


charged, without being braught to a2 


hearing, concerning whom be had aurit but 

Very briefly, and no more, than that they 

had been only named by the informer, com- 

plaining in a great chafe that be was treat- 
ed with contempt, he reſolved at any rate 
to return to Capree, not daring to attempt 
any thing upon the occaſion, but in a place 
of ſecurity, But being detained by fonts

kalends of April, when Cn. Acerranius Pq. 
culus and C. Pontius Niger, were conſuls, 
Some are of opinion that he had a flow j0;- 


ſen given him by Caius. Others Jay, that 


upon his calling for meat in the intern nn 
of a fever he happened to be takon with, it 
aas denied him. Others, that he was fiified 
by a pillow thrown upon him, at his coming 


out of a ſwoon, and calling for his ring, that 


had been taken from him in the fit, Seneca 
aurites, That finding himſelf a going, he 
took his ring off his finger, aud hold it 
a while, as if he would deliver it to ſome 
body; but put it again upon his finger, 
and lay for ſome time, with his left hand 
graſp'd cloſe, and without ſtirring; when 
{ſuddenly calling upon his attendants, and 
no body making anſwer, he roſe ; but 
his ſtrength failing him, he fell down a 


74. He had upon his loft birth: day 


| brought a large beautiful ſtatue of Apollo 


at Temenus from Syracuſe, in order to ſet it 
up in the library of the new temple, that 
had been built for that god; but dreamt 
that he appeared to him, and aſſured him, 


that his ſtatue could not be erected by 


him. And a few days before he died, the 
evatch-tower of Capreæ fell down. And at 
Miſene, ſome embers and coals being brought 
in to air his parlour, went out and were 
perfectly cold, but burfl out into a flame 
again in the evening, and continued burning 
very bright till late at night. 


75. The people rejoiced /o as bis death, 


that upon the fir ſi news of it, they run up 


and down the city, crying out ſome, Away 


with Tiberius into the Tiber. 4: 
ol bers invoked the Earth the common mo- 
ther of mankind, and the infernal gods, 
to allow no place for the dead, but a- 
mongſt the wicked. Others threatened 
his carceſs with the hook and the Scale 
Gemonie, being provoked by a fraſb inflance

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of barbarity, over and above the remem- 
rance of his former cruilty, It had been 
provided by an att of the ſenate, that the 
puniſhment of perſons condemn'd to die ſhould 
always be deferred till the tenth day after 
the ſentence. Now it happened that the day 
the news arrived of Tiberius's death, was 
the day fixed by the law for the execution 
of ſome that had been ſentenced to die, Theſe 
poor creatures implored the protection of all 
about them ; but becauſe Caius was mot in 
town, and there was nobody elſe to apply to 
in their behalf, thoſe charged with the care 
of their execution, for fear of offendin 

againſt that law, ſtrangled them, 37 
threw them down the Gemonie, Which 
raiſed in the minds of people a greater ab- 


bhorrence of the tyrant's memory than they had 


before, 2 his cruelty ſtill took place, even 
after his death. As ſoon as his corpſe begun 


to move from Miſene, tho maſt people cried 


out to have it carried to Atella, and broil- 
ed there in the Amphitheatre, yet it was 
carried to Rome, and burnt there with the 
uſual ceremony. „ 

76. He had made about two years before 
two draughts of his will, one with his 
own hand, and the other with that of a@ 


freed- man of his; and had them witneſſed 


by ſame perſons of every mean rank, He left 
his tauo grandſons, Caius by Germanicus, 
and Tiberius by Druſus, beirs to his e/tate,. 
aohich they were to ſhare equally; and if 
either of them chanced to die, the ſurvivor. 
bas to inherit the whole, He gave too a 
great many legacies, and amongſt the reſt, 
to the Veſtal virgins, all the ſoldiers, to 
every commoner of Rome, and to the wer- 
ſeers of the ſeveral petty diviſions of the 
city, ſomething extraordinary. 5

CHAP I. 


GERMANI CNS the father of 

C. Ceſar, and fon of Druſus and 
the younger Antonia, was, after his adop- 
tion by Tiberius his uncle, preferred to the 
queſtor ſhip frve years ſooner than the laws 
allowed of ; and immediately after be was 
out of that office, to the conſulſhip. And 
being ſent to the army in Germany, he 


quieted the legions, who, upon news of 


Auguſius's death, did every one of them 
obſtinately reſuſe to accept of Tiberius for 
their prince, and offered bim the govern- 
ment. In which affair, whither he ſhewed 
more duty to his father, or firmne/s of re- 


ſolution, is hard to ſoy. Soon after he de- 


feated the enemy, and triumphed upon it. 
And then being made conſul a ſecond time, 
before he could enter upon his vffice, he 


was obliged to hurry away to ſettle affairs 


in the Eaſt ; where, after he had conquer- 
ed the king of Armenia, and reduced Cap- 
padocia into the form of a prowince, he 


died at Antiach of a lingering diſtemper, 


in the thirty fourth year of his age, nat 
without the ſrſpicion of poiſon : for beſides 
the liwid ſpots that appeared all over his 


body, and his ſpunging at the mouth, auhen 


his cor pſe was burnt, his heart aa, found 
entire; the nature of which is ſuppaſed to 
be ſuch, as not to admit of any conſumption 
by fire, if it be tainted with poiſon. 


2. He was taken off, as was commonly 


believed, by the baſe contrivance of Tibe- 
rius, with the offiftance of Cn. Piſo. Wha

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Syria, and declaring openly that he muſt 
either fend tbe father or the ſon, as if 
there was an abſolute neceſſity. for it, he 
abuſed Germanicus at that time fick, in the 
moſt ſcandalous and extravagant manner, 


both by words and deeds : for which, upon 


his return to Rome, he bad like to have 
been torn to pieces by the people; and wwas 
condemned to death by the ſenate. 5 

3. Ii is generally agreed that Germanicus 
had all the noble endowments of body and 
mind in a higher degree than any before him, 


as handſoment/s of perſon, an extraordinary 


courage, a great maſtery in the eloquence 


and other literature both of Greece and 


Rome ; befides a ſingular humanity, and a 
moſt engaging way of gaining the favour 
and affection of all about him. The ſmall- 
neſs of his legs did not anſaver the handſome- 
nfs of his perſon in other reſpects; but this 
too was at length corrected by a conſtant 
cuſtom of riding after meals. He frequently 
in battle encountered and flew the enemy 
with his own hand. He pleaded cauſes too 


after he had the honour of a triumph ; and 


amongſi the other fruits of his fludies, left 
behind him ſome Greek comedies. And bath 
at home and abroad behaved with the mo- 


deftly of a private gentleman. He always 


entered free and confederate towns without 
his liflors. And wherever he heard in his 


travels of the ſepulchres of famous men, paid 


his dewoir at them to their memory, by the 


uſual offerings. He buried in one tomb the 
ſcattered relicks of thoſe that had been ſlain 
awith Varus, and was the foremoſt to put his 
hand to the work of gathering and bringing 
them to the place of burial, He was ſo ex- 
tremely mild and gentle to his enemies, let 
them be what they would, and upon what 


account ſoever ſuch, that tb Piſo cancelled 


his decrees, and for a long time harraſſed 


his dependents extremely, he could not find 
ew his reſentment of ſuch 
 u/age of him, till he found himſelf attacked 


by magick charms and imprecations; and 


even then he awent no further, than to re- 
nounce all friendſbip with him, according 
| to antient uſage, and to recommend 10 his 


friends about him the revenge of his death, 
if he came to an untimely end.

4. fe reaped the fruit in his noble qua- 
lities in abundance, being ſo much eſteemed 
and beloved by his friends, that Auguſtus (to 
Jay nothing of his other relations) being a 
long time in doubt with himſelf, whether 
he ould not appoint him his Succeſſor, at 
laſt ordered Tiberius to adopt him. He waz 
fo extremely popular, that many authors tell 


u, the crowds of ſuch as went to meet upon 


his coming to any place, or to attend bim at 
his departure, were Jo prodigious, that he 
avas ſometimes in danger of his life. And 


that upon his return from Germany, after 


he had quelled the mutinies in the army 


there, all the battalions of the guards went 


to meet him, notwithſtanding the 'publick 
order that only two ſhould go. And that 
all the reſt of the people, both men and wwo- 


men of all ages and conditions, went as far 


as rawenty lay! to attend bin 10 town. 


5 Yet thiy Pill; gave po greater and 


Aron ger proofs of their mighty fonaneſs for 
bim, about the time of his death, and after- 
«wards, The day he died, the temples were 


feonea, the altars of the gods demoliſped, the 


Lares were by ſome thrown into the flreets, 
and their new-born infants expoſed. Nay, 
they tell you, that barbarous nations, bath 
ſuch as were at variance among themſelves, 
and thoſe that were at war with us, all 


agreed to a ceſſation of arms, as if they 


had been all in mourning for ſome very near 


and common friend. That ſome petty kings 


ſhaved their beards upon it, and thiir 
ladies heads, in token of their extreme 


forrow ; and that the king of kings for- 


"bore his exerciſe of hunting, and feaſling 
ewith his nobles, which among ft the Parth:- 


21, is equivalent to a ceſſation of all buſi- 
nee in a time of publick mourning with us. 


6. At Rome, upon the firſt news of his 
fickne/s, the city was in a great conflerna- 


lion and concern, waiting impatiently for 


further advice ; when ſuddenly in the even- 
ing, @ report without any certain author, 
run about, that he was recovered ; upon 
ewhich, the people flocked with torches and 
victims to the capitol, and avere ready to force

9. He got the name of Caligula, from 
the merriment of the ſoldiers with him in 
the camp, becauſe he was brought up among} 
them in the dreſs of à common ſoldier. And 


how much his education amongfl' them re-

commended him to their favour and 1ffetti- 
oratia valuerit, maxime cogni- 


on, appeared ſufficiently in that furious mu- 
tiny of the army, after the death of Au- 
guſius, when the fight of bim only gawe 
them a turn. For they perſiſted in their 


outrage, till they obJerved he wvas ſent off, 


and was conveying to à neighbouring city, to 
ſecure him againſt the danger of that uproar. 
Then at laſt they began to relent, and ſtop- 
ping the chariot he was in, earneſtiy begged 


that they might not be expoſed to the hatred 


and reſentment of the world, which ſuch æ 
proceeding muſt needs bring them under. 


10. He attended his father too in his ex- 
pedition into Syria. Aſter his return be 
lived fir ſi with his mother, and when ſe 


was baniſhed, with his great grand mother 
Livia Auguſta; in praiſe of whom, after 


ber deceaſe, tho he was then but a boy, he 
pronounced a funeral oration in the Roftra. 


He then went into the family of his grand- 


mother Antonia, and afterwards in the 
twentieth year of his age, being ſent for by 
Tiberius to Capreæ, he in one and the ſame 
day too: the manly habit, and /haved bis 


beard, but withaut any of the honours that 


had been paid to his brothers upon the like 
occaſion. Here tho all imaginable arts were 
uſed to force from bim a complaint againſt 


Tiberius, yet he never gave any the leaft 


handle of that kind againſt bim, taking no 
more notice of the ill uſage of his relations, 
than if nothing ami/s had befallen any one

He wai'exctedinply fond 
of ſeeing executions, and would fliroll about 
the firects in the night-time, diſguiſed in a 
perriwig and a long coat, and was paſſion- 
ately addicted to the theatrical arts of fing 
ing and dancing. All aubich Tiberius con- 
niwed at very willingly, in hopes they might 
perhaps corre#t the barbarous roughiit)s of 
his temper,” which the ſagacious old prince 
had fo perfe# an acquaintance with, that 
he would often declare, That Caius lived 
for the deſtruction of himſelf and man- 
kind, and that he brought up a water- 
ſnake for the Roman people, and a 
Phaeton for the world. 


12. Not long after, he married Tunia 
Claudilla, the daughter of M. Silanus, a 
gentleman of a very great family. And 
then being choſen augur in the room of hi 
brother Druſus, before he could be inaugu- 
rated, he was advanced to the pontificate, 
ci no ſmall commendation of his dutiful 
behaviour, and great capacity. And the 
court being now left deſolate and dflitute of 
all other ſupports, Sejanus being at that 


time ſuſpedted, and Joon after taken off, he 


aba, by degrtes raiſed to the hopes of ſuc- 
ceeding Tiberius in the government. For 
the more eflectual ſecuring of which, 101 
Funia's dying in child. bed, he engaged in a 


lewd commerce vith Ennia Neewia, the 


aue of Macro, at that time commander of 


the guards, promiſing to marry ber, if ever 
he came to'the empire; and gave her nit 
only his oath, but a note under his hand for 
it too. Having by her means infinuated 
himſelf far into Macro's favour he attempt- 
ed to poiſon Tiberius, as ſome are of opinion, 
and ordered his ring to be taken from him, 
before the breath was out of his body; and 
becauſe he ſeemed to hold it faſt, a pilliau

compaſſion threw it away, and retired; 
and that Tiberius, tho' he was ſenſible 
epough of it, yet durſt not take any no-

13. Having thus got the empire, he therein 


fulfilled the auiſb of the Roman people, hall 


1 jay, or mankind, He had been much 
longed for by the greateſt part of the pro- ; 
wincials and ſoldiers, moſ# of which had 


known him, when he was a child; at alſo 


bythe awhole body of the commonalty at Rome, 
from their affection for the memory of Ger- 
manicus his father, and compaſſion for the 


family almoſt quite defliroyed. Wherefore, ©

To this prodi- 


 gious live of bis baun countrymen for him, 


was added a remarkable r:/peft paid him 


by foreigners : for Artabanus king of the 


Parthians, w-ho had always ſhewn a hatred 


and contempt of Tiberius, courted his friend- 


ſhip, bad an interview with a conſular 
lieutenant of his, and paſſing the Euphra- 
tes adored the eagles, with the other Ro- 
man flandardi, and the images of the 
Caſars,"_ | 5 4 


15. And this vaſt reſpect of the world for 
bim, he very much improved, by pr adtiſing 
all the arts of popularity. After he had 
delivered with abundance of tears, @ ſpeech 
in praiſe of Tiberius, and interred bim with 


the utmoſi pomp and magnificence, he imme- 


diately haſlened over to Pandataria and the 
Pontian iſlands, to bring from thence the 


aſhes of his mother and brother; and to 


teſtiſy the dear regard he had for their me- 


mory, in a very tempefiuous ſeaſon Foo. 
He approached with à profound veneration, 


and put them into the urns with his own 
hands. And. hawing brought them in the 
like formality to Ojtia, with a fireamer 
upon the flern of his ſhip, and from thence 
up the Tiber to Rome, they were bore by 
perſons of the greateft figure in the equeſiri- 
an order, on two biers, into the Mauſoleum,

He at- 
tempted likewiſe to reflore the people to their 
antient right of voting in the choice of ma- 
giftrates. He paid very honturably, and 
without any diſpute the legacies left by Tibe- 
rius in his vill, tho it bad been ſet aſide, 
as likewiſe thoſe I:ft by the will of Livia 
Auguſta, which Tiberius bad ſuppreſſed. 
He remitted too the hundredth penny due in 
all auctions to the goverment throughout 
Traly. He made up to mary the loſs tb 


had ſuflained by fire; and if he riftored 1 


any princes their kingdoms, he likewiſe gave 
them all the arrears of taxes, or other in- 


come of their kingdoms, for the time of thiir 


deprivation, as to Antiochus of Coma gene, 
the confiſcation of whoſe kingdom amounted 
to @ hundred million of ſcfterces. And tv 
let the world ſee that he was ready to en- 
couroge good examples in every kind, he 
gavea freed: woman eighty thouſand /eflerces, 
for concealing à crime of ber patron, noi- 
ail hſlanding foe was put to the moſt exqui- 
fite torture to force a diſcovery from ber. 
For which things, among ft other honeurz, 
a golden ſhield was decreed for him, which 
the ſeveral companies of pri: ſts were to carry 
yearly, upon a certain day, into the Capitol, 
with the ſenate attending, and noblemn'i 
children of both ſexcs, celebrating the praiſe 
of his virtues in ſongs. It was likewiſe 
ordained, that the day on which be begun 
his reign ſhould be called Palilia, in token 
of the city's being at that time, as it were, 
new. founded. OT 
17. He bore four conſulſhips, the ff 
from the kalends of July for two months: 
the ſecond from the kalends of Fanuary 


for thirty days: the third "till the idit of 


January, and the feurth till the ſeventh 
of the ſume ides : of all which he held the 
tao loft ſucceſſruely.

18. He preſented ſome ſhows of gladia- 
tors partly in th: amphitheatre of Taurus, 


and partly in the Septa, with which he in- 
termixed troops of the choiceſt boxers from 
Campania and Africa. He did not always 


prefide himſelf upon thoſe occaſions, but gave 
a commiſſion to the magiſtrates or his friends 
Sometimes to ſupply his place. He very fre- 
quently entertained the people with flage- 
plays of various kinds, and in ſeveral parts 


of the town, and ſometimes by night, with 
He lie- 


lights ſet up all over the town. 
wiſe made ſcrambles among the people, and 
diſtributed to every man a baſket of bread 
with other vidtuali, upon which occafion 
he ſent his own ſhare to a Roman knight, 


that was placed oppoſite to him, and eat 


very merrily and heartily : and to a ſenator 
for the ſame reaſon a patent, whereby he, 
in a manner extraordinary, appointed him 
a pretor. He likewiſe exhibited a great 
many Circenſian games from morning till 
night, with the hunting of wild beafts from 
Africa intermixed, or the Trojan game; 
and ſome of theſe games were very extraor- 
dinary, the Circus being overſpread with 
wvermillion and chryſacolla, and none rid 


the chariots but gentlemen of the ſenatorian 


order. And ſome he preſented upon the 
Sudden, when upon his viewing from the 
Geletiana the furniture of the Circus, be 
was defired /o to do by a few people from 
the neighbouring Mezniana. * na

20. He likewiſe exhibited publick diver- 
frons in Sicily, Græcian games at Syracuſe, 
and miſcellaneous ſports at Lugdunum in 
Gaul: as alſaa canteſ! for pre-eminence in 
the Gracian and Roman elaguence, in which, 
they tell you, ſuch as were baffled brfowed 
rewards upon the b:/t performers, and were 

obliged to compoſe ſpeeches in their praiſe ;

æohich was that of Fupiter Olympicas, to. 
be brought from Greece, that he might take. 
the heads off, and put on his own. He car- 
ried on a part of the Palatium as far as the 


forum; and the temple of Caſlor and Pol- 


lux being transformed inta a kind of porch. 
to his houſe, he would often fland betwixt | 
the two brothers, and ſo preſent himſelf to 
be wor ſhipped by all comers ; and ſome ſalut- 
ed bim by the name of Jupiter Latialis. 


He ordered likewiſe a temple and priefts,

The widtims were flamingos, peacocks, buſ- 
tards, Numidice, turky-hens, pheaſant- 
bent, each ſacrificed their ſeveral days. And 
in the night he uſed conflantly to invite the 
moon when full to his embraces, In the 
day time he talked in private with Tupiter 
Capitolinus, one while whiſpering to him, 
and another turning his ear to him, ſome- 
times he would talk aloud, and in railing 
language. For heawas over-heard tothreaten 
the God in the following terms.

ranked him among fl the Cæſars. He pre- 


tended his mother aua. begot in inceft, which 


Auguſius committed with his daughter Ju- 
lia. And not content with this wile refiic- 
tion upon the memory of Auguſtus, be for- 
bid his victories at Aftium, and upon the 
coafts of Sicily, to be celebrated by feſtiwali 
as uſual, pretending they had been of ihe 
moſt diſmal and pernicious conſequence 10 
the Roman people. He called bis grand- 
mother Livia Auguſta ULYssEs in a wo- 
man's dreſs, and bad the impudence to re- 
fie uten ber in a letter to the ſenate, as 


of mean birth, and defcended from a grand-

the ſun was violently hot, he would order 
the cover of the theatre to be drawn off, 
and forbid any one to be let out; and with- 


drawing the uſual apparatus for the enter- 


tainment, preſented only wild beafls almoſt 
fined to death, the moſt ſorry gladiators, 


 decrepit with age, and fit only for the peg- 


ma, beſides noted houſckeefers, but fuch as 


ewere remarkable for ſome bodily in ir mily. 


And ſometimes ſhutting up the the publick 
granaries, he wauld oblige the people 10 


flarve for a while.

him ſome advice, as if it wwas but a ſmall 


matler to give no regard to it, be ſaid, 
Remember that all things are lawful for 
me. When he was going to put his bro- 
ther to death, whom he ſuſpected to take 
antidotes for fear of poiſon, What, ſays 
he, an Antidote againft Cæſar? Aud 
oben he baniſhed his ſiſters, be threatening- 
ly told them, that be had not only iſland; 


at command, but ſawords too. A pretorian 
gentleman having ſent ſeveral times from 


Anticyra, whither he had gone for his 


health, for leave to continue longer, he or- 


dered him to be ſlain, and added withal, 


That bleeding was neceſſary for one that 
had found no benefit by the uſe of hel- 


lebor for ſo long a time. He »ſed twwry 


tenth day to ſubſcribe the number of priſon- 
ers appointed for execution, and this he 
called clearing his accounts. And having 
condemned ſeveral Gauls and Greeks at one 
time, he boa ſted he had conquered Gal- 
logræcia. 

30. He hardly ſuffired any one 10 be 
put to death, but by ſlight and frequently 
repeated flrokes, this being a wwell- kncqvn 
and conflant order of his, uton thoſe occa- 
ions, Strike ſo, that he may feel himſelf 
die.

did not enuy. The rex nemorenſis hatin 
many years enjoyed the honour of the prieſi- 
hood, he procured an able-bodied antagoniſi 
to oppoſe him. One Porius an Eſedarian 
having at a publick ſhow of gladiators, 
manumiſed a ſlave of his for his ſucceſs in 
fighting, and being clapt extremely for it, 
he aroſe in ſuch a hurry from his ſeat, that 
treading upon the lap of his toga, he came 
tumbling down the ſtept, full of indigna- 
tion, and crying out, That a people that 
were maſters of the world, paid a greater 
reſpeR to a gladiator for a trifle, than to 
princes received amongſt the gods, or to 
himſelf there preſent amongſt them. 

36. He never had the leaſt regard ti- 
ther to the chaſlity of his own perſon, or 
that of other people. He is ſaid to have 
been inflamed with an unnatural paſſion for 
M. Lepidus Munefier the pantomimich, 
and ſome hofloges ; and to hawe engaged 
ewith them in a practice of mutual pollu- 
tion. Valerius Catullus, a young man « 
a conſular family, bawled it out publick'y, 
that he had belabcured the emperor in that 
vile way, till his ſides aked with the work. 
Be ſides his inceſt with his filers, and his 
notorious paſſion for the profiitute Pyrallis, 

there was hardly any lady of conſiderable 
diſiinfion, that he did nat make free with, 
aohich he uſed commonly to invite along wits 
their buſbands to ſupper ; and as thiy prſſid 
by his feet, viewed them wery nicely and 
aeliberately, like thoſe who traffick in 
flawes ; and if any out of modeſty held down 
their faces, lifting them up with his hand. 
Then, when he had a fancy ta it, hewould 
quit the room, and ſend for her he likid 
beſt, and ſion after return with the marks 
of leaudneſi freſh upon bim; and would be- 
fore the company commend or diſparage her, 
running over the advantages or defects of 
her per ſon and behaviour in private. He 
fent ſome a divorce in the name of their 
abſent huſbands, and ordered it to be fut 

down in the publick acts. |

38. Exhauſtus igitur atque

Negabat 
jure civitatem Romanam uſur- 
Pare eos quorum majores ſibi 
poſteriſq; eam impetraſſent, niſi 
filii eſſent. Neq; enim intelli- 
gi debere poſteras ultra hunc 
gradum. Prolataq; Divorum 
Juhi er Auguſti diplomata ut 
vetera et obſoleta deflebat. Ar- 
guebat et perperam editos cen- 
ſus, quibus poſtea quacumq; de 
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warm and cold; drink pearls of immenſe 
value, difſolved in vinegar ; and ſerve up 
for his gueſts bread and other victuali, all 
of gold; often ſaying, That a man ought 
either to be a good huſband, or an empe- 
ror. Nay, he ſcattered money likewiſe to a 
prodigious ſum amongſt the people from the top 
of theFulian court, for ſeveral days tagetber. 
He built too, ſhips with ten banks of cars 
after the Liburnian faſhion, whoſe ſterns 
were decked with jewels, and Jails were 
parti xoloured, with large baths, portico's 
and rooms of entertainment, and with 


great variety too of vines, and other fruit- 


trees. In theſe he would ſail along the 
coaſis of Campania, feafling in the day- 
time amidſi concerts of mufick, In the 
building of his palaces and country ſeats, 
in defiance to all ſenſe and reaſon, he deft- 
red to ect nithing ſo much, as what was 


Said to be impoſſible. Accordingly moles 


were formed in a deep and turbulent ſea, 


rocks of the hardest tone cut away, and 


plains raiſed to the height of mountains 
with a vaſt maſs of earth, and the tops of 
mountains levelled by digging, and with 
incredible ſpeed too; for all remiſſne/ſs was 


ſure to be capital. And not to reckon up 


particulars, he Iaviſhed away a moſt pro- 
digious (late, and all the treaſure that 


had been amaſſed together by Tiberius Cas 


far, amounting to two thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred millions of ſeſlerces, within liſi than 


à year's time. 


38. Being therefore quite exhauſled, and 
in want of money, be fell to plundering his 
ſubjects, by all the ways and means of 
falſe accuſation, confiſcation and taxes, 
that could be invented. He declared thoſe 
had no right to the freedom of Rome, 
zvhboſe anceſtors had obtained it for them- 
ſelwes and their poſterity, unleſs they were 
ons; for that none under that degree ought 
to be reckoned as polterity. And wh.n 
the grants of Julius and Auguſtus awere 
produced pon 4 hiſe occaſions, he put on a 
ſhew of concern, but ſaid they were old 
and out of date, He charged too all thoſe 
with giving in a falſe account of their

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eflates, who after the taking of the cenſus, 
had by any means whatever improved them, 
He made woid the wwills of all thoſe that 
had been centurions of the firfl rank in the 
army, as tefliimonies of their baſe ingrati- 
tude, if from the beginning of Tiberius; 
reign, they had not made either that prince 
or himſelf their heir, The like be did too 
by the wills of all others, if any one did 
but pretend to ſay, that they defgned at 


their death to leave Ceſar their heir. The 
_ publick being terrified at this proceeding, he 


was new, by perſons unknown to him, joined 
heir with their friends, and by parents 
ewith their children. And theſe he ſaid ban- 
tered bim, in pretending to live any longer 
after fuch an appointment ; and accordingly 
ſent many of them poiſoned cakes. He uſed 
to fit for the trial of ſuch cauſes himſelf, 
determining beforehand the ſum, for the rai- 
Ang of which he propoſed to fit ; and after 
he had made it up, quitted the bench. And 
he wwas upon thoſe occafions a man of mighty 
diſpatch, condemning by one fingle ſentence 
forty perſons, charged with different accu- 
Jations ; upon which he boaſied to Cæſonia 
at her awaking, What a great deal of bu- 
ſineſs he had done, whilſt ſhe was taking 
her noon-nap. He expoſed to ſale in the 
way of auction, all that was left of the fur- 
niture of his publick ſhews for the diver ſion 
of the people, and obliged the company to take 
off bis ware at a price /o extravagant, that 
ſome were ruined in their fortunes by it, and 


bled themſelves to death. It is a well known 
flory that is told of Aponius Saturninus, who 


happening to take a nap as he ſat by at the 
ſale, Caius called out to the faleſman not ts 
overlook the Prætorian gentleman that nod- 
ded to him ſo frequently ; and accordingly the 
fellow went on with his work, pretending 
to take his nods for tokens of aſſent, till 
thirteen gladiators were knocked off to him 
at nine millions of ſefterces. 


39. Hawving fold off too in Gaul all the 


cloaths, furniture, flaves, and even freemen 
belonging to his filers, at prodigious prices, 
he was ſo pleaſed with the money he made of 
them, that he ſent for all the old furnitur? 
of the court from the city, taking up for the 
convejing of it to him all the hackney car- 
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tit: comprehenſis ad deportan- | 


dum meritoriis quoq; vehiculis, 
et piſtrinenſibus jumentis: adeo 
ut et panis Rome ſæpe defice- 
ret, et litigatorum plerique, 
quod occurrere abſentes ad va - 
dimonium non poſſent, cauſa 
caderent.

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W together with the horſes and mules 
belonging to the bakers every where upon the 
road, that they often wanted bread at Rome ; 
and a great many that had ſuits at law in 
hand, by reaſon they could not make their 


appearance in due time, according to their 


Bail. bond, loft their cauſes. And in the /ell- 
ing off of this furniture, all manner of 
*wheedling and cheating was employed. Some- 


times be æwould rail at his cuſtomers for 


their covetouſne/s, and becauſe they were 
not aſhamed to be richer than him; ano- 


ther while he would pretend to be ſorry be 
had parted with what belonged to the court 
fo private perſons. He bad diſcovered that 
a rich gentleman of that province had given 
tuo hundred thouſand ſeſterces to thoſe that 
were employed by him to invite company ta 
his table, to be admitted to that honour, and 
he was well enough pleaſed to find it valued 


at ſa high a rate. He ſent the day following 


Jome bauble or another to him, as he was 
fitting at the ſale, which he told him he 
muſt pay two hundred thouſand ſeflerces for, 
and that he ſhould ſup with Cæſar upon 


his own invitation. 


40. He levied his new taxes, and 
Such as were never heard of before, at firſt 
by the publicans, but afterwards, becauſe 
the money arifing from thence was prodi- 
gious, by centurions and tribunes of the 
guards, no kind either of things or per- 
ſons being exempted from the payment of 
ome duty or other. For all eatables that 
were ſold in the city, a certain exciſe was 
exacted. For all law-ſuits and trials in 


what court foever, the fortieth part of 


the ſum in diſpute ; and ſuch as were con- 
wifted of agreeing or dropping the matter 
in debate, were made liable to a penalty, 
Out of the day-wages of porters, he re- 
ceived an eighth part ; and of the gains of 
common ſtrumpets, as much as they receiv- 
ed for one bout, And a clauſe was inſert- 
ed in the law, that all thoſe ſhould be 
liable to pay, who kept women for proſtitu- 
tion or ſale; and that matrimony itſelf 


' ſhould not be exempt.

ed to publick view, great blunders were 
committed, for want of a ſufficient know. 


ledge of the law. At length, upon the im- 


fortunate requeſt of the people, he hung up 
the aft, but avrit in a very ſmall character, 
and in a very narrow place, that no body 
might tranſcribe it. And, to leave no ſort 
of exadtion untried, he ſet up a flew in the 
palatium, with a great variety of apart- 


ments, furniſhed in a manner ſuitable (o 


the dignity.of the place; in which married 
ewomen and bays free-born flood ready for 
the reception of all comers. He ſent too his 


nomenclators about the forums and courts, 


to invite both young and old to his broth:l; 
and lent money to ſuch as came upon intereſt, 
clerks attending to take deaun the names of 


them, as of perſons that were promoters ef 


the emperor's YEVENUME., Gaming too was a 
method of raiſing money he did not think 
below his notice; for by the help of lying 
and for ſwearing together, he made it turn 
to conſiderable account. And once leaving 
the management of his play to u fillow- 
gameſter that ſat next him, he fiept to the 


door, and "ſpying two rich Roman knights 


poſing by, he orderid them immediately to 
be ſeiſed, and their eſtates confiſcated; and 
then returning to his company full of joy, he 
boaſled that he had newer had better luck 
at game in his life. C 
42. After his daughter was born, com- 
plaining of his poverty, and the burthen 
that lay heavy upon him, not only as he ab 
emperor, but à he was a father too, he re- 
ceived contributions for her maintenance 
and fortune. He liteaviſe game notice by pro- 
clamation, that he auculd receive new years 
gifts the firſl of January following ; and 
ſlood at the door of his houſe accordingly, 
to receive the preſents which people of all 


ranks threw doaun before him by handfuls 


and lapfuls. At laſi biing inflamed with 


a furious defire of feeling money, he woul! 


oftentimes walk over great heaps of gold 


coin ſpread upon a large fraer, and 104ul 


his whole body over and wver again 1½on 
them, ar ada

43. He never but once meddled with mi- 


litary affairs at all, and that not upon any 
ſedate and deliberate confideration, but in 


his journey to Mewvania, to ſee the grove and 
river of Clitumnus ; being put in mind of 


recruiting his company of Batavians which 


he had about him, he reſolved upon an ex- 


pedition into Germany, and without more

ads, drew together ſtveral legions and aux- 
iliary forces from all quarters, and made 


new. levies every where with the utmoſt ri- 


gour ; and laying in proviſions of all kinds, 
beyond what had ever been done by any man 
upon the like occaſion, he put himſelf. upon 
his march; and he purſued it with Jo much 
hafle and hurry ſometimes, that the guards 


were obliged, contrary to cuflom, to lay their 
ftandaras upon the backs of horſes or mules, 
and jo folluau him. Sometimes again he would 


march with that lazineſs and niceneſs, that 
he would be carried in a chair by eight min, 
and ordered the roads to be ſwept by the com- 


| monaliy of the neighbouring cities, and 
ſprinkled with water too, to lay the duft. 


44. Aſter he had reached the camp, to 


ſew himſelf a briſk and ſevere general, he 


cafhiered the lieutenant- generals, that came 
up late with the auxiliary forces from divers 
parts. And in reviewing the army, he took 
their companies from moſt of the centurions 


of the firſt rank, that had now ſerved up 


their legal time in the wars, and from ſome 
but a few days before their time would have 


been up, alleaging againſt them their great 
age and infirmity; and railing at the cove- 


tous humour of the reſt of them, he reduced 


the premiums due to ſuch as had ſerved up 


their time to the ſum of ſix thouſand ſeſterces. 


— 


And tho be did no more than receive the ſub- 


miſſion of Adminius the ſon of Cinobellinus, a 


_ Britiſh prince, who being forced from his 


native country by his father, came over to 
him with a ſmall body of troops, yet as if 
the whole iſland had been ſurrendered up to 
him, he ſent bouncing letters to Rome upon 
it ; ordering the bearers to proceed in their 
chaiſe dirediy up to the Forum and the Se- 
nate houſe, and not ta deliver the letters 
but ta the conſuls in the temple of Mars, 
and before a full aſſembly of the ſenators.

45. Soon after this, for want of au 
enemy, he ordered a few Germans of his 
guard to be carried over and concealed on 
the other 2 of the Rhine, and word to be 
brought him after dinner, in a mighty hur- 
7 that the enemy was advancing. Which 

eing accordingly done, he immediately poſt - 
ed away with his friends, and a part of 
the horſe-guards into the next wood, and 
cutting away the branches of ſome trees, and 
dreſſing them up in a manner of trophies, 
he returned by torch light, upbraiding thoſe 
that did not follow him with timorouſne/s 
and cowardice ; but preſented the compani- 
ons and ſharers of his victory with a new 
kind of crowns, and under a ntw name, 
with the repreſentation of the ſun, moon, 
and flars upon them, which he called ex- 
ploratoriz. Again, ſome hoſtages by his 
order avere taken out of a ſchool, and pri- 
wately ſent off ; upon notice of which be 
immediately roſe from table, purſued them 
with the horſe, as if they bad run away, 
and coming up with them, brought them 


back in chains, praceeding to an extrava- 


gant height in this piece of military farce 
too. Upon fitting down to table again, when 


ſome came to acquaint him that the army 


was all come in, he ordered them to fit 
down as they were in their coats of mail, 
animating them in the awords of that avell- 
known werſe of Virgil, To hold it out, 
and reſerve themſelves for happier cir- 
cumſtances. In the mean time he chid the 
ſenate and people of Rome, by a very ſevere 
proclamation, For revelling and frequent- 


ing the diverſions of the circus and 


theatre, and enjoying themſelves in 
their country-houſes, whilft their empe- 
ror was fighting,. and expoling his per- 

ſon to the greateſt dangers. | 
46. At laſt, as if he was riſolved to 
make an end of the wwar at once, drawing 
up his army upon the ſhore of the ocean, 
with his balifie and other engines of war, 
whilſt nobody was able to conceive or i na- 
gine what he was going to do, on a ſudden 
he commanded them to gather up the /ca- 
ſhells, and fill their helmits and laps of 
their coats with them, calling them the 
{foils of the ocean due to the Capitol

Hon of ſhips at fea; and then promiſing 
the ſoldiers a donative of an hundred dena - 


rii a man, as if he had outdone the high- 


eft examples of generofity, Go your ways, 
Jays he, and be merry, go and be rich. 


47. Upon bis applying himſelf to make 


proper preparations for his triumph, beſides 


priſoners and ſuch as had deſerted from the 


Barbarians, he choſe out the tallefl men in 


all Gaul, and ſuch as he ſaid were fitteft 
for a triumph, and ſome of the moſt confi- 


derable perſons in the province, and reſer- 


ved them to prace the ſolemnity; and obli- 
ged them not only to aye their hair of a yel- 
lowifh colour, and let it grow long, but to 
learn the German tongue, and take upon 


them names that were uſed in that country. 


He ordered likewiſe the triremes, in which 
he had entered the ocean, to be carried a 
good part of the way to Rome by land. He 
awrit too to the collectors of his revenue in 
the city, To make proper preparations 
for a triumph, againſt his arrival, at as 
imall an expence as poſſible; but yer 
{uch an one as had never been before it, 
ſince they had full power and authority 
to ſeiſe the eſtates of all men whatever. 

48. Before he left the province, he form- 
ed a deſign of” the meſi' horrid cruclty, to 
maſſacre the legions that bad mutinied upon 
the death of Auguſtus, for ſeiſing and de- 


taining by violence his father Germanicus 


their commander, and himſelf thin an in- 
fant, in the camp. And tho' he was with 
great difficulty aiſſuaded from Jo raſb a de- 
ſign, yet in "ſpite of all that could be ſaid 
or done to hinder him, he reſalued however 
to put to death every tenth man. According - 
ly he ordered them to afſemble unarmed, 
and without ſo much as their ſwords ; and 
when they were met, ſurrounded them with 
armed horſe. But finding that a great ma- 
ny of them, from a ſuſpicion of Jome arfign 
upon them, were making off, to arm for 
their defence, in caſe any violence was of- 
fered them, be got away as faft as he could 


out of the afſembly,and immediattly marched

divert the reports that run about Concerning 
theſe horrid defigns of his : he complained 
among ſi other things, that he was defrauded 
4 a fair triumph, whereas he had but juft 
efore forbidden, upon pain of death, ary 
honours to be dicreed him. 368 
49. He was in his march waited upon 
by deputies from the ſenatorian order, beg. 
ging of him to haſten his return; to whom 
he replied with a loud voice, I will come, 
J will come, and this along with me, 


| frequently firiking the hilt of the ſword he 


had on. He declared too by proclamation, 
That he was coming, but for thoſe only 


that wiſh'd for him, the Equeſtrian order 


and the people ; for that he would no 
longer behave as a fellow-citizen or a 
prince to the ſenate. He forbid likewiſe 


any of the ſenators to come to meet him; and 


either dropping or deferring his triumph, 
he entered the city in ovation upon his birth- 
day; and within four months was ſlain, 


. after he had ventured upon the greateſi wil- 


lanies that ever man committed, and whilf 


he was attempting flill greater. For he had 


 entertainid a d:fign of removing to Antiun, 
afier that to Alrxandria ; but firſt reſalutd 


to murther all the flower of the equeſtrian 


and ſenatori an orders: which is put beyond. 


all queſtion by tauo books that were found in 
his cabinet, under different titles, the one 
being called SWORD, and the other Dac- 
GR. They bath of them contained privy 
marks, and the names of ſuch as had bein 
diſtined by him to deſtnuction. A huge chiſt 
ab, found likewiſe, filled with variety of 
poiſons; wwhich being afterwards thrown 
into the ſea by the order of Claudius, /o 


infected the awatcrs, they ſay, that the fiſh 


avere poiſoned, and thrown out dead upon 
the neighbouring ſhores. 
50. He was tall, of a very pale com- 


plexion, ill-ſhaped, his neck and legs be- 


ing very ſlender, his tyes and temples hol- 
low, his forehead broad and grim, and 


his hair thin, and quite gone about the 


crown ; all ower the other parts of bis 
body he was wery hairy, Wherefore it 
was reckoned a heinous and a capital crime 
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riore parte, ac omnino qua- 
cumq; de cauſa capram nomina 
re, criminoſum et exitiale habe- 
batur.

nance, which auas by nature horrible and 
frightful, he purpoſely rendered more fo, 


forming it by a glaſs into a moſt terrible 


and hidrous appearance. He was cr 
both in body and mind, being troubled when 


a hey with the falling fickneſs. When be 


arrived at the years of manhood, he would 


endure fatigue tolerably well, yet fo that 


ſometimes he would be ſeized with ſuch a 
faintneſs, that he could ſcarce walk, tand, 


recover when 


his mind, and bad now and then thoughts 
of retiring to purg, his brain. It is be- 


lievid he had a love potion given him by his 


wife Cæſonia, that threw him into a 
phrenſy. What moſt of all diſordered 


bim, was want of ſleep ; for he ſeldom got 


more than three or four hours reſt in a 
night, and even then he ſlept not very qui- 


_ etly, but was diſturbed by flrange appear- 
ances; as once he fancied the ocean talked 
to him. Wherefore being weary with lying 


ſo much of the night awake, be would one 
awhile fit upon the bed, another twhile walk 
in the longeſt porticos about his houſe, and 
now and then call and look out for day. 
porticus vagus, 
cl. To this craſy conflitution of mind 
may, I think, very juſtly be imputed two 
faults he had of quite contrary nature to 
one another, an exceſs of aſſurance and fear. 


For he that deſpiſ d the gods ſo much, upon 


any little thunder and lightning, d, 
ſhut his eyes, and wrap up his head in his 
coat, and if it thundered and ligbiened much, 


avould get up, and hide himſelf under the 
bed. In his viſit to the iſle of Sicily, after 


he had made a jeſt of many firange things 
ewhich that country preſents, he ran away 
ſuddenly in the night from M. ana, being 
frighted ſorely at the ſmoke and noiſe of 
mount Airna. And though he was with his 
tongue very valiant againfl th: Barbariang, 
yet upon paſſing a narrow d file in Germany 
in his chaiſe, with his troops crowded cloſe 
about him, ſame body happening to ſay, There

occaſſoned by news brought him of the di- 
feat of his army, | 5 
52. In his cloalhs, fhoes, and other parts 
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would be no ſmall conſternation amongſt 
them, if any enemy ſhould appear, 3. 
immediately mounted his horſe, and ſcoaur. 
ing off to the bridges in vaſt haſte, but find. 
ing them fag avith foldiers, ſervants, 
and carriages, he auas in ſuch a hug, hurry, 
that he aas handed above the head: cf the 
people quite over. And ſoon after upon 
hearing of the wars breaking out again in 
Germany, be was making ay to quit 
Rome, and providing fleets for the purpoſe, 
comforting himſeif with this conſideration, 
that if the enemy ſhould prove victoribus, 
and poſſeſs themſelves of the tops of the Alpi 
as the Cimbri had done, or of the city, as 
the Senones had, he fhould flill bade the 
tranſmarine provinces in reſerve. And for 
this reaſon 1 ſuppoſe it was, that thoſe colo 
killed him thought fit to give out among fi 
the ſoldiers, who were all in an uproar upon 
the occaſion of his death, that he had laid 
violent hands upon himſelf, in a frigit 


of his dreſs, he neither Rept to the faſbion 
of his country, or his ſex, or ſuch as was ſui- 
table to a human creature. He would often 
times appear abroad dreſſed up in an em- 
broidered cloak ſet with jewels, in a tunict 
with ſleeves, and with bracelets upon bis 
arms; ſometimes all in filks and in à abb: 


man's driſs ; and ſometimes in the crepi 


or buſkins, ſametimes in a ſort of ſhoes uſed 
by the meaner ſoldiers, or thoſe of women, 
and commonly with a golden beard fixed to 


bis chin, holding in his hand a thunder 


Bolt, a trident, or a caduceus, marks of 
diſtinction belonging to the gods only. Some- 
times too he was 7 55 in the dreſs of Venus. 
He cuore too very commonly the triumphal 
dreſs, even before his expedition, and ſome* 
times the thorax of Alexander the Great, 
taken out of the vault where his body lay. 


53. Of the liberal ſciences he meadled 
very little with philology, but applied hin- 
ſelf very cloſely to the ſtudy of eloquence, 
being indeed elegant and ready enough it 
his delivery ; eſpecially, if he was ang!): 
he had words and ſentences in abundance 
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tiæ ſupp etebat: pronuntiatio 
quoq; et vox, ut neq; eodem 
loco pre ardore conſiſteret et 
exaudiretur a procul ſtantibus.

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His pronunciation was fo wehement, and 
his voice fo ſtrong. that he could not ſtand 
Hill in a place, and was heard at a great 


diflance. When he came to harangue, bt 


threatened the ſword of his lucubration, 
and ſo much deſpiſed a joft ſmooth ſtile, that 
he ſaid Seneca, who was then in mighty 
vogue, Writ only boyiſh declamations, 
and that his language was meer ſand 
without lime. And when pleaders came 
off with ſucceſs, he wrote anſwers to their 
peeches. And would exerciſe himſelf in 
penning accuſations or vindications of per- 
ſons of figure that were impeached before the 
ſenate. And according to his ſucceſs there= 
in, would diflreſs or relieve the party by 


his vote in the houſe, inviting the eguelri- 


an order by proclamation to hear him. 


64. He likewiſe applied himſelf with 


great eagerneſi to the practice of various 


other arts, as fencing, riding the chariot, 
ſinging and dancing. He practiſed in fenc- 
ing with the weapons uſed in fighting ; and 
drove the chariot in Circas's built in ſeveral 


places. He was ſo exceſſively fond of fing- 


ing and dancing, that be could not refrain 
in the theatre, from ſinging along with the 
tragedians, and imitating the geſtures a 

the actors in the way of approbation, or 


correction. And it was thought be ordered 


a pervigilium upon the day be was ſlain, 
for no other reaſon, but to take the oppor- 
tunity, that the licentiouſneſs of ſuch a 


ſeaſon gave him, of making his fit ap- 


pearance upon the flage. He danced ſome- 
times by night too. And once ſending for 


three conſular gentlemen in the ſecond awatch 


of the night, who were under terrible ap- 
prebenſions upon it, he placed them by the 


ſtage, and then all on a ſudden came bounc- 
ing out, with a buge noiſe of flutes and 
ſcabella, dreſſed up in a palla and a tunick 
reaching down to his heels; and after he 
had danced out a ſang, went off again. 
And yet he that learned other things ſo well, 
could not ſwim. 


55. Such as be once took a' fancy too, be 
favoured even ta madneſi. He ujed to kiſs 
Dd2 | favit.

Maeſler the pantomimick publickly in the 
theatre ; and if any one made the leaſt noiſe 
evhile he was dancing, be would order hin 
to be dragged out of his ſeat, and ſcourged 
him with his own hand. A Roman knight 


once making ſome buſtle, he ſent him by a 


centurion, a command to go forth ith down 
to Oftia, and carry a letter of his to king 
Ptolemy in Mauritania. The words of 
ewhich were theſe, Do neither good nor 
harm to the bearer. He made ſome gla- 
diators captains of his German guard. 
He took from the gladiators called Mirmil- 
lones ſome of their arms. One Columbus 
coming off with victory in a combat, but 
beirg ſlightly wounded, he ordered ſo me poi- 
fon to be infuſed into the wound, which 
From thence he called Columbinum. Fer 
thus its certain it was feund put down with 


his own hand amongf! other poiſons. He 
abo extravagantly fond of the party of 


charioteers that rid in green, that he ſup- 


fed and ledged for fome time conflantly in 
the ſtable where their horſes were kept. 


Ard at a certain revel he made a preſent 
of twenty hundred thouſand ſefterces to one 
Cythicus a driver of a chariat. The day 
before the Circenfian games, he uſed by bit 
ſoldiers to enjoin the whole neighbourhood 
ſelence, that the repofe of his horſe Incita- 
tus might not be diſturbed; for whom, be- 
fraes a marble ſtable, an ivory manger, 
ſcarlet body cloaths, and a bracelet of jewel, 
he appointed a houſe, with a retinue of ſlawes, 
and fine furniture, for the handſome reception 
of ſuch as were invited in the horſe's name 
to ſup with him. It is ſaid too, that he 
a: figned to hawe made him conſul. | 


56. During this frantick and ſavage 
behaviour, a great many had a good mind 
to be upon him; but one or two conſpiracies 


coming to light, and others keeping off for 
want of opportunity, at laſt tavo laid their 
heads together, and accompliſhed their di- 
ſign, not without the privity of fome of the 
greateſt favourites amongſt his freed-mecn, 


and the commanders of the guard 3 becauſe 


having been named, though falſely, as con- 
cerned in one conſpiracy againſt him, they 


perceived he was jealous of them, and hated

and he was continually ever after accuſing 


. them to one another, and ſetting thim all 


together by th: ears The conſpirators bau- 
ing reſolved to fall on him as he came at 
noon from the Palatine games, Caſſius Chæ- 


rea, a tribune of a battalion of the guards, 


deſired he might begin the onſet. This 


Coærea was now an elderly man, whom © 


Caius was uſed to treat in the moſt ſcurri- 
lous and abuſive manner, as a ſoft effemi- 
nate fellow ; and when he came for the 
awatch-wword, he would give him Priapus or 
Venus ; and when he returned bim thanks 
upon any occaſion, he awould offer him his 
hand to kiſs in a figure and gefture of lewd 


zmitation. 


57. There were ſeveral prodigies that 
gave notice of bis approaching fate. The 
/tatue of Fupiter at Olympia, which he 


had ordered to be taken down and brought 


to Rome, all on a ſudd:n burſt out into ſuch 
à violent fit of laughter, that the machines 
employed in the work being all in diſorder 
upon it, the workmen ran away, And im- 
mediately thereupon came in one Caſſius by 
name, who ſaid that he was commanded in 


a dream to ſacrifice a bull to Tupiter, The 


Capitol at Capua was firuck with lightning 


upon the ides of March; as alſo at Rome too, 


the apartment of the principal flawe about 
the Palatium ; which ſame conſtrued as a 
preſage, that the maſter thereof was in 
ome danger of his life from his own guards; 
an d the former they thought a ſign of ſuch 
notable execution, as had formerly bappen- 
ed upon the ſame day. Sylla the aftrologer 
too being conſulted by him about his nativi- 
ty, aſſured him, That death would una- 
voidabiy and ſpeedily befal him. The 
oracle of fortune at Antium, likewiſe fore- 
warned him of Caſſius; for which reaſon 
be had given orders for the putting to death 
of Caſſius Longinus, at that time pro-conſul 
of Afia ; never confidering that Cherea 
was called Caffius too. The day before his 


death, he dreamt that he was flanding .

tumbled headlong with a great puſh from the 
great toe of his right foot down upon the ear th. 
Some things too were looked upon as ominous 
preſages, that happened the wery day of his 
death a little before it. As he auas at /a- 
errfice he was beſpattered auith the blood of a 
famingo. And the pantomimick Mneſter 


danced a tragedy, which the tragedian Ne. 
optolemus bad formerly acted at the games, 


in which Philip the king of the Macedoni- 
ans was lain. And in the mimus called 
Laureolus, wherein the actor running out 


in a hurry and falling vomited blood, ſeveral 


of the ſecondary actors vying with one ano- 
ther to give the beſi ſpecimen of their art, 
made the whole flage run down with blood, 
And for the night a ſort of play was de- 
figned, wherein the fabulous accounts of the 


inſernal regions vere to be repreſented by 
Ep yptians and Ethiopians. 


58. Upon the ninth of the kalends of Fe. 
bruary, and about the ſeventh hour of the 
day, being in ſome doubt whether he ſhould 
riſe to dinner, bis flomach being out of order 
with what he had eaten the day before, at 
laſt by the advice of his friends he came 
out; and ſome boys of noble extraction, 
that had been ſent for from Aſia to act upon 


the flage, ſtanding to wait for him in a 


private portico, thro' which he was to paſs, 
he made a flop to view and ſpeak to them ; 
and, but that the chief of them ſaid he had 
got cold, he would hawe gone back, and made 
them have acted jufl then, There are two 
different accounts given of what fol/owed, 
Some ſay, that as he was ſpeaking to the 
boys, Chærea came behind him, and gave 
bim à great cut in the neck, crying out firſt, 
mind this. That then a tribune, by name 


Cornelius Sabinus, another of the conſpira- 


tors, run him through the breaſt. Others 
Jay, that whilſt the crowd were kept at a 
diſtance by ſome centurions that were privy 


to the defign, Sabinus came, according 10 


cuſiom, for the word, and that Caius gave 


him Jupiter, upon which Cherea cried out, 
Here's tor thee thy wiſh fulfill'd, and 


then as he looked about, cut off one of his 
Jaws with a firoke, The reſt dijpatchid 
him with thirty wounds, as he lay double

ſenators too, that were not concerned in the

59. He lived twenty-nine years, and 
reigned three, beſides ten months, and eight 
days. His body was privately carried into 
the Lamian gardens, where it was hal 
burnt upon a pile haſtily raiſed, and then 
as carelefly buried. It was afterwards 
taken up again by his filers, upon their re- 


turn from baniſhment, effetually burnt, 


and buried. It is certain, before that, the 
Reepers of the gardens were ſadly diſturbed 
by apparitions ; and that ne er a night paſſ= 
ed in the houſe where he was flain, with- 
out ſome terrible fright or other, "till it was 
burnt quite down. His awife Czfonia was 
Killed along with him, being flabbed by a 


centurion; and his daughter had her brains 


knocked out againſt @ wall. 


60. Any one may eafily may an eflima! 
e 
of the miſerable condition of thaſe gi by 


theſe enſuing circumflances. For after his 


death was made publick, it was not preſent- 
ly credited. Prople were jealous that the 
report of his being killed had' been contrived 
and ſpread by himſelf, on purpoſe to diſcover 
how they flood affected towards him. Nes 
had the conſpirators pitched upon any one 10 
Succeed him. And the ſenate abere fo una- 
nimous in their reſolution to afſert the libert; 

of their country, that the conſuls aſſembled 
them at firfl not in the uſual place of meet= 
ing, becauſe that had its name from Fulius 
Ceſar, but in the capitol, And ſame pro- 
poſed to the houſe ta aboliſh the memory of 
the Cæſars, and level their temples qwuith 
the ground. It awas particularly taken no- 
tice of upon this occaſion, that all the Cz- 
fars, that had the prænomen of Caius, died 
by the ſword, ever fince him that was lain 
in the times of Cinna. | |

IIA having married Auguſtus, 
when ſhe was big with child, was 
aui hin three months after brought to bed of 
Druſus the father of Claudius Ceſar, who 
had at firſt the prenomen of Decimus, but 
afterwards that of Nero: and it was ſuſ- 
pected he was begot in adultery by his father- 
in-law, Hoabe ver the following werſe be- 
came immediately very common upon it.

This Druſus, during the time of his being 
queſlor and pretor, commanded in the 
Rhetic and German wars, and was the 
firſt of all the Roman generals that ſailed 
the northern ocean. He made too ſome pro- 
digious trenches beyond the Rhine, which 


to this day are called by his name. He 
overthrew the enemy in ſeveral battles, and 


drove them up a great way into the deſart 
parts of their country ; continuing the pur- 
Juit of them, "till a barbarian woman of 
more than human ſize appeared to him, and 
in the Latin tongue forbid him to proceed 
any further, For which exploits he had 
the honour of an ovation, and the trium- 
fhal ornaments. After his pretorſbip. ke 
immediately took upon him the conſulate, 
and returning again to Germany, died in 


the ſummer . camp which from thence was 


called the Wicked camp. His corpſe was 
tranſmitted to Rome by the principal per- 
ſons of the ſeveral borough towns and colo-

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nies upon the road, being every where met 
and received by the publick ſcribes of each 
place, and buried in the field of Mars, 
The army erected a monument in honour of 
bis memory, round which the ſoldiers uſed 
yearly upon a certain day to march in ſolemn 
proceſſion, and perſons deputed from the ſt we- 
ral cities of Gaul made their Jupplications to 
his ghoſt. Be ſides, the ſenate among ji va- 
rious other honours, decreed for him a tri- 
umphal arch of marble with trophies in the 
Appian way, as alſo the cognomen of Ger- 
manicus for him and his poſterity. He was 


looked upon as a perſon far from an ofſum-. 


ing temper, yet of a keen appetite for glory. 
For befides his victories, he brought off the 


ſpoils called opima, and frequently ſingled 


out and purſued the German commander up 
and down their army, with the utmoſt, ha- 
ard of his life, and often declared that 
he would ſome time or other, if pefſible, re- 
fore the old government. For which reaſon, 
1 fuppoſe, ſome have ventured to write, that 
Auguſtus was jealous of bim, and recalled 
bim; and becauſe he made no haſte to com- 
ply with the order, took him off by poiſon : 
which I mention, that I may not be thought 
guilty of an omiſſion, more than becauſe I 
think it true or probable at all, fince Au- 
guſius loved him ſo dearly whilſt living, 
that he always in his wills made him jeint- 
heir with his ſons, as he once declared in 
the ſenate, and upon his deceaſe extolled 
him in a ſpeech to the people, io that degree, 


that he prayed the gods to make his C#- 


ſars like him, and to grant him as ho- 
nourable an exit out of this worid as they 
had given him. And not ſatisfied with 
inſcribing upon his tomb an elogy in verſe 
compoſed by himſelf, he writ the hiſtory of 
his life too in p1o/e. He had by the younger 


Antonia ſeveral children, but left on'y three 


behind him, Germanicus, Livilla, and

Soon after upon 
the adoption of his elder brother into the 
Julian family, he took the cognomen of 
Germanicus. He was left an infant by hi; 


Father, and during almoſt the whole time of 


his minority, and for fame while after he 


came io be a man, was afflifted with a a- 
bis conflictatus eſt ; adeo ut 


riety of flubborn diflempers, inſomuch that 
his. mind and body being very much impair- 
ed thereby, he was even after his arrival at 
an age of maturity, never. thought ſuffici- 
ently qualified for any publick or private 
And therefore he was for a 
long time after he came at age of maturity, 


under the government of a pædagogue, whi 


he complains in a certain memoir, Was a 
barbarous wretch, and formerly a maſter 
mule-driver, that was made his gover- 
nor, on purpoſe to correct him moſt ſe- 
verely on every trifling occaſion. Ad 5; 
reaſon of this crazy conſtitution of body ani 
mind, be prefided in the ſhow of gladiators, 
ewhich in conjunction with his brother he 
gave the people, in bonour of his father's 
memory, muffled up in a pallium, centrai) 
to cuſtom. When he took upon him the mani 
habit, he was carried in a chair at midnight 
into the Capitol, without the uſual ceremony, 
3. However he applied himſelf wery early 
and cloſely to the fludy of the liberal ſcien- 
ces, and frequently publiſhed ſpecimens of 
his ſeill in every one of them, But get 
fer all that could never attain to any pub- 
lick pofl in the government, or give an 
better hopes of himſelf for the future. Hi 
mother Antonia frequently called him 2 
monſter of a man, that had been only 


begun, but never finiſhed by nature. 


Ana when jhe would upbraid any one with 
dulneſs, ſhe ſaid he was more a fool than 
her ſon Claudius. His grand mother Au- 
guſſa always treated him with the utmaſ. 
contempt, very rarely ſpoke to him, and 
when ſhe did admoniſb him upon any occaſion, 
it was in writing, very briefly and ſcwere. 
ty, or by meſſengers. His fifter Livilla, 
upon bearing that it would be his fortune lo 
be empuror, openly and loudly expreſſed her 


abborrence of the Roman people's falling un- 
ger a fate ſo ſevere and ſo much below their

4. I have had ſome talk with Tiberi- 
us, according to your defire, my dear 
Livia, what muſt be done with your 
grandſon Tiberius at the games of Mars. 
We are both agreed in this, that once 
for all we ought to determine what courſe 
to take about him. 
perfect and entire, as I may ſay, with 
regard to his intelleQuals, why then 
ſhould we ſcruple to promote him by the 
ſame ſteps and degrees we did his bro- 
ther? But if we find him indeed unfi- 


niſked, and defective both in body and 


mind, we muſt not give the world occa- 


ſion to laugh both at him and us, who 


are forward enough to make matters of 
this kind the ſubject of mirth and deri- 
For we ſhall never be eaſy, if we 


occafion of this kind, without coming at 
once to a reſolution of this point, whe- 
ther he be really capable of publick offi 
ces, or no. As to what you conſult me 
about at preſent, I am not againſt his ſu- 
perintending at the feaſt of the prieſts, 
if he will ſuffer himſelf to be governed 


by his kinſman Silanus's ſon, that he may 
do nothing to ſet people a ſtaring, or 


laughing at him for. But I do not ap- 
prove of his ſeeing the Circenſian games 
from che pulvinar. He will be there ex- 
poſed to view in the very front of the 
theatre. Nor do I like that he ſhould 
go to the Alban mountain, or be ar Rome 
during the Latin feſtival. For why is 
he not made præfect of the city, if he 
is capable of attending his brother into 
the mountain? Thus, my dear Livia, 


you have my thoughts upon the matter. 


I am of opinion we ought to ſettle this 
affair once for all, that we be not always 
in ſuſpence betwixt hope and fear, You 


may, if you pleaſe, give our kinſwoman 


Antonia this part of my letter to read. 
Again in another letter he has the fallow- 
ing words, I ſhall invite the youth Ti- 
berius every day during your abſence to 
ſupper, that he may not ſup alone with

where his mind does not run aſtray, a 
noble ftrain ſufficiently ſhews itſelf in 
him. Likewiſe in a third letter he ſays, 
Let me die, my dear Livia, if I am not 
aſtoniſhed, that your grandſon Tiberius 
ſhould declaim to oleata me ; for how he 
that talks ſo darkly, ſhould be able to 


declaim fo clearly and properly, I cannot 


imagine. 


And no doubt but Auguſtus did 


after this come to a reſolution upon the mat- 


ter, and accordingly left him inveſted with 
no other honour but that of the augural 
prieſthood ; and named him among | the 
heirs of the third degree, and ſuch as ere 


but far off allied to his family, and for a 
fixth part of his eflate only, and left him 
a legacy of no more than eight hundred thou- 


ſand ſeſterces. 
58. Tiberius, upon his adareſſing him for 


preferment in the government, granted him 
But he perſiſting 
in his ſuit, he ſent him forty gold pieces 
for his expences, during the feſtivals of 
the Saturnalia, and Sigillaria. Upon awhich 


laying afide all hopes of all advancement, he 


gave himſelf wholly up to an idle life, liv- 
ing in great privacy, one while in his gar- 
dens, or a country ſeat he had nigh the city; 
another while in Campania, where he paſ- 
fed his time amongſi the wileſt of company, 
and by that means, beſides his former cha- 
rafter of a dull heavy fellow, got that of a 
drunkard and a gameſler. 

6. But yet not withRanding the infamous 
life he lid. he had a great reſpect fprwn 


him, as well from the publick as private 


perſons. The Equiſtrian erder twice made 
choice of him to carry a miſſuge in their 
names, once to requeft from the conſuls 5

ſodales Auguflales who were choſe by lot; 
and ſoon after, that his houſe which avas 
burnt down, ſhould be rebuilt at the publick 
charge, and that he ſhould have the right 
of delivering his mind upon any matter that 
came before the houſe, amongſt the conſular 

entlemen, Which decree was howewer 
repealed; Tiberiu inſiſting to have him e- 


euſed becauſe of his weakneſs, and promiſing 


to make good his loſs at his own expence. 


I ho, hoabe ver, at his death named bim in 
his will among ft his third heirs, for @ 
third part of his eſtate, leaving him awithal 
a legacy of two millions of ſeflerces, and 


moreover recommended him by name, to the 


armies, the ſenate and people of Rome, 


amongſt his other relations, 


7. At laſt Caius bis brother's ſon, upon 
his advancement to the empire, endiauour- 
ing to gain the affections of the people, by all 
the arts of popularity, he tos was admitted 
to publick offices, and bore the conſulſhip to- 
gether with him for two months. And as 
he was entering the Forum for the firſt time 
with the Faſces, an eagle that was flying 
that way, ſettled upon his right ſhoulder. 
He likewiſe took his lot for the gavernment 
of a province as proconſul at the year's end. 
And he ſometimes preſided in the publick di- 
ver ſions of the theatre, in the room of Caius, 
ever complimented with the acclamations of 


the people, wiſhing all happineſs to him, 
| fometimes under the title of the Emyeror's 


uncie, and ſometimes under that of Ger- 
manicus's brother. N

ed in the conſpiracy againſt Caius, for ex- 
ample ſake, and becauſe he underſtood they 
were for killing him too. And now he be- 
gun to think of paying his reſpe& to the 
memory of his relations. His moſt ſolemn 
and uſual oath was, by Auguſtus, Hy 
prevailed with the ſenate to decree divine 
honeurs to his grand. mother Livia, and a 
chariot in the Circenſian proceſſion drawn 
by elephants, as had been appointed for Au- 
guſtus, and publick offerings to the pheſis 
of his parents, and befides for his father, 
Circenſian games to be celebrated every year 
upon his birth day, for his mother a cba- 
riot to be drawn through the Circus, and 
the title of Auguſta, which had been re- 
Fuſed by his grand-mother. And in memory 
of his brother, which he fhewed a great 
regard to upon all occaſions, he ordered a 
greek comedy of his own to be added to the 
games at Naples, and received the honour 
of a crown upon it, by the ſentence of the 
Judges in that ſolemnity. Nor did he omit 
to make an honourable and gratiful mention 
of M. Anthony, declaring by a proclama- 
tion, That he the more earneſtly inſiſt- 
ed upon the obſervation of his father 


Druſus's birth-day, becauſe it was like- 


wiſe that of his grandfather Anthony. 
He finiſhed the marble arch nigh Pompey's 
theatre, that had formerly been decreed by 


the ſenate in honour of Tiberius, but neg- 


lected. And tho he cancelltd all the adi. 
of Caius, yet he forbad the day of his death, 
notwithſtanding it was that of his own ac- 
cr {ſion to the empire, to be reckoned among ft 
the feſtiwals. | 
12. But awith reſpe® to his oaun dignity, 
he was ſparing and modeſt, declining the 
title of emperor, and reſuſing all exceſſive 
honours. He celebrated the wedding of bis 
daughter, and the birth day of a grana/on, 
| He recalled 
none of thoſe that had been baniſhed, with- 
out a decree of the ſenate for it; and re- 


queſted of them the favour, to bring in% 


the houſe with him, the commander of the 
guards, and a ftw military tribunes; as 
alſo, that they awould be pleaſed to beſjow 
upon his procurators, a judicial authority 
in the provinces, He begged too of the con-

magiſtrates in the trial of cauſes, as one of 
their aſſeſſors. And when they preſented 
the people with any publick diverſions, would 


riſe up to them with the reſt of the people, 


and pay his reſpects to them both by words 
and geſtures And when the tribunes of the 
commons came to wait upon him as be was 
on the bench, he begged to be excuſed, if be 
defired them to ſpeak to him ſtanding, Be- 
cauſe otherwiſe he could not hear them, by 
reaſon of the crowd. By this means, in a 
ſhort time, he wrought himſelf ſo much 
into the favour and affection of the people, 
that when, upon his going to Ofia, news 
was brought to town, that he had been way- 


laid and ſlain, they never ceaſed curſing the 


ſoldiers for traitors, and the ſenate as parri- 
cides, "till one or two, and preſently after 
ſeveral others, were brought by the magiſ- 


trates upon the roſtra, who aſſured them 


that he was alive, and not far from the 


Toon, upon his return home,

 tinue abſolutely free from conſpiracies againſt 


13. But notwithſlanding he did not con- 


him, being attempted both by fingle perſons, 


and ſeveral in conjunction, and at laſt by a 


civil war. An ordinary fellow was found 
with a ponyard, nigh his chamber, at 
midnight. Two gentlemen likewiſe of the 
equeſtrian order were diſcovered waiting 
for him in the fireets, armed with a tuck 
and a huntſman's dagger; the one deſigning 


to attack him as be came out of the the- 


atre ; and the other, as he was ſacrificing in 
the temple of Mars. Likewiſe Gallus Afi- 
nius, and Statilius Corvinus, grand/ons of 


the two orators, Pollio and Meſſala, form d 


a deſign againſt him, wherein they engaged 


a great many of his freedmen and ſlaves. 


Furius Camillus Scribonianus, his lieu- 
tenant in Dalmatia, raiſed a civil war 
againſt him, but was reduced in five days 
time; the legions which had been drawn in- 
to the rebellion by him, changing their 
minds again, upon a fright occaſioned by ill 
omens. For when orders avere given them 
to march, to meet their new emperor, the 
eagles could not be dreſſed, nor the other 
andardi pulled vut of the ground, whether

14. Befides bis former cbnſalſbip, be bors 


four more 3 of which he held the two firſt 
ſucceſſively ; but the following, after an in- 


terwval of four years each; the laſt for fix 
months; the reft for two; and his third, 
upon being choſe in the room of a conſul 


that died, which had never been done by 
any of the emperors before him. But abbe- 


ther he was conſul or nor, he gave à very 
conflant attendance in the courts for the ad- 
miniſtration of juſtice, even upon ſuch days 
as were ſolemnly obſerved as days of rejoicing 
in his family, or by his friends; and ſome- 
times upon the publick f:flivals of antient 
inſtitution, or unlucky days. Nor did he 
alabays keep ſtrictiy io the litter of the laay, 
but over-ruled the rigour or lenity of many, 
according to juſtice and equity, as he wwas af- 
feftid. For where perſons loſt their ſuits, by 
inſiſting upon more than appeared to be their 
due, before the judges of private cauſes, be 
granted them the favour of bringing the 
matter over again. And with reſpect to 


uch as were convitt of any great villainy, he 


ewould exceed the puniſhment appointed by law 
and condemn them to beexpoſed to wild beaſts. 
1c. But in the hearing and determining 
of cauſes, he ſhewed a flrange variety of 
| humour, being one while circumſpect and ex- 
act, another while inconſiderate and raſt, 
and ſometimes filly, and like one out of his 
awits. In cancelling the names of perſons 
upon the judges' lift, he flruck off one, who 
concealing the privilege he had by his chil- 
dren, to be excuſed from that ſervice, had 
anſwered to his name, as too fond of the 
office. Another that was ſummoned before 
the emperor upon a cauſe of his baun, but 
alledged that the matter did not properly 
belong to his cognixance, but that of the 
ordinary judges, he ordered to plead the 
cauſe himſelf immediately before him, and 
thereby gave a ſpecimen in a buſineſs of his 
own, how fair a judge be would be in that 
of other people's. A woman refuſing to own 
her caun ſon, and there being no clear proof 
on either fide, be obliged her to confeſi the 
truth, by enjoining ber to marry the young 
man, He awas very inclinable to determine

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cauſes in favour of the party that appeared 
againſt ſuch as did not, without any regard 
whether their abſence was occaſioned by their 
own fault, or real neceſſity. And ſome body 
crying out upon a man's being convicted of 
forgery, that he ought to have bis hand. 
cut off, he inſiſted thereupon that an execu- 
tioner ſhould be immediately ſent for wvith 
a ſword and a butchers block. And one be- 
ing proſecuted for falſely aſſuming to himſelf 
the freedom of Rome, and a diſpute ariſing 
betwixt the advacates in the cauſe, whether 
he ought to make his defence in the Roman 
or the Grecian dreſs, to ſhrew his great 
impartiality, he commanded him to change 
his cloaths ſeveral timer, according as he 
was accuſed or defended. It is a flory told 
, him, and believed too, that he did in a 


certain cauſe deliver his ſentence which be 


bad in writing before him, in the following 
words, That he gave it for thoſe that 
were in a right ſtory. By ſuch things as 
theſe he loft himſelf to that degree in the 
opinion of the world, that he goa every 
evhere and openly deſpiſed. One making an 
excuſe for a witneſs he had ſent for from the 


provinces, declared he could not poſſibly ap- 


pear, and concealing his reaſon for ſome 
time, at laſt, after ſeveral queries put to 


him about it, The man died lately, ſays 


he, at Puteoli. Another thanking him, 
for ſuffering a perſon that awas proſecuted to 
make bis defence by council, added, And 
yet it is no more than what is uſual. I 
have heard likewiſe ſome old men ſay, that 
the pleaders in court uſed to abuſe his pati- 
ence ſo grefly, that they would not on y call 


him back, as he was going off the bench, 


but would ſeize him by the lap of his coat, 
and ſometimes catch him by the heels to male 
him ſtay. And that no one may think this 
firange, ſome ſorry Greek that had a cauſe 
before him, in a warm debate that happened 
upon it, cried out to him, Thou art an old 
fellow, and a fool too. Is certain that 
a Roman knight who was falſely proſecuted 
by a malicious contrivance of his enemies as 
guilty of unnatural lewaneſs with women, 
obſerving that common ſirumpets were ſum- 
moned and allowed to give evidence againſt 
him, upbraided him in very ſevere language

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16. He likewiſe took upon him the office 
of Cenfor, which had been diſcontinued, 
fince the time that Paullus and Plancys had 
enjoyed that hanour together. But upan this 
occaſion, again be behaved very unequally, 
and with a firange variety of humour and 
conduct. In his review of the gentlemen, 
alleaued a war- horſe by the publick, he di/- 
miſſed, without any mark of infamy, a ſcan - 
dalous young fellow, only becauſe his father 
declared his approbation of his behaviour, 
Jazing, he had his own proper cenſor: 
another that wwas infamous for the di baucb- 
ing of youth both male and female, and 
adultery, he only admoniſhed to indulge 
his youthful inclinations more ſparingly, 
or, however, more cautiouſly ; adding 


abitbal, why muſt I needs know what 
| miſtreſs you keep. And when, at the re- 


queft of his friends, he had taken off a 
mark of infamy he had ſet upon one gentle- 


man name, let the blot however, /aid he, 
remain. He not only firuck out of the liſt 
F the judges, but likewiſe deprived of his 


Freedom of Rome, a gentleman of great 
figure, and of the firſt rank in Greece, only 
becauſe he was ignorant of the Latin tongue. 
Nor did he ſuffer any one to give an account 
of his life by an advocate, but obliged each 
man to ſpeak for himſelf, how meanly ſoever 
he qua qualified for it. He diſgraced many, 
and ſome that little expected it, and for a rea- 
Jon perfectly new, i. e. for going out of Italy 
without his knowledge and permiſſion ; and 
one too, only for having attended in bis pro- 
vince upon a king, as his companion ; obſerv- 
ing, that, in former times, Rabirius Poſiu- 
mus had been proſecuted for treaſon, only upon 
the account of attending Ptolemy to Alex- 


andria, to ſecure a debt. Several others 


that be aitempted to diſgrace, through the 
great negligence of the perſons employed to 
enquire into people's characters, but, to his 
own greater ſhame, he found generally very 
innocent ; thoſe that he charged with living 
unmarried, want of children or eſtate, prov- 
ing themſelves to be buſbands, parents, and 
rich. One too that was accuſed of 15 at-

than the ſap of the yew- tree. e 

17. He undertook only one expedition, 
and that but of ſhort continuance. The tri- 
umphal ornaments decreed him by the ſenate, 
he look'd upon. as below the imperial gran- 


deur, and was therefore reſolved to have 


the honour of a complete triumph: For 
which purpo/e, be made choice of the pro- 
vince of Britain; which had never been 


_ attempted by any one fince Julius Ceſar ; 


and was then in an uproar, becauſe the Ro- 
mans would not return ſome deſerters to them 


from that iſland. Accordingly be ſet ſail 
from Oſtia, but had like 10 — been ſunk 


twice by that bo;ſterous wind called Circius, 
upon the coafl of Liguria, and near. the 
i/lands callea Stæcbades. Wherefore making 
his way by land from Maſſilia to Gefſoria- 
cum, he went over from thence into Bri- 
tain ; and a part of the iſland ſubmitting, 
within a few days after his arrival, with- 


out batile or bloodſhed, he returned in le/s 


than ſix months, from the time of his ſes- 
ting forward, to Rome again, and tri- 


umph'd in the moſt ſolemn manner; to the 
figh t of which, he not only ſuffered ſome go- 


ver norſ of provinces to come to town, but 


Some that were in baniſhment tos; and a- 


mong ft the. ſpoils taken from the enemy, ft 
upon the dome of his bouſe in the Palatiun, 
a naval crown, nigh the civick, which was 
there before, in token of his having paſſed, 


and, as it were, conquered the ocean, M

18, He took eſpecial care of the city, 
and to have it well ſupplied with proviſion, 
A dreadful fire happening in the ÆAmiliana, 
that continued ſome time, he flayed two 
nights in the diribitorium, and the ſoldiers 
and gladiators being not ſufficient io maſter 
it, be ſummoned the commonalty by the na- 
giſtrates of all the fireets 5 town, to 


their aſſiſtance; and placing baſhets full of 


money before him, he encouraged them to dh 
their utmoſi, declaring he would immedi- 
ately, upon the ſpot, reward every one of 
them according to their merit. In a dearth, 
occaſioned by bad crops for ſome years toge- 
ther, be was fopped in the midddle of the 
forum by the mob, and ſo pelted with foul 


language, and pieces of bread together, that 
it wat with ſome difficulty be got at laß, by 


a Back door, into the palace. And therefore, 
he uſed all poſſible means to bring proviſions 
to town, even in the winter ſeaſon. He pro- 
poſed to the merchants employed in that 
traffick, a ſure and certain gain, by taking 
upon himſelf any hs that might befall them 
by ſea ; and to ſuch as built ſhips for that 
purpoſe, he granted great privileges, ac- 
cording to their ſeveral circumſtances. 
19. To @ citizen of Rome he gave an 
exemption from the penalty of the Papia- 
Poppzan law ; to one that had only the 


privilege of Latium, the freedom of the 


city; and to wemen, the rights that by law 
belonged to ſuch as bad four children: which 
conflitutions of bis are obſerved to this day. 
20. He executed ſeveral projects that 
were rather great than neceſſary ; the prin- 
cipal avere an aquedud, that was begun 
by Caius ; a canal for the diſcharge of the 
Fucine lake, and the harbour of Oftia; 
alibo be knew one of theſe had by Auguſtus 
been denied the Marſians, who avere fre- 
quently addreſſing bim about it; and that 
the other had been ſeveral times intended by 
Julius Ceſar, but dropped by reaſon of its 
difficulty. He brought to town the ccol and 
plentiful ſprings of the Claudian — one

Curtius and Albudinus ; as alſo the river 
of the new Anien in a flone canal, and diſ- 
poſed of them into a great many fine lakes. 
He attempted the Fucine lake, as much from 
the expectation of advantage, as the glory 


of the performance; ſince ſome offered 10 

| drain it, at their own expence, on condition 

they might have a grant of the land that 
abu be left. He finiſhed a canal of three 


miles in length, by partly cutting through, 
and partly levelling a mountain, but with 


a world of difficulty, thirty thouſand men 


being conflantly employed in that work for 
eleven years together. He formed the har - 
bour at Oflia, by carrying on to the right 
and left taus vaſt works, with a bend intg 
the ſea, making a mole at the entrance in a 
deep water ; to ſecure the foundation of 
ewhich, he ſunk the ſhip in which the 
great obeliſe had been brought from Egypt, 
and upon ſeveral piles built & wery high 


tower, in imitation of that Pharos, ta 


fix lights upon, for the direction of mari- 


ners in the night. 


21. He frequently gave largeſſes to the 
people, and entertained them with a great 
variety of publick diverſions, not only ſuch 
as were uſual, and in the uſual places, but 
fame of new invention, and others reviged 


from antiquity, and in places where no body 


had ever done any thing of that kind before, 
In the games be preſented upon the opening 
of Pompey's theatre, that had been burnt, 
and was rebuilt by him, he prefided upon & 
throne erected him in the Orcheftra; hays 


ing firſt paid his devotions in the upper 


part, and then coming down through the 


mi dale of the Cavea, whilſt all the people | 
| kept their ſeats with profound ſilence. He 


likewiſe exhibited the ſecular games, under 
pretence of their having been anticipated by 
Auguftus, aud nat rijerved till their proper 
time; though he bimſ.If Jays in his biflory, 
That they had been negleQed before 
Auguſtus, who had made an exact cal- 


culation of tae time, and again brought

fore the crier Was laughed at, when he cams 


to invite people, in the uſual form, to games 
which never any one had ſeen before, 
nor ever would; auhen many people were 
frill living, that had ſeen them ; and ſome 
of the players that had formerly acted upon 
the occaſion, were now brought upon the 
flage again. He likewiſe frepuently pre- 
ſented the Circenſian games in the Vatican, 
Sometimes with a hunting of wild beaſts, 
after every five courſes. He beautified the 
reat Circus with marble barriers, and 
gilded goals, which before were of ordinary 
„one and word, and aſſigned proper places 
for the ſenators, who were uſed before to ſit 
promiſcuouſiy with other people. Beſides the 
chariot races, he exhibited there the Trojan 
game, and wild beafls from Africa, which 
were encountered by a troop of the horſe- 
guards, with Tribunes, and the commander 
in chief, at the head of them; beſides 
Thefſalian horſe that drive mad bulls round 
the Circus, and jump upon the backs of 
them when they are tired, and pull them 
down by the horns to the ground. He gawe 
ſhows of gladiators in ſeveral places, and of 
various kinds: An anniverſary one in the 
pretorian camp, but without any hunting, 
or the uſual apparatus; another, as uſual, 
in the Septa; and in the ſame place, ano- 


ther out of the common ways and of a few 


days continuance only, which he called 
Sportula, becauſe when he was going to 
preſent it, he told the people by proclama- 


tion, that he invited them as it were to 


a haſty ſnack. Nor avas he in any kind of 
publick diverſion more free or merry, inſo- 
muth that he wouldwith the common people, 
hold out his left-hand, and count upon his 


fingers aloud, the golden pieces preſented to 


Such as came off conquerors ; and would in- 
vite the company by earneſt exhortations and 
entreaties, to be merry; now and then call- 
ing them his maſters, awith a mixture of 
inſipid, far-fetchedjefls; as that was, whin 
the people calling for Palumbus (a gladia- 
tor) he ſaid, he would give them one 
when it was catched; and this too, tho 
well intended and well timed, when having, 
with great applauſe, diſcharged an Ehe- 
darian, upon the interce{fion of his four =

But theſe on board the fleets

crying out, Health attend you, noble em- 
peror, dying men ſalute you; and he re- 
plying, Health attend you too, they all 
refuſed to fight upon it, as if by that anſwer 
he had meant to excuſe them. At which 
he awas in ſome doubt with him{elf, whether 
he ſhould not d' ftroy them all by fire and 


ſword: at luſt jumping from his ſeat, and 


running along the fide of the lake, and reel- 


ing to @ ridiculous degree, partly by fair

oral, and partly by foul, he at laſt got 


them to engage. The lauo fleets were one of 
Sicily, and the other of Rhodes, confiſting 


each of twelve ſhips of war of three banks 


of oars; and the charge was given by a 
fitver Triton, raiſed by mechaniſm. | 

22. With reſpe# to religion, the manage- 
ment of affuirs both civil and military, as 


alſo the condition of the ſeveral orders of the 


people at home and abroud, ſome uſages be 
corrected, others that had been laid afide be 


revived, and ſome regulations he made en- 
tirely new. In chooſing new prieſts into the 


ſeveral companies of them, he nominated 
none but upon oath: and be never fuiled as 
often as an earthquake happened in the city, 
to ſummon the people together by the preter, 
and appoint holydays for religious worſhip : 
and upon the ſight of any ominous bird in 
the city or the capitol, ordered a publick 
prayer to be put up, the words of which, by 
virtue of his «ffice of high prieſt, after an 
exhortatian to the peofle from the roſtra, 
he repeated before them for them tojoin in;

dered them to fit the year round. The jurif- 
diction, in matters of truft, which uſid by 
Jpecial commiſſion to be yearly granted to fone 
certain magifirates, and in tbe city only, be 


granted once for all, and to the governors of 


provinces too. He likewiſe repeated a clauſe 
added to thePapia- Poppæ an law by Tiberius, 
as if men of fixty years of age were uncapa- 
ble of getting children. He ordered too that 
orphans ſhould have guardians appointeu 
them by the conſuls ; and that thoſe who 
were Faniſhid any province by the preſident 
thereof, ſhould be debarred coming in the city, 
or any part of Italy. He inflifted upon ſome 
a new fort of baniſpment, by forbidding them 
to flir above three miles from Rome. When 
any affair of importance came before the ſe- 
nate, he uſed to fit betablæt the two conſuls 
upon the tribune bench. He aſſumed to him- 
felf the poauer of granting licence to travel 


out of Italy, which before had belonged to 


the ſenate. | 5 
24. He likewiſe granted the conſular or- 


namens to his procurators called Ducenarii. 


From ſuch as refuſed the ſenatorian dignity, 
he took away the equeſtrian too; tho he had 
in the beginning of his reign declared, bt 


would chuſe no man intothe ſenate, that was 


not the great grandſon of a Roman ſenator ; 
yet be gave the latus clawns to the ſon of a 
Freedman; but upon condition that be 
ſhould be adopted by a Roman knight , but 
bring afraid the world avould cenſure him 
for it, he informed the publick,that his great 


fore elder Appius Cæcus the cenſor, had 


choſen the fons of freedmen into the ſenate: 


for he «was ignorant, it ſeems, that in the 


times of Appius, and a long while after, 


perſons manumiſed, were not called libertini, 
but their ſons that were free born. Inſtead 
of the expence the queſtors wwere obliged 10 
be at, for the paving of the highways, ht 
ordered them to give the people a fſhrw of 
gladiators ; and taking from them the pro- 
winces of the Oftian and Gallick coaft, be 
reflortd to them the charge of the treaſury, 


 ewhich fince the time it was taken from then 


bad been managed by the pretors, or thoſe 
that had been ſo.

235. His management, with regard to the 
promotion of gentlemen of the equeſtrian order 
in the armies was ibis; After the command 
of a battalion, he granted that of the horſe 
in a legion, and after that a tribune's cam- 
miſſion.

take upon them the equeſirian dignity. Such 
of them as were ungrateful to their patrons, 
and were complained of by them, he reduced 
to their former condition of ſlavery ; and de- 
clared tio their advocates, that be would 
_never give judgment againſt their freedmen, 
in any ſuit at law they might have with 


them whatever. Some people having expoſed 


their fick flaves, that were in a languiſhin 
condition, in the iſland of A ſculapius, be- 
cauſe of the tediouſnefs of their cure, he de- 


 clared all that were ſa expoſed free for ever, 


never more to return to their farmer ſervi- 
tude, if they did recover ; and that if any 
one choſe rather to kill than expoſe a ſlave, 
in that caſe he ſhould be liable to a praſecu- 
tion for murther. He publiſhed a proclama- 
tion forbidding all travellers to paſs through 
the towns of Italy any otherwiſe than on 
foot, or ina litter or chair. He quartered a

hoft Druſus while a minor, at Pompeii, be- 
ing choaked with a pear, which in play h- 
tzofſed up in the air, and catched upon it; 
deſcent in his mouth, He had but 4 
few days before concluded a match betavixi 
him and one of Sejanuss daughters ; for 
ewhich reaſon, I wonder ſome authors ſhould 


pretend to ſay, that he lefl bis life by th 


treachery of Sejanus, Claudia, who was 
indeed the daughter of Boter his freed-man, 
though ſhe was born five months before hi; 
ditvorcing her mother, he ordered to be 
thrown naked at ber door. He married 
Antonia to Cn. Pompey the great, after- 
wards to Fauſtus Sylla, both of very noble 
parentage; Octavia to his flep:ſon Nero, 
after Be bad been firft contracted to Sila- 
nus. Britannicus was born upon the twen- 
tieth day of bis reign, and in his ſecond 
conſulſhip. He would oftentimes hold hin 
in his arms, and recommend him to tht 
favour of the ſoldiers, and to the common 
people too in the theatre, ſetting him on hi; 
lap, or before him, wwhilft he was as yet 
but wery little ; and would join in their good 
ewiſhes and acclamations in his behalf. Of 
his ſons in laau he adopted Nero: he not 


only caſt off Pompey and Silanus, but put 


them to death. © 


28. The greateſt favourite amongſi hit 
freed-men, was the eunuch Pefides, whom, 


in his Britiſh triumph, he preſented with 


the haſta pura, amongfl ſeveral others of 
tbe army. Next to him in favour was Fe- 
lix, whom he not only dignified with a 


command bob of foot and horſe in the troops, 
but made governor of Judea too; ſo that 


he came to bt the huſband of three queens. 
Harpocras way another favourite, to whom 


he granted the right of uſing a chair in 


the city, and of entertaining the people with 
publick diverſions. Polybius another, who 
aſſiſted him in his fludies, and bad often 
the honour to walk betwixt the tauo _

ſenate, and indulgea them in /o large a li- 
berty of amaſſing treaſure together, and 


plundering the publick, that upon bis com- 


plaining once of the lowneſs of his exchequer, 


it was Very abittily ſaid, it will be full enough, if theſe two freedmen of 
his would but take him into partnerſhip with them. 2

29. Being entirely led by theſe his fauau- 
rites and wives together, as I baue already 
ſaid, be was a mere tool more like than a 
prince: he diſpoſed of offices, or the com- 
mand of armies, pardoned or puniſped, ac- 
cording as it ſuited their intereſt, humour 
or fancy, and for the moſt part without per- 
ceiving or being ſenſible of what be did. 
And not to reckon up every little thing 
ſeparatelyrelating to the rewoking his grants, 
the ſetting aſide his judgments, the putting 
of falſe patents for offices upon him to figns 
or the bare-faced alteration of them after 
fegning ; he put to death App. Silanus his 
daughter's huſband's father, and the two 
Julias the daughters of Druſus and Ger- 
manicus, without any ſufficient proof of the 
crimes charged upon them, or allowing them 
the liberty of making their defence. The 
ſame he did too by Cn. Pompey, his eldeft 


daughter's huſband, and L. Silanus that 


was contracted to the younger, Of which 
Pompey was flabbed in the att of unnatur al 


leaudnęſi with a young fellow be was fond f: 


Silanus was obliged to quit the office præ- 


tor, upon the fourth of the Kalendi of Ja- 


nuary, and to kill himſelf in the beginning 
of the year following, upon the very day of 


the wedding of Claudius and Agrippina. 


He. ſentenced to death five and thirty ſena- 


tors, and aboue three hundred Romas 


knights, with ſo little regard to aubat be did, 


that when a centurion brought him word of 


the death of a conſular gentleman auh was 
one of them, and told him that he had exe- 
cuted his order, be declared, he had 
ordered no ſuch-thing, but approved of 


it however, becauſe: bis freedmen, it ſeems, 
ſaid the ſoldiers bad but done their duty, in

FROM the houſe of the Domitii ſprung 
tao celebrated families of the Calvint 
and A nobarbi. The Ænobarbi derive their 
extraction and cognomen too from one E. 
Domitius, who they tell you, as he was re- 
turning cut of the Country for Rome, was 
met by tauo joung men of a moſt auguſt ap- 
pearance, who commanded bim to carry the 
Jenate and people the news of a victory, 
concerning which they had not at that tims 


received any certain advice; and to aſſure 


him of their being more than men, fliroaked 


| his chaps, and thereby altered the colour of 
his beard from black to ruday, reſembling 


that of braſs, which mark of ai! inction 
a:Jcended to bis pefterity, for they bad ge- 


nerally red beards. The family had after 


this the honour of ſeven conſulſhips, one tri- 
umph, and two cenſonſbips; and being ad- 
wanced to the rank of the nobility, all con- 
tinued the uſe of the ſame cognomen, and 


uſed no other prenomina than thoſe of Cneeus. 
and Lucius, and with a remarkable variety; 


ſometimes adhering to one of ihem for thre 
per ſoni ſucceſſively, and then again changing

For the firſt, ſetond, and 
third of the Ænobarbi 1 60 of Lucius, 
and again the three folliauing fuccefſevely 
that of Cneus, but thoſe that came afier 
were talled one Lucius and another Cneu; 
Ey turns. I judge it proper to give a litile 
account of ſeveral of the family, that the 
reader may ſee, that Nero ſo far degenerated 
from the noble qualities of his anceflors, that 
he retained only the vices of the family, as if 
thoſe alone had been tranſmitted to kim by 
his deſcent. | | 


2. To take our riſe therefore from the 
days of old, his great granafather's grand- 
father, when he was tribune of the commons, 
being offended with the high prieſis, for 
chooſing another and not himſelf into their 
number, in the room of bis father, got a 
law poſt for transferring the right of mak- 
ing that choice for the future from the high 
prieſis to the people. And in his corſu'ſhip 
having conquered the Allobroges and the 
Arwerni, made a tour about the province 
mounted upon an elephant, with a great 
number of ſoldiers attending him in a ſort 
of triumphal pomp. Of this gentleman the 
orator Licinius Crafſus ſaid, It was no 
wonder he had a brazen beard, who had 
a face of iron, and a heart of lead. His 
ſon in his pretorſhip, was for calling C. 
Cze/ar after his conſulſhip, to an account 
bifore the ſenate, for his management in that 


office, hich was ſuppoſed to be contrary to 


the auſ[icia and the laws too. And after- 
Wards, when he was conſul, he attempled 


ta bade him recalled from the army: and 


being in a factious way of proceeding ap- 
pointed his ſucceſſor, he was in the begin- 
ning of the civil war taken priſoner at Cor- 
finiam ; and being diſmiſſed from thence, 
went ſome time after to Maſſilia then be- 
fieged, where after he had by his preſence 
animated the people to hold out, he on a ſud- 
aen left them again, and at laſt fell in the 
battle of Pharſalia. He was a man of no 
great r«/olution, and of a fawer temper. 
Having once in a great fright and deſpair 
taken poiſon, he was immediately upon it ſo 
terrified avith the thoughts of dying, that 
he took a vomit to throw it up again, an

3. He lift behind him a fon, aubo was 
unqueſtionably the beſt man of the family. 
He was by the Pedian law, condemned, tho' 
innocent, among ft others that were concerned 
in the death of Cæſar, upon which he went 
aver to Brutus and Caſſius his near relati- 


ons ; and after their death not 77 kept the 
Je 


fleet, the command of which had been given 
him ſame time before, but encreaſed it too. 
At laſt when the party had been every where 
defeated, be voluntarily ſurrendered it up 
to M. Anthony, reckoning it a piece of ſer- 
vice he was not a little obliged to him for. 
And was the only man of all thoſe that were 
condemned by that law, that was reflored 


to his country, and run through the ſeveral 


great offices of flate : and à freſb difference 
breaking out ſoon after, he had a lieutenant- 


general's commiſſion under the ſame Anthony, 


and was offered: the chief command in that 


abar, by ſuch as were aſhamed of Cleopatra; 
but not daring, by reaſon of a ſudden indiſ- 
poſition he was ſeiſed with, either to accept 


or refuſe it, he went over to Auguſtus, and 
died a few days after, not without an af-- 
perfion caſt upon his memory. For Anthony © 
gave out that his changing ſides was occa- 


froned by his impatience to be with his Miſs 

Serwilia Nais. | | | 
4. This gentleman was the father of that 

Damitius,who was afterwards well known, 


as the purchaſer of his family in Auguſtus's 


will, being no leſs famous in his youth, for 


his dexterity in chariot driving, than he was 
afterwards for the triumphal ornaments 
which be obtained in the German war. But 
be was a man of great arrogance, prodigality 


and cruelty. When he was ædile be obliged 


L. Plancus the cenſor to give him the auay: 


and in his pretorſbip and conſulſpip, he 


brought upon the flage Roman knights 
and married women to af} a mimick piece. 


He gave chaces of wild beafts bath in the 


circus, and in all the waras of the city, cs 
alſo a ſhow of gladiators, but with that

barbarity, that Auguſſus havirg given him 


a private reprimand for it to no purpoſe, 
was obliged to lay a riſiraint upon him by 
proclamation. 


. He had by the elder Antonia, FY fa- 
ther of Nero, in every fart of life an exe- 


crable villain: for in bis attendance upon 


C Czfar into the caſt he killed a freed man 
of his, becauſe he refuſed to drink as much 
as he bid him; and being thereupon diſcard- 
ed by Catus, he mended. not his manners at 
all. For in a village upon the Appian road he 
ewilfully gallopped his chariot over a poor boy 
and cruſhed him all to ficces. Aud at Rome 
he firuck out an eye of 4 Roman knight. in 


the forum, only for ſome free language he 


gave him in a wwranzle that happened be- 
twixt them. He was too ſo very knaviſh, 
that he not only cheated ſome bankers of the 
price of goods he baught of them; but in 


his pretorſbip, he e the er 


of chariots for the Circenſian games of the 
prizes due to them for the victory. And. 
being bantered by his fifler about it, upon a 
complaint made by them, he got a law poſſ- 
ed, That for the future they ſhayld al- 
ways be immediately paid them. 4 
little before the death of Tiberius he was. 
proſecuted for treaſon, adultery with ſeveral 
women, and inceſt with biz ſiſter Lepiaa ; 
but eſcaped by a change of the times, and 
died of a dropſy at Hyrgi, leaving behind 
him his jon Nero, aubich he had by a 
pina the daughter of Germanicus. 

6. Nero aba, born at Antium, nine 


months after the death of Tiberius, upon 


the eighteenth of the calends of January,

what was deteſtable, and pernicious to 
the Publick, could ever be bred of him 
and AcRIT PIX A. There aba, another ma-

ebild what name be thought proper, looking 


upon his uncle Claudius, who aba after- 


wards emperor, and adopted him, ſaid he 


gave him his; and this not ſeriouſly, but 
only in jeſt, Agrippina rejecting it with 
indignation, becauſe Claudius at that time 


was a meer laughing- flock in the court. 


He loft his father æuben he wwas three years 
old, being left heir to a third part of bis 
eflate, which he never got, the whole being 
ſeiſed by his coheir Caius : and his mother 
being ſoon after baniſhed, he livedwith his 
aunt Lepida in a poor needy condition, under 
two tutors, a dancing-maſter and a barber. 
But after Claudius came to the empire, he 
not only recovered his father's eflate, but 
was enriched too with the inheritance of 
that of his flepfather Criſpus Paſſienus. 
Upon the recalling of his mother from ba- 
niſpment, by the means of her intereſt and 
Sway with the emperor he made ſuch a fi- 


gure at court, that it was commonly re- 


ported, that ſome aſſaſſins were employed by 
M:fſalina Claudius's wife, to flrangle him 
in taking his uſual nap at noon, as the ri- 
val of Britannicus. This addition too was 
made to the ſtory, that they were frighted 
by a ſerpent that crept from under his pil- 
low, and ran away. Which tale was occa- 
ſioned by the finding the ſkin of that ſort 
of animal in his bed by tie bolſter, which, 
by bis mother's order he wore for ſome time 
upon his right arm, inclofed in a bracelet 
of gold; which at laſt from an averſion 
to her memory he laid afide, but fought 
for again in vain in the time of his ex- 
tremity. Meh | 


7. Whilſt he was yet but a tender ſtrip- 
ling, much Sport of the years of manhood, 
at the Circenſian games, he performed his 
part in the Trqan diverſion with great 
firmneſs, and mighty applauſe. In the 
eleventh year of his age, he was adopted by 
Claudius, and put under the tuition of An- 
næus Seneca at that time a ſenator. I. 
ſaid that Seneca dreamed the night after, 
that he was giving a lecture to Caius Cz/ar : 
and Nero quickly werified his dream, be- 
traying preſently by all the means in his 
tower the ſavage cruelty of his nature; for

be attempted to perſuade his father Mhat 
his brother Britannicus was a ſuppofititiou; 
brat, only beeauſe he had ſaluted him after 
his adaption, by the name of AZnobarbus a; 
uſual. And when his aunt Lepida wa; 
brought upon her tryal, he appeared in court 
as an evidence againſi her to humour hi; 
mother, who aua a bitter enemy tothe poor 
lady. Upon his ſolemn introduction into 
the forum he gave a largeſs to the people and 
ſoldiers ; for the guards he appointed a ſo- 
lemn proceſſion under arms, and marched at 


the head of them, with a field in bi: 


hand ; after which he went to give thank, 
to his father in the ſenate. Before the ſam; 
auben conſul he made a ſpeech for the Bono- 


nians in Latin, and for the Rhadians and 


Hlienfians in Greek, He fat for the firſt 


time as a judge for the hearing of cauſes, 


when he vas made prefett of the city in 
the Latin holidays, at which time, the moſt 


celebrated pleaders plied him off, not with 


common ſhort tryals, as uſual in that caſe, 
but with tryals of importance, and many 
of them, although they had been forbid ſo 
10 do by Claudius. Not long after he mar- 


ried Octavia, and preſented the people with 


Circenfian games, and a hunting of wild 
beaſis, for the health of Claudius. 
8. He was ſeventeen years old at the 
death of that prince, and as ſoon @s the 
ſame was made publick, he went out to the 
ſoldiers upon the guard befare the palace, be- 
twixt the hours of fix and ſeven; for no 
time of the day before that wwas judged pro- 
fer for his entering upon the imperial dig- 
ni (y, by reaſen of the direful omens that 
appeared. Upon the fleps before the palace 
gate, he was unanimouſly ſaluted by the ſol- 


diers there preſent as their emperor, and 
then carried in a chair inta the camp, and 


from thence, after he had made a ſhort 
ſpeech to the troops, inlo the ſenate houſe, 
avhere he continued bill the evening : of all 
the immenſe honours that were heaped upon 
him, refuſing none but the title of Father 
of his country, becauſe of his youth. 

9. He begun his reign with a mighty 
few of dutiſul regard to the memory of bis 
deceaſed father, whom he buried with the 
ul moſi pomp and magnificence, pronouncing

The word too that he pave mn 
the firſt day of his reign to the tribune upon 
the guard, was the beſt of mothers, ad 
afterwards be frequently appeared in the 
fireets of Rome along with her in her chair. 
He ſettled a colony at Antium, wherein he 
provided for the veteran ſoldiers. belonging 
to the guards, ſeveral of the richeft among 
the moſt honourable centurions, being obliged 
to ſetile and live there, where he likewiſe 
made a fine harbour at a vaſt expence. 
10. And to give the publick flill further 
aſſurance of his good diſpoſition, he declared 
that he deſigned to govern according to 
the model of Auguſtus ; and omitted 'nd 
opportunity of ſpewing his generofity, ele- 


mency and complaiſance. The heavier taxts 
he either quite took away or lowered. The 


rewards appointed for informers by the Pa- 
pian law be reduced to a fourth part; and 
diftributed to the people four hundred ſefter- 
ces a man, Jo the nobleſt of the ſenators 
that were much reduced in their circum- 


 ftances, he granted yearly ſalaries, and 48 
ſame five hundred thouſand ſeſterces; and ta 


the pretorian battalions a monthly allow- 


ence of corn gratis. And when the warrant 


for the execution of a criminal condemned 
to die, was brought him to ſign, according 


to cuſſom, I wiſh, /aid be, I had never 
learnt to read nor write. He now and be 
Jaluted the ſeveral orders of the people by 


name, Without a prompter. And when the 
Senate returned him their thanks for his good 
behaviour, he replied to them, it will be time 


enough ſo to do, when | deſerve it. He 


admitted the common people too to Jee bia 


perform his exerciſes in the field of Mars. 


He wery frequently declaimed likewiſe in 
publict, and recited werſes of his own com- 
poſing, not only at home, but in the theatre

12. Theſe games he beheld from the top 
of the Proſcenium. In the ſhow of gladia- 
tors which he exhibited in a wooden an.phi- 
theatre, that was built within a year in 
the ward of the field of Mars, he ordered 
none to be ſlain, not even the criminals em- 
ployed on that occa ſion. He likewiſe engagid 
four hundred ſenators, and fix hundred Ro- 
man knights, and ſome tbo of a very fair 
fortune, and as fair a charadter, to engage 
as gladiators. And from the Jame orders, 
he had perſons to encounter wild beaſts, and 
for warious other ſervices in the theatre. 


He likewiſe preſented the publick with the 


repreſentation of a ſea-fight, upon ſea-wa- 
ter, with great fiſh ſurimining in it, as 
alſo with the Pyrrhick dance performed by 
certain youths, to each of which, after the 
per formance was over, be granted patents 


i for their freedom of Rome. And during

people, he promiſed them in Greek, that by 
the benefit of a little tippling, he would 

make their ears ring for them again. 4 
being charmed with the ſongs that wire ſung 
to his praiſe by ſome Alexandrians belonging 
to the fleet juſt then arrived, he ſent for” 
more of the like ſong flers from Alexandria. 
And notwithſtanding be choſe young gentle» 
men of the Equeſtrian order, and above fie 
thouſ:nd robuft young fellows out of the com- 

monality, on purpoſe to learn various hinds 

of applauſe (called boinbi, imbr ces a 

teſtæ) which they were to make uſe of in 
bis favour, as oft as be per for med upon the 
harp, being divided into Jeveral parties for 


the pur poſe, and all remar kabl. for delicate 


heads of hair, and boys very fintly dre 
avith rings upon their left bands; whoſe 
leaders had ſalaries of forty thouſand .

muſicians that put in; and cafling in his 


loi among the reſt, came up in his turn, at- 
tended by the commanders of the prætorian 
battalions bearing his harp, who were fol- 
lowed by the tribunes of the ſoldiers, and 
ſeveral of his intimate friends. After he 


had taken his fland, and made the uſual 


flouriſh, he commanded Cluwius Rufus to 
proclaim to the theatre, that he intended to 
feng the flory of Niobe; which be accordingly 


did, and continued it "till ten o'clack; but 


deferred the diſpoſal of the crown, and the 
remaining part of the ſolemnity, "till the 


next year, that he might have the more 


frequent opportunities 4 per forming in the 


ame way. But that being too long a time 


for him to baulk his inclinatious, he could 


not forbear ſhewing his art now ond then 


in publick, before it came. Nor did be male 


any ſcr uple to appear upon the flage among ſt 
other . even in the games preſent- 
ed to the people by the magiſtrates; and 
was offered by one of the pretors upon that 
account, no leſs than a million of jeſter ces. 


He lik-awiſe ſung tragedies maſked ; the vi- 


Zors of the heroes and gods, as alſo of the 
heroines and goddeſſes, being formed into a 


reſemt lance of his own face, and that of any 


woman he aua in love with. Among /} the 


reſt he ſung Canace in labour, Oreſtes the 


murtherer of his mother, Oedipus blind- 


ed, and Hercules mad. In which laſt tra- 
gedy, they tell you, a young centinel, poſted 
at the entrance of the theatre, ſeeing him 


attired and bound with chains, as the na- 


ture of the play required, ran ta his aſ-

22. He was extravagantly fond of horſes 


from his infancy, and was continually talk- 


ing of the Circenſian races, tho he aba, for- 
bid ſo tp do. And lamenting once among his

In ibe 
beginning of his reign, be uſed to play every 
day with chariots and four horſes in then, 


made of ivory, upon a table, And as oft as 
there was any thing to do in the Circus, he 


would come at firſt privately, but at laff, 


openly, that no body ever doubted,” but he 


eyould certaminlybethere upon thoſe otcafions. 
Nor did he conceal his defire to have the 
number of the prizes doubled ; and the 
number of races being augmented according - 


the maſlers of the ſeveral parties refuſing 
now to firniſh chariots for any time los 
than the whole day. Preſently upon this he 
took up a fancy for driving the chariot him- 
ſelf, and publickly too. Accordingly, after 


ami aſt crowds of ſlates and other rabbit, be 
at length performed, in view of all the pev- 


ple in the Circus Maximus, dh one of 


his freed: men gave the uſual fignal by the 
toſſing up of a napkin in the place whire 
the magiſirates are uſed to do it. And not 
Satisfied. with giving various ſpecimens vf 
his dexterity in theſe'aways at Rome, be went 
over to Achaia, as 1 ſaid above; the chief 


occafion whereof aas this. The ſiueral ei- 


ties, wherein ſolemn publick trials of Hill 
in muſick uſed to be performed, had reſal- 
ved to ſend him the crowns that were wvout 
to be given to ſuch as bore away the prixe 
upon thoſe occaſions. Theſe he accepted ſo 
very kindly, that he not only gave the depu« 
ties that brought them, an immediate audi- 
ence before others that waited for it, but like- 


wiſe admitted them to his table. And being 
by ſome of them requeſted to ſing at ſupper, 


and prodigioufly applauded upon it, he: ſata, 
The Greeks alone had an ear for muſick, 
were alone proper judges of him and his 


attainments, And immediately putting himſelf upon his journey, after be was 
arrived at Cafſiope, he made his firſt muſical performance immediately befare 


the altar of Jupiter Caſſius.

During the dime bis muſical performance, 
0 body was allowed to flir out of the theatre 


upon any accqunt, bow neceſſary ſaever ; in- 
Somuch that it is ſaid, ſome auomen awvith 
child were delivered there ; and many being 
quite tired out with bearing and applaud- 
ing him, becauſe the town gates were hut, 
flipt privately over the walls; or counter - 
feiting themſelves dead, were carried out in 
order to their funeral. With how much 


concern and anxiety he engaged upon theſe

awuy the prize from bis adverſaries, and 
with how much awe of the judges, appoint- 
ed in thoſe, ſolemnities, is hardly to be belicu- 
ed. And as if his adverſaries had been up- 
on a level with bim, he would watch them 
narrowly, lie at catch, defame them pri- 
 wately, and ſometimes upon meeting them, 
rail at them in very foul language; or bribe 
them too, if they were better artiſts than 
himſelf. He always addreſſed the judges 
ewith the proſoundiſi reverence, before he 


begun, telling them, He had done al! 


things that were neceſſary, by way of 
preparation, but that the iſſue of the ap- 
proaching trial was in the hand of for- 
tune; that they, as wiſe and ſkilful men, 
ought not to have any, regard to things 
merely accidental. And upon their encou- 
aging bim to have a good heart, he went 


quite free from all concern, interpreting the 


. falence and moaefly of ſame of them, for ſourneſi and ill nature, and ſaying 


. that he "was ſuſpicious of them.

Jakes. He rid the chariot too with various 
ſets of horſes, and at the Olympick games, 
with no fewer than ten, tho in a poem of 
his he. had reflected upon the memory of Mi- 
thridates for the ſame. But being toſſed out 


of the chariot, he <vas again replaced, yet 


could not hold it, and wag obliged to 2 
before he came to the end of the race, but 


das crowned notwithſlanding. At his quit= 


ting the province, he declared it a free 
country, and conferred upon the judges in the 
ſeveral games the freedom of \Rome, with 


wot ſums of money. All which favours 
he proclaimed himſelf with his own voice, 
From the middle of the fladium, during the 


Solemnity of the Ii biian games, 
25. In bis return from Greece arriving 


at Noples, becauſe he had frft entered upon 


the publick practice of his art in that city, 
he made his entrance in a chariot drawn by 
white horſes through a-breach- in the town- 


wall, according to the practice of ſuch as 


come off conquerors in the ſacred Grecian 
games. In the like manner he entered An- 
tium, Albanum and Rome. Into the laſt 
place be made his entry, maunted upon the 


ſame chariot wherein Auguſius badtriumph- 


ed, in a ſcarlet coat, and a cloak embroi- 
dered with golden flars, with the crown 
won at Olympia upon his head, and that 
given him at the Pythian games in bis 


right hand, the reſt being carried in a 
pompous manner before him, with inſcripti- 


ens fignifying the places were they had 
been won, from whom, and in what 
muſical performances, wwhil/t perſons fol- 
lowed bim with loud acclamations of ap- 
plauſe, crying aut, that they were the

his triumph. And then having cauſed an 
arch of the great Circus to be taken down, 
he paſſed through the breach, as alſo thr, 
the welabrum and the forum, to the palace 
Every where ay 
he marched along, victims were Hain, whilf 
the fireets vere firewed with ſaffron, and 


Biral, ribbons, and ſeueet - meati thrown upon 


him. He hung the ſacred crowns in his 


chamber about bis beds. He likewiſe cor ſed 
fatues to be erefled for him in the attire of 


a Harper, and had the like flamped upon 
his coin. And after this he was fo far 
from abating any thing of his application to 
muſick, that for the * preſervation of his 


Voice, he never addrifſed himſelf to the ſol. 


diers, but by meſſages, or with ſome body 
to deliver his ſpeeches for him, when be 


thought fit to appear among ft them himſelf. 


Nor did he ever do any thing either in jeſt 


or earn, without a voice maſter landing by him to caution him againſt the 
over -firaining of his wind pipe. and to clap a handkerchief to his mouth when 
he did. And offered his friendſhip, or proclaimed open enmity to many, ac- 
cording as they abere more laviſh or ſparing in tbeir applauſe of him,

286. The wices of petulancy, luſt, luxury, 
avarice, and cruelty, he praftiſed at firſt 
ſparingly and privately, as if promptid 
thereto only by the folly of youth, yet /o 
that even then the world was of opinion, 
they were the faults of his nature, and nit 


of his age. After it aua, dark, he awould en · 
ter the taverns diſguiſed in @ cap or a bat, 


and firoll about the fireets, playing al un- 
dance of wild miſchievous pranks. For he 
uſed to beat ſuch as he met coming home 
from ſupper ; and if they made any reſi/- 
tance, would wound them too, and fink 
He broke and robbed 
ſhops likewiſe, appointing a mart at home 
for the ſelling off his booty. And in the 
ſeuffle upon theſe occaſions, be often run the 
hazard of lofing bis eyes, and his life too;

men and women tied to a flake for that pur- 
foſe; and after he had ſufficiently ſpent his 
fury upon them, had his own job done by 
his freed man Doryphorus, to whom he wwas 
married in the ſame manner Sporus had 
been married te hinfelf before, imitating 
the cries and fhrieks of young wirgin:, 


aohen they are deflowered. I have been in- 


formed, by ſeveral, that he firmly believed 
not one man in the world was cbaſte, or 
undefiled in any part of bim; but thut miſt 
men concealed that wice, and had the cun- 
ning to Reep it private; and therefore to 
fuch as frankly owned their unnatural leaud- 
neſs, he forgave all their other crimes. 


30. He knew no other uſe of riches and 
money, than to /quander them away pro- 
fuſely, looking upon all thoſe as ſordid, 

neaking wretches, that in their expences 


kept within due bounds, whilſt he cried up 


thoſe as truly noble and generous ſouls, that 


laviſped away and waſied all before tbem. 
He magnified and admired his uncle Caius,

He enriched the uſurer Cercopithecus Pane- 
rotes with eſtates bath in town and country; 


and gave him a funeral, in pomp and mag- 


nificence almoſt equal to that of princes, He 
never wore the ſame garments twice, He 
evould game for four hundred thouſand ſefter 
ces for every ſpot that came up upon the tali.

by filken cords of the fineſt ſcarlet colour.

I is ſaid, he never travelled with leſi than 
a thouſand carts attending him qavith his 
baggage; the mules being all ſhad with Al- 
wer, and their driver dreſſed in ſcarlet 
cloaths of the fineſi wool; and a numerous 
train of footmen, and Africans, with brace- 
lets on their arms, and mounted upon horſts 
in very fine trappings. 8 

31. He was in nothing more prodigal 
than building. He raiſed an houſe that 
reached from the palace to the Eſquiliz, 
ewhich he at firſt called Tranſitoria; But 
after it was burnt down and rebuilt, The 
golden houſe; concerning the largeneſi 
and furniture of which it may ſuffice to ſay 
thus much. The porch was ſo high, that 
there floed in it a monſtrous ſtatue of him- 
felf,, an hundred and twenty foot in height, 
and the extent of it ſuch, that it had triple 
porticos a mile in length, and a pond like 
a ſea, ſurrounded with buildings that looked 
like @ city. Beſides this, there vas with- 


in the compaſs of it, corn-fields, vineyards, 


paſtures and woods, with a vaſt number of 
beafls of all forts, both wild and tame. It 


Was in all the parts of it overlaid with gold, 


and finely adorned with jeauels and mother 
of pearl. The rooms of entertainment were 


arched, with waults of ivory, that turned 
round and ſcattered flowers about the rooms, 


and were beſides furniſhed with pipes for 
the dropfing of unguents upon the gueſts.

32. But being baulked in his expeAations

bid the uſe of, be pointed her out to his pra- 
curators ; uh which ſhe was immediately 


dragged ont. her feat, and not only flripped 
of. her cloaths, but her eflate tov. He never 
nominated a perion to any office, wwit bout 
ſaying to him, You know what I want ; 


and Jet us take care to leave no body any 


thing. 4! la he rifled abundance of temples 
of the rich offerings that bad been drpofited 
therein, and melted. down all the gold and 
filver ftatues, and among ft them thoje of the 
Penates, which afterwards Galba reſtored. 


23. He bgun the proflice of parricide 


and murder with Claudius himſelf; for 
tho he was not the contriver of his death ;_ 


yet he was privy to the deſign upon bim, 


nor did. he make any ſecret of it, but uſed 


afterwards to commend by a Græcian pro- 
werb muſhrooms as food fit far god, becauſe 
he had been poiſoned with ene. He abuſed 
his memory both by ward and deed in the 
groſſiſt manner, ang While railing at bin 
. folly, awethen 56% for 15 crueliy. 
For be uſed by je to ſay that. be 
bad given overs MOrari among i nen. pro- 
nouncing the fig Hllable of the word long: 
and repealed mum of his. deevaes and con- 
flitutions, as made by a doating old blocł- 
head. He made but an ordinary low fence 
about the place where his body was burnt. 
He attempted to poiſon Britannicus, as much 


out of envy, becauſe he bad a ſaveetty voice, 


as ſer fear of his proving too flrong for him, 
by reaſon of the reſpect the people had for 
the memory of fatber.

a very rainy ſeaſon. He gave Locuſta fer 
her ſervice, a pardon, with a vaſt eſtate in 


land, and put fome diſciples to ber for the 


learning of her trade. 


34. His mother \ was uſed to enquire we- 
ry firiftly into every thing he ſaid or did, 


and to reprimand him very freely ; which 


gave him ſo much diflurbance, that he en- 
deawoured to expoſe her to the reſentment of 
the publick, by frequently pretending to quit 
the government, and retire to Rhodes; and 


| ſoon after deprived her of all honour and 


power ; and taking from ber, ber guard of 


\ Roman and German ſoldiers, he baniſhed 


her the palace, plagued and tormented her 
by all the 'ways he could think of, employing 
perſons to perſecute her when at Rome with 
laab- ſuits, and to difturb her in her retire- 
ments from town, with foul language and 
banter, as they paſſed either by land or ſea. 
But being terrified auith her threats and 
violent ſpirit, be reſolved upon her defiruc- 
tion; and thrice attempting it by poiſon,

things. had fallen out quite contrary, to his 


wiſh, and that ſhe bad Javed berſelf by 


ſwimming, not knowing now what courſe 10 


take, upon her freedman L. Agerinus 1 
ing word with a great deal of joy, "that 2 
Was ſafe and well, he privately dropped a 
ponyard by bim, and then commanded him 
to be ſeiſed and clapped in chains, under 
pretence of his being employed by his mother 
to aſſaſſinate him; at the ſame time order- 
ing her to be put to death, and giving ouf 
that to avoid the reſentment of her intended 
plot, ſpe bad laid wialent hands upon her ſelſ. 


There are ſame circumſtances related about 


this affair till more horrid, and upon very 
good authority, as that be went to view her 
corpſe, and handling her limbs, diſparaged 
ame and commended others, and growing 
thirſly during this ſurvey, called {#7 drinks 
Yet be was not able to bear either then, or 
at any time after, the reproaches of bis own 
conſcience for this villainy, ibo he was en-

When he was in 
Greece, he durſi not preſume to attend at 
the performance of the Eleufinian rites, upon 
hearing the eryer diſcharge all impious and 
wicked villains from approaching. To thy 
murther of his mother be joined that of hi, 
aunt, for being obliged to keep her bed upon 
account of an indiſpoſition occaſioned by a 
coftivenenefs, be paid her a viſit and the good 
old lady firoking his downy chin, and ſaj. 


35. He had tavs wives befides Octavia, 
Poppæa Sabina the daughter of a gentleman, 
that bad been queflor, who had been mar- 
ried before to a Roman knight, and after 
her, Statilia Meſſalina, great grand daugh- 
ter to Taurus who was twice conſul, and 
had the honour of a triumph; in order to en- 
Joy whom he put to death ber huſband 
Atticus Veſtinus, at that time conſul. H- 
was ſoon weary of Octavia i bed, and being 
cenſured by his friends for it, he replied the 


preſs ought to ſuffice her. Soon after he at- 
tempted jeveral times, but in vain, to ſtrangl. 
ber, and then divorced her as being barren. 
But the people expreſſing their diſlike of it, 
and giving their tongues a great deal of li- 
berty upon the occaſion, he baniſbed ber tos. 


of adultery ſo very impudent and apparently 


torture about it abſolutely denied their know- 
ledge of any ſuch thing of her, he was for- 


ber to ſubmit to bis Juſt, He married Pop- 
pa twelve days after the divorce of Ofta- 
via, and loved her entirely; and yet kill 
ber with a kick be gave ber, when ſbe wai 
big with child and indiſpeſed, only becauſi 
he took the liberty to chide bim for coming

the effects of his cruelty to their diſtruction. 


He put to death Antonia Claudius's daugh- 
ter, who refuſed to marry him after the 
death of Poppæa, under pretence of her be- 


ing engaged in a plot againſt bim. In like 
manner did he deflroy all the refl that were 


any ways allied to him either by blood or 
marriage, among ft whom was young Aulus 


Plautius. He firſt obliged him to ſubmit to 


bis unnatural luſt, and then ordered him 10 


be executed, crying out, now let my mo- * 


ther go kiſs my ſucceſſor, pretending he 
had been his mother's gallant, and by her 
encouraged to aſpire to the empire. His flep- 
fon Rufinus Criſpinus, Poppæa's ſon, tho' a 


minor, he ordered tobe drowned in the ſea, as 


he was fiſhing, by his oaun ſlaves, becauſe he 


was reported to act frequently among his play- 


fellows the part of a general or an emperor. 


He baniſhed Tuſcus his nurſe's ſon, for pre- 
Suming when he was procurator of Egypt, to 
waſh in the baths provided againſt his com- 


ing. His maſter Seneca he forced to kill him- 
Jelf, altho' upon his defiring leave to with- 
draw from court, and offering to reſign up to 


him his eflate, he ſolemnly ſwore, that there 


was no foundation for his ſuſpicion of him, 


and that he would periſh himſelf rather 


than hurt him. Hawing promiſed Burrus 


the commander of the guards a remedy for a 


ſawelling in in his throat, he ſent him poiſon. 


Some old rich freedmen of Claudius, that 


had been formerly the promoters of his adop- 
tion by that prince, and very inſtrumental 


in his advancement to the empire, and were 


. his governors too, he took off by poiſon given 


them in their meat or drink. 


36. Nor did he proceed with leſs cruelty 


againſt thoſe that were not of his family. 
A blazing ftar, which is wulgarly ſuppoſed 
to portend deſtruction to kings and princes, 
appeared above the horiſon ſeveral nights 


together. This be was in a mighty concern 


about, and being informed by one Babylus an 
aſtrologer, that princes uſed to ſtaue off the 
danger threatned them by ſuch prodigies, by 
ſhedding the blood of illuſtrious perſons, and 
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late bom from bis exerciſe of driving the 
chariot. He had by ber a daughter Claudia 
Aaguſta, that died an infant. There was

It 
b, laid to the charge of Salwidienus Or fi- 
tus, that he had let out three Jhops belonging 


0 his houſe in the forum to ſome cities for 


the uſe of their deputies at Rome. The charge 
againſt Caſſius Longinus a blind lawyer wa:, 
that he kept among ſt the buſis of his ance/- 
tors that of C. Caſſius, who had a band 


in the death Julius Cz/ar.' And the 


only thing objected againſt Pætus Thraſeas 
was &- cloudy countenance, like that of a 
pædagogue. He allowed no more than an 


hour's time io thoſe he obliged to kill them- 
ſelves; and to prevent delay, he ſent them 


phyficians to cure them immediately, it 


they lingered beyond the time allowed 


them. For ſo he called bleeding them to 


death. T here was in theſe days an Egyptian 


of a moſi voracious flomach, that would di- 
geſt raw fleſh, or any thing elſe that' was 


given him. It is credibly reported he <vas_ 


miphty deſirous to furniſh him <vith living 
men to tear and devour. Being wondtrfully 
elated and puffed up with bis mighty acceſs 
in barbarous villainy, he declared upon il,

faced a maner, that a great many conſular 
gentlemen, catched thofe of his bed chamber 
evith tow, and torches for lighting, in their. 
own houſes, but durſi not meddle withthem. 
And ſome granaries nigh his golden houſe, 
the ground plot of which he very much 
longed to come at, were battered with rams, 
and then ſet on fire, becauſe the walls were 
all of flene. For fix days, and ſeven nights, 
was this terrible devaſtation made, the poor 
com mon people being obliged to ſiy to the tombs 
and monuments for lodging and ſhelter. 
At that time, beſides a prodigious number 
of fiately buildings, the houſes of generals, 
that had been of old men of renown, even | 
then finely beautified with the ſpoils of war, 
were all laid in aſhes ; as alſo the temples 


dicated by the kings of Rome, and after- 
awards in the wars with the Catthaginians

not only received, but demanded contributions 
upon the account, till he had exhauſted both 
ML 14 the provinces and private perſons.

39. The/eterrible and ſhameful calamitity 
brought upon the publick by their prince, 


were attended <vith ſome from fortune too; 
as a plague, by which, within the compaſs 


of one autumn, no leſs than thirty thouſand 
people died, as appeared by the books of the 
temple of Libitina; aterrible loſsin Britain, 


where two. of the principal towns belonging 


to the Romans, were plundered with miſera- 
ble hawvack of our troops and allies both. A 
ſhameful baffle of our army in the Eaft, viz. 


Armenia, where our legions were obliged to 


paſs under the yoke ; and it was with great 
difficulty we kept Syria. Amidſt all theſe 


things it was flrange, and indeed extremely 
remarkable, that be took nothing more pa- 
tiently, than foul language and railing ; 
and uſed none with more gentleneſs, than 


fuch as traduced him by rude reflections and 
lampoons. Many things of that nature were 
paſled up in the town, or otherways ſpread 


6 among ft the people, bath in Greek and Latin,

value by ſhipwreck, he ſcrupled not to ſay 
among ft his friends, that the fiſhes would 
bring him them again. A. Naples he 


beard of the inſurrection in Gaul, upon the 
very day on which be flew bis mather, and 


bare it wwith that eaſineſ5 and ſecurity, that 
he gave ground for ſuſcipion, that he aud. 
really glad of it, as if he had now a fine 
opportunity put into his hands of plunder - 
ing thoſe wealthy provinces by right of wwar ; 
and immediately entering the Gymnaſium, 
he bebeld the wrifllers exerciſe with a great 
deal of pleaſure.” And being interrupted at 


_ ſupper with letters, that brought flill wor: 
news, he reſented matters no further, than 


only to threaten the rebels. Finally, for 


eight days together, he neither attempted 10 


anſwer any letters, nor give any orders, but 


buried the whale «ffair in profound ſilence.

43. At the firft breaking out of theſe 


troubles, it is believed he had formed many 


bloody projefts, but agreeable enough to his 


temper ; to give out new commiſſions for the 


government of the provinces, and command 


of the armies; and to ſend aſſaſſins 1 


butcher all the former governors and com- 
manders, as all unanimouſly engaged in a 
conſpiracy againſt him ; to maſſacre all the 
exiles, and all the Gauli in Rome; the for- 
mer, left they ſhould join the revolters ; the 
latter as privy to the defigns of their coun- 
trymen, and fawvourers of them ; to deliver 
up Gaul to be waſted and plundered by his 
armies; to poiſon the whole ſenate at a froſt; 
to fire the city, and then let out the wild 
beaſis upon the people, to divert them from 


_ flapping the progreſs of the flames: But be- 


ing deterred from the execution of theſe de- 
figns, not ſo much by remorſe of conſcience, 
as deſpair of being able to go through with 
them; and judging an expedition into Gaul 
neceſſary, he removed the conſuls from their 
office, before their time in it vas up; and 


in their room, bore the conſulſhip himſelf 


alone; as if the fates had reſolved Gaul 


ſhould not be conquered, but by a conſul. 


Upon taking the faſces, after an entertain- 


ment in the palace, he walked out of tht 
room, leaning upon ſome of his friends, and 
declared, that as ſoon as he arrived in tht 
province, he would make his appearance 
among the troops unarmed, and do nothing 
but weep ; and after he had thus brought 
the rebels io repentance, would the next day, 
at the public rejoicing upon the occaſion, 
ſing ſongs of triumph; which ought immt- 
diately to be compoſed for his uſe. 


44. In his preparation for this expedi- 
tion, his firſt care wwas to provide carriages 
for his mufical inſtruments to be uſed upon 
the flage ; and to trim the concubines, be 
carried along 
furniſb them with battle axes, and Amuxo-

Upon this he ſummoned be 
city tribes to lift ; but nobody of any account 


appearing, he ordered all maſters to ſend a 


certain number of ſlaves, and the choiceſt 
they had too, not excepting their flewards 
and ſecretaries. He command:d likewiſe all 
the ſeveral orders of the people to bring in 
a certain profortion of their eflates, as they 
flood in the cenſor's books ; and moreover, 
all tenants of houſes, great or ſmall, to pay 
one year's rent forthwith into the exche-_ 
guer; and with wondrous nicene/s and 


firianeſs, would receive only new coin of 


the choicefl filver and the fineſt gold; inſo- 


much, that moſt people openly refuſed to pay, 
crying out by conſent, that he ought to ſqueeze 
the informers, and oblige them to give up 
again their premiums. apts 


45. The publick hatred of him received 
no /mall addition from the great ſcarcity of 
corn, and an accident that happened upon it. 
For juſt at that time a ſhip arrived from 


Alexandria, which was ſaid to be freighted 


with dufl for the wreſfilers about court. 
This did fo inflame the publick rage againſt 


him, that he was treated with all the abuſe 


and ſcurrility imaginable, A chariat was 


placed upon the top of a ſtatue of his, with 


a Greek inſcription, Now he had a race to 
run indeed, now he ought to lug away. 
A budget was tied about the neck of another, 
and an inſcription added to theſe words, 
What could I do? but thou haitdeſerved 
a lack. Some body writ too, upon the pillars 
in the forum, That he had awakened the 
cocks with his ſinging. And a great many 
people, in the night time, pretending 10 
quarrel with thur ſervants, frequently 


called for a Vindex. 
46. He aba, beſides terrified with mani- 


feft preſages, both old and new, ariſing from 
dreams, auſpices, and omens, He had never 


been uſed to dream, before the murtber of 


his mot ber: afler that, he fancied in his 


ſleep he was fleering a ſhip, and that the 
rudder was farced from him ; and that be 
was dragged by his wife Oftavia into a pro- 
digious dark place ; and was one while cover- 
nz tho uin;

That a 
Spaniſh gennet he was fond of, had his 
binder parts ſo changed, as to reſenble thoſe 
of an ape ; and having only his bead left 


unaltered, neigbed very harmonioufly. The 


doors of the Mau ſoleum flying open of them- 


ſelves, a voice was heard from thence, call. 
ing upon him by his name. The Lares be- 
ing trimmed up with new gariands upon the 
fit of January, fell down, during the 


preparations for a ſacrifice to them. And 
as he yas taking of omens, Sporus preſent- 
ed him with a ring, the flone whereof bad 


carved upon it the rape of Proferpine. 


And when a vaſt mullitude of the ſeveral 
orders avere gathered topether, to attend at 
the folemnity of making vows to the gods, it 


was a long time before the keys of the capitol 
could be found. And when in a ſpetch of 


his to the ſenate apainſ! Vindex, t beſe words 
abere read, that the villains ſhould be pu- 
niſhed; and in a ſhort time meet with a 
death ſuitable to their deſerts, ey all 


cried out upon it, you will effect it Au- 
ſervatum etiam fuerat, noviſſi- 
mam fabulam cantaſſe eum pub- 


guſtus. It wwas obſerved too that the laſt 
tragick piece he ſung was Oedipus in exile,

of news, that the refl of the armies had 
declared againſi him, he tore the letters, 
that were delivered him at dinner, io pieces, 
overthrew the table, and daſhed with vio- 
lence egainſl the ground two cuts he was 
much pleafed avitb, aubich he called Homer's, 
becauſe they had ſome of that poet's werſes 


cut upon them. And then taking a diſe of 


poiſon from Locufia, which be put up in a 
golden box, he went into the Serwilian gar- 
dens, and from thence diſpatching ſome 
trufly freedmen of his oaun to Oflia to make 
ready a fleet, he endeawoured to prevail with

he could not prevail, to beg of them to grant 
him at leafl the gavernment of Egypr. A 


ſpeech of his to this purpoſe was after war ds 


found in his ſcrutore. But it is ſuppaſed he 


dur not venture upon this projett, for fear 
of being torn to pieces, before he could get 


to the forum. Suſpending therefore bis re- 
ſolution bill the next day, he awaked about 
midnight, and finding the guards with- 


drawn, he jumped out of bed, and ſent. 


for his friends; but receiving no anſwer 
from any one of them, he went with /ome 
few attendants to their houſes; but the 


doors being ewery- auhere ſhut, and none of 


them giving him any anſwer, he went back 
again lo his bed chamber, from whence now 
thoſe too that had tbe charge of it, were 
all run, ſome one way, and ſome another, 
carrying off 
box of poiſon. Upon which he endeavoured 
to find Spicillus the gladiator, or any 1 


elſe io kill him; but no body being to be 


found, what, ſays be, have I then neither 


friend nor foe ? and immediately ran out, 
as if be would throw himſelf into the

48. But this furious reſolution ſoon ceaf= 
ing, he wiſhed for ſome place of privacy, 
abhere he mipht recallect his thoughts ; and 
his freea-man Phaon thereupon offering Lim 


a country-houſe of his, betwixt the Salarium 


and Nomentan roads, about four miles from 
the town, bare foot as he was, and in his 
tunick, only flipping over it an old weather- 
beaten cloak, with his head muffitd up in 
it, and his handkerchief xlapped to his 
face, he mounted a horſe, with four perſons

2 


heard from the camp bard by the ſhouts of 


the ſoldiers, wifhing' his d:ftruftion, and 


proſperity to Galba ; as alſo one of the tra- 


wellers they met with by the way, ſay, 
Theſe are in purſuit. of Nero; and ano- 


iber aſe, Is there any news in town 


about Nero? Uncovering bis face upon 
occafion of his horſe's boggling at a carcaſi 


that lay in the road, he was known by an 


old ſoldier that had been diſcharged out of 
the guards, and ſaluted. When they came 


to the lane that turned up to the houſe, they 


quittcd their horſes, and with much ado he 
got through ſorubs and buſhes, and a track 


through a piece of ground coveredwith reeds, 
over their coats ſpread upon the ground here 
and there for bim to tread on, to a wall on 


_ the back fide of the villa; where Phain 


adviſing him to hide himſelf a while in a 
ſand pit, he ſaid, he would not go under 
ground alive; and flaying there ſome litile 


time, "till a private paſſage into the villa 


could be made for him, be took up ſome wa- 


ter out of a ditch that was by bim in his 


hand to drink, ſaying, This is NExO's 


| boiling water, Then his cloak having been 


torn by the thorns, he pulled awvay the pricks 
that fluck in it. At laſt being taken in 
creeping upon his hands and knees, through 
a hole that was made for him, he laid him 
down in the firſt room he came at, upon a 


poor bed with an old coverlet thrown over 


it. And being bath hungry and thirſly, he 
refuſed ſame coarſe bread that was brought. 


him, but drank a little warm water. 


49. Every body about him now preſſing 


bim io ſave himſelf from the indignities 
that were ready to befall bim, be ordered a 
grave to be made before his eyes, according 
to the diminfions of his body, and the bot- 
tom to be covered with pieces of marble put 
together, if any could be found about the 
houſe, and water and wood likewiſe to be 
provided in order to his funeral; weeping 
at every thing that Twas done, and fre- 
quently ſaying, What an artiſt is now to

JSomewbat yellow, bis countenance fair ra- 
ther than handſome, his eyes grey and dull, 


his neck fat, hi; belly prominent, legs Very 


fender, but bis conflitution very bealthful. 


For ibo be was extravagantly luxurious in 


his way of living, get be had but three fits 


of fickne/s in a courſe of fourteen years, 
ita, ut neq; vino, neq; conſue- | 


which avere ſo gentle, that be neither for- 
bore the uſe of wine, nor altered his uſual 
ay of living. In his dreſs and the care 
/ his perſon, he was ſo fhamel:ſs, that be 
had his hair cut in rings one above another, 
and when he was in Achaia let it grow long 
bebind, and appeared abroad for the moſt 


part in the droſs he uſed at table, with a 
. handkerchief about his neck, his coat loefe 


upon him, and without ſhoes.

53. He had Abi a mighty fancy. for 


painting, and image making ; but above al 


things, an extravagant affettion for popu- 
lar applauſe ; being a rival of every many 
that was upon any account admired ty the 
people. It avas the general belief, that after 
the prizes be won by his performances upon 
the tage, he would the next luſirum wt 
put in amongſt the aureſtlers at the Olympic 

games, for he was continually practiſing in 
that way. Nor did he attend in Greece that 
kind of ſolemnity, any otherwiſe than as the 
Judges therein uſed to do, fitting upon 7. 
ground in the fladium. And if a pair of 


wreſtlers happened to get withaut the limits 


aſſigned them, he <vould with bis own hands 
bring them back into their proper place. 
And becauſe be was thought to «qual Apollo 


in muſick, and the Sun in chariot-driving, 


be reſolved ta i nitate the actions of Hercn- 


les too. And they ſay a lion was prepared 


for him to kill, either auitb a club, or with 


a cloſe bug, in the view of the people in the 
amphitheatre, which he was to da naked tos, 
$4. Towards the end of his life, he made 
a publick-worw,. that if be continued in the 
peaceable enjoyment of the empire, he would 
in the games he deſigned to give far his ſuc- 
ceſs againſi the rebels, appear upon the flage 
to manage the water-argan, as alſo to play 
upon the flutes and bagpipe ; and upon the 
day concluding thoſe aiverſions, would att 


bis part in a play, and dance to the ftory 
of Turnus in Virgil. And there are ſome 
a0 Jay he put t0 death the player Paris as 


a dangerous rival. | Abb 

55. He had a d:ſire, but a very filly 
one, of perpetuating his name and memory 
in the world; and therefore he took from 
ſeveral things and places their former ap- 


pellation, and gave them a new one, taten 
from his own name. He called the month 


of April too Neroneus, and had a deſign to 
call Rome Neropolis,

yet at laſt ſhe too was in ſo little requeſt 
with him, that be piſs d upon her; bring 


now engaged in another piece of ſuperſiition, 
in which alone he conſlantly perfifled. For 
having received a little image of a girl, as 
@ preſervative againſt plots, from fome mean 
obſcure fellow, and diſcovering a conſpiracy 
immediately upon it, be conflantly worſhip. 
ped it, as the greateſi among the gods, and 
with three ſacrifices a day ; and he was de- 
firous to have it thought that he had by the 
information of that goddeſs a knowledge of 
things to come. A few months before be 
died, be offered ſeveral ſacrifices, in order 
to conſult the entrails of the victims; but 


could never meet with any favourable inti- 


mations from them. 
57. He died the thirty ſecond year of 
his age, upon the ſame day whereon he had 


formerly put Otavia to death ; and the pub- 


lick joy was ſo great upon the occaſion, that 


the common people run up and down with 


caps upon their heads. And yet there were 
fome,uwho for a long time trimmed ap his tomb 
with ſpring and ſummer flowers; and one 
ewhile placed his image upon the rofira, 
* up in flate robes ; anatber while 
publiſhed proclamations in his name, 4. 
if he was yet alive, and would ſhortly com: 
to Rome again, with a vengeance to all hi; 


enemies. And Vologeſus too, king of the 


Parthians, oben be ſent embaſſadors to the 


ſenate, to reneqav the alliance betwixt that 
nation and the Romans, very much inſiſted 
upon it, that due honour ſhould be paid to 
the memory of Nero. And to conclude, when 
twenty years after, at which time I was a 
young man, ſome fellow of obſcure birth gave 
him/elf out for Nero, he met with ſuch a 
favourable reception from the Parthians, 


that he was very powerfully ſupported by 
them, and it was with much ads they ſur- 
rendered bim up. #1

THE rac of the Caeſars was extinct 

in Nero; which had been intimated 
Before by various ſigns, but eſpecially two 
that were moſt apparently ſuch. Formerly 
as Livia after ber marriage with Auguſ- 
tus was going to a country Jeat of her's 


near Viii, an eagle flying by, let drop upon 


her lap a hen, with a ſprig of laurel in 


her mouth, juſt as ſhe had nipped her up. 
The lady gave order to have the hen taken 
care of, and the laurel ſprig ſet ; and ſuch 
a numerous brood of chickens came from the 
hen, that the villa to this day goes by the 


name of the villa at the Hens; and the 


laurel ſpread fo confiderably, that the Cæ- 
fars in their triumphs had their laurel 
crowns fi om thence ; and it was a cufiom 
conſtantly obſerved, to plant others in the 
place upon that occaſion ; and notice was ta- 
ken, that a little before the death of each 
prince, the tree that had been ſet by him 
died. But in the laſt year of Nero, the 
whole plantation of laurel; periſhed to the 
very roots, and the hens all died; and the 
temple of the Ceſars being fliruck with 
lightning about the ſame time, the heads of 
all the ſlatues therein fell at once; and Au- 
guſtus's ſcepter auas daſbed out of his hands. 


2. Nero was ſucceeded by Galba, wha 
ewas not in the leaſt allied to the family 
of the Cæſars; but without doubt of very 
noble extraction, being deſcended of a great 
and an antient family, as who always uſed 


to put amongſt his other titles on the baſes 


of his flatues, his being great grandjon to 
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ux crem referret.

3. It wwouldbe very tedious to give but a, 

ſhort account of the whole family: I ſhall 


therefore only teueb upon that branch of it 


he was drſcendid from. For what reaſon, or 
ab hence the firſt of the Sulpicii that bad the 
copnemen of Galba, was ſo called, is uncer- 
tain ; ſome are of opinion, it was becauſe he 
ſet fire to a city in Spain, after be had a 
long time attacked it to no purpoſe, with 


torches dipped in the juice of the Syrian cane 


called Galbanum ; others ſaid, he was ſo 
named, becauſe, in a long indiſpoſition, he 
made uſe of a remedy wrapped up in wool 
called Galbeum ; others, becauſe he wwas an 
exceeding fat man, ſuch an one being called 


in tbe Gallick tongue Galba ; or becauſe he 


ewas the quite cantrary, very flender, like 
thoſe little animals, which breed in a /ort of 
goals, and are called Galbe. Serg. Galba, a 
conſular gentlemen, gave a conſiderable lufire 


to the family, being the moſf eloquent man of 
his time. Hiflorians tell us, that when he 


was proprætor of Spain, be per fidiouſiy put 
to the ſavord thirty thouſand Luſitanians, 


and by that means gave occaſion to the war 


of Viriatus. His grandſon being incenſid 
againſt Julius Czar, whoſe lieutenant he 


had been in Gaul, becauſe by his means be 


wa baulked of the conſulſbip, joined with 
Caſſius and Brutus in the conſpiracy againſt 
bim; for which he was condemned by the 
Pedian law. From him were deſcended the 
1 and father of the emperor Gal- 


. The grandfather was more famous in 


the wworld for his application to fludy, than 


for any figure he made in the government; 
for be roſe no higher than the pretorſhips 
but publiſhed a large and a curious hiſtory. 


His father attained to the conſulſhip, being 


a very low man and hump backed ait bal; 


but a tolerable orator, and an induſtrious 


pleader. His wives avere Mummia Achaica, 


grandaughter of Catulus, and great grand- 
daughter of” L. Mummius, who d:flroyed

her. He had by Achaica two ſons, Caius 
and Sergius. The elder whereof, Caius, ha- 
ving very much reduced his eflate, retired 


from town ; and being not ſuffered by Tibe« 


rius to take his chance for the proconſulſbip 
in his year, put an end to his own life, 
4. The emperor Sergius Galba was born 
in the conſulſbip of M. Valerius Mefſalla, 
and Cn. Lentulus, upon the ninth of the ca- 
lends of January, in a country-houſe upon 
a hill, near Terracina, on the left fide of 
the road to Fundi. Being adopted by bis flep- 


mother, he aſſumed the name of Liviss, 


with the cognomen of Ocella, and anewpre- 


nomen; for after that he made uſe of thas. 
of Lucius inflead of Sergius, fill 


came 
to be emperor. It is well known that Auguſ- 
tus, when he came once among ft other boys. 


of the ſame age with himſelf to pay bis re- 
ſpects ta him, took him by the cheek, and 
/aid, and thou toq child will taſte of our 
imperial dignity. Tiberius too being told 


that he would come to be emperor, but in 


an advanced age, ſaid upon it, let him live 


then, ſince that concerns not me at all. 
And when his grandfather was offering ſa- 
erifice, to avert ſome ill omen from light- 
zing, the entrails of the victim were ſnatched: 
out of bis hand by an eagle, and carried 
off into an oal- tree loaded with acorns ; 
upon which the ſoothſayers ſaid, the family 
wwould come to be maſters of the empire, but 
it would be @ long time firſt; at which be 
ſmiling ſaid, Ay, when a mule has a ſoal. 
And when Gaiba firſt declared againſi Ne- 


ro, nothing gave bim ſo much aſſurance of 


Succeſs, as a mule's happening at that time 


to haue a foal, And whilſt all others exe. 


preſſed their abborrence of it as a moſt un- 
lucky prodigy, he alone looked upon it as a 
very happy omen, calling to mind the ſacri- 
fice and ſaying of his grandfather. When be 


tool upon him the manly habit, he dreamed. 


that the goda. ſi Fortune ſaid te him, 1 a

unleſs ſhe was admitted forthwith, would

FHE anceflors of Otho were origi- 
nally of the town of Ferentum, of 
an antient and honourable family, and in- 
deed one of the moſt conſiderable in Etruria. 
His grondfather M. Salwius Otho, auboſe 
father 2was a Roman knight, but his mother 
of mean extraction, for it's not certain aube- 
ther ſhe was free born, by the favour of 
Livia Auguſia, in whoſe houſe be had his 


education, was made a ſenator, but never 


roſe higher than the pretorſhip. His father 
L.Otho was by the mother's fide nobly de- 
ſeended, allied to ſeveral great families, fo 
dearly beloved by Tiberius, and Jo like him 
in the face, that maſt people believed he was 
the father of bim. He behaved with great 
firiftneſs and ſeverity, as well in the cy 
offices as the proconfulate of Africa, and 
ome extraordiary commiſſions in the troops. 
He had the courage to puniſh with death 
ſome ſoldiers in Hyricum, who in the di/- 
turbance attempted by Camillus, upon chang - 
ing their minds, had put to the ſaword their 
commanders, as promoters of that inſur- 
rection againſ Claudius. And the execu- 
tion he ordered to be before his tent under

And not ſatisfied with debauch- 
ing her, be lowid ber ſo extravagantly, 
that he could not with patience bear with 


| Nero for his rival. It is however believid 


he not only refuſed to admit thoſe ſent by 
Nero to fetch ber, but that he once ſhut 
him out too and kept him flanding before 
the door, mixing threats and prayers in 
vain, and demanded back again, what had 


been entrufied to his keeping. Wherefore 


his pretended marriage being diſſolwed, he 
ab ſent lieutenant into Lufitania. That 
treatment of him was thought ſewire 


enough, becauſe harſher proceedings might 


have brought the whole farce to light, 
avbich. notwithſtanding got wind at Iaſi, 
and was publiſhed to the world in the fol-

aſſurances given him by Seleucus the aſtro- 
loger, who bawing farmerly told him, ht 


- avould certainly out live Nero, came to him 
at that jundture unexpedtidly, promiſing 
him the empire again; and that ſhortly too: 


Wherefore he let flip no opportunity of mak- 
ing his court ta all about him, by all manner 


of civilities. As oft as he entertaintd

it and gave it him; ſo that now every Body 


thought and ſaid, he <was the only man 


_ ewarthy to ſucceed the emperor. 


5. He wwas in hopes of being adopted by 
Galba, and expected it every day. But 
after he was baulked of thoſe hopes by Piſo's 
being preferred before him, he reſolved upon 
the uſe of violence to bring his deſigus 
about, being puſbid on thereto, as well by 
the greatneſs of bis debts, as the reſentment 
of Galba's behaviour towards him. For 
he could not forbear taking notice, that he 
mult fink unleſs he was emperor, and 
that it ſignified nothing whether he fell 


by the hands of his enemies in the feld, 


or of his creditors in the forum. He 
had a few days before ſqueezid out of a 
Slave of Cæſar's a million of ſefterces for a 
fleward/hip he procured him. And this was 
all the fund be had for carrying on ſo great 
an enterpriſe. At fir ſt the defign was en- 
truſted to only five of the guards, but after- 
wards to ten others ; each of the five nam- 


ing two. They had every one ten thouſand 


Jeflerces paid down, and were promiſed fifty 
thouſand more. By theſe others were drawn 


in, but not many, from a confident aſſurance, 


that when the matter came to be publichly 
braached, they ſhould have enough to join 
them. e 
6. He had at firfl an intention, imme- 
diately after the d:parture of Piſa, to ſeife 
the camp, and full upon Galba, aubilſ he 
was at ſupper in the palace, but was re- 
firained by a regard for the battalion at 
that time upon duty, left be ſhould bring too 
great an odium upon it, becauſe the ſame 
happened to be upon the guard before, both 
evhen Caius was ſlain, and Nero atjerted. 
For ſome time after too he was reſtrained by 
a ſcruple of mind about the luckineſs of the 
ſeaſon, as alſo the advice of Seleacus. 
I berefore upon the day fiætd for the deſign,

predictions of the haruſpex. Aﬀter which 
a freedman of his bringing him word, that 
the archited were come, which was the 
ſignal bad been agreed afon, be withdrew 
as if it were with a deſign to vitw a houſe 


upon ſale, and went out by & bath-door of 


the palace to the place appointed. Some 


Jay he pretended himſelf taken with an 


ague fit, and ordered thoſe about him to 


make that excuſe for him, if be avas en- 


quired after. And then being quickly put 


into a woman's ſedan, he made the beſt of 


his wway for the camp. But the chairma 
growing tired, be came out, and began to 


run for it; but bis ſhoe coming looſe, he 
ſtopped again; but bring immediately taken 


up by his tittendants upon their ſhoulders, 
and unanimouſly ſaluted by the title of Em- 


peror, he came amidff lucky actlamations and 
' drawn ſwords to the principia in the tam), 


all that met bim joining in the cawvaltade, 


as if they had been privy to the defign. . 


Upon this ſending awwayſome to diſpatchGalba 


and Piſo, bi ſaid nothing the in bis addreſs 


to the ſolditry to ſecure their affections, but 
only this, That he ſhould be content with 
whatever they thought fit to leave him. 
7. Towards the thſe of the day, he en- 
tered the ſenate, and after be had mide a 
fort ſpeech to them, pretending he had 


bern ſeiſed in the ſtreets, and compelled by 


violence to take the government upon him, 


ewhich be defegned to manage in con- 


junction with them, be went to the palace. 


And beſides other civilities he received from 


ſuch as flocked about bim to congratulate 


and flatter him, he was called Nero by the 


mob, and ſeemed not at all offended with it. 
Nay, as ſome authors tell us, he put the 
copgnomen of Nerd to his patents, and the 
firft letters b ſent to ſome governors of pro- 
wvinces. However he ſuffered all bis images 
and ſtatues to be replaced, and reflored bis 
procurators and freedmen to vhteir former 


peſts. And the fjfirfl thing be figned as 


emperor, auas a promiſe of fifty millions of 
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poteſtate ſub - ſeſterces to finiſh the Golden-bonuſe. He is 
ſaid to have been terribly frighted that

8. About the ſame time, the armies in 
Germany ſwore to Vitellius as emperor. 


Upon news of which he adviſed the ſenate 
to ſend deputies thither, to inform them, 
that a prince had been already choſe; and 
to perſuade them to peace and a good agree- 
ment. Hoauever, by meſſengers and litters 
be offered Vitellius to become his partner in 
the empire, and his ſon-in-law. But a 
war being now unavoidable, and the ge- 
nerals and troops, which Vitellius had ſent 
before him, advancing, he had a proof of 


the aſfection and fidelity of the guards, 


ewhich had like to have proved fatal to the 
ſenatorian order. It was thought proper to 
fend awvay ſome arms to the north of Italy 
by fea. As theſe were a fetching out of 
the camp in the chening, ſome of the ſolgi- 
ers ſuſpecting there wwas treachery in the 
caſe, made a mighty buſtle abaut it; and 
on a ſudden all of them, without any leg- 
der, ran to the palace, demanding to have 
the ſentte all put to the fevord, and haw- 
ing repulſed ſome of the tribunes that en- 
deawoured to flop them, and ſlain others, 


they broke all bloody as they were into the 


banguetting room, enquiring for the em- 
peror, nor would they ftir till they bad ſeen 


him. He now entered upon his expedition 


againſt Vitellius with great . ar, bur 
tos much precipitation, and without any re- 


gard to the ominous circumflances that at- 
choavit:

He ſet forward too upon the day, when the 


worſhippers of the mother of the goas begin 
their lamentations and wailing ; with ſe. 
veral other very unlucky omens attending 


bim. For in a vidtim offered to father 
Dis, he found the figns ſuch as upon all 
other occaſions are looked upon as fawour- 
able, whereas in ſuch a ſacrifice the contrary 
intimations are judged the moſt promiſing. 


And at the firfl ſetting forward, he was 
ſtopped by inundations of the Tiber, and at 


twenty miles diflance from the city, found 
the road blocked up by the fall of houſes. 

9. And tho' it was every body's opinion, 
that it would be proper to protract the war, 
by reoſon the enemy were diſtreſſed by fa- 
mine and the ſtraitneſi of their quarters, 
yet be reſolved with the like raſhneſs to come 
to an engagement as ſoon as poſſible z aube- 
ther from an impatience under his preſent 
uneaſineſs of mind, and in hopes of accom- 
pliſhing his defign in a great meaſure before 
the arrival of Vitellius, or becauſe he was 
not able to withſland the violence of the 
ſoldiery, wha were all clamorous for battle. 
However he was not in any of the fights 


that enſued, but ſtayed behind at Brixellum. 


He had the better of it in three ſlight en- 
gagements, nigh the Alps, about Placentia. 
and a place called Caſtor, but aua, by the 
treachery of the enemy defeated in the laſt 
and greateſt battle, at Bebriacum, For 
Some hopes of a conference being given, and 


the ſoldiers being drawn out as it were 10 


bear the conditions of peace, d:clared very 
unt x pectedly and amidſt their mutual ſalu- 
tations, they were obliged to fland to their 
arms. Immediately upon this he took up 


a reſolution to put an end to bis life, more 
out of ſhame, as many think, and not 
without reaſon, to perſiſt in a flruggle for 


the empire to the hazard of the publick, 
and ſo many lives, than out of deſpair, or 


any diſtruſt of his troops, for be bad flili

He ufc frequently to ſay, that Otho before 
his advantement to the empire, had ſuch an 
abborrence of civil war, that upon hearing 
an account giuen once at table of the death 
of Caſſius and Brutus, he fell into a 
trembling, and that he would ner have 
meddled with Galba, but that be was con- 


| fident, he might carry bis point wvithout à 


war. And that he was then encouragetl 


to deſpiſe life by the example of a common 
ſoldier, who bringing news of the defeat of 


the army, and finding that he met wwith no 
credit, but was railed at for à liar and 4 
coward, that had run away from the feli 
of battle, he fell upon his fevord at the em- 


peror's feet, upon fight of which, my fa- 


ther ſaid, Otho crief out, that he would 
expoſe to no further danger ſuch brave 
fellows, that had deſerved fo well at his 
hands. Wherefore advi fing his brother, 


bis brother's ſon, and the reſt of his frients | 


to provide for their ſecurity in the beſt man- 
ner they could, ofter he had embraced and 
kiſſed them, he [ent them away, and then 
withdrawing into a private room by him- 
Self, be writ a large letter of conſolation to 
his fiſter. He likewiſe ſent another 10 
Meſjalina, Nero's widow, whom be had 
intended to marry, recommending to her his 


relicks and memory. Then be burnt all the 
letters he had by him, to prevent the dan- 


ger and miſchief that might otheraviſe be- 


fall the writers from the conquereor. And 
what money he had lift, he diſtributed

bines to Rome, and were choſe among ft the 
Patricians; that ſome monuments of the 


"family continued a long time, as the Vitel- 


lian ay reaching from the Faniculum 
to the fea, and likewiſe à colony of that 
name, whith' in the days of old they" de- 
fired leave of the government to defend 
againſt. the Aquiculi, with a force raiſed 
out of their own family only.”

2. However P. Vilellins of Nuceria, 
ewhether be was of an antient family, or 
ſordid extradtion, was, it's certain, a Ro- 
man night, and a procurator of Aigu/- 
tus's. He l:ft four ſons behind him, all 
men of very great figure, who had the 
ſame cognomen, but the different prænoni- 
na of Aulus, Quintus, Publius and Lucius. 
Aulus died conſul, which office he bare to- 
gether with Domitius the father of Nero 
Cz/ar, wy elegant to an exceſs in 
his manner of living, and infamous for 
the vaſt expence of his entertainment:. 
Duintus was turned out of the ſenatorian 
order, when, upon a mation of Tiberius, 
it was reſolved to purge the ſenate of ſuch 
at were in any rele not duly qualified for 
that honour. Publius was an intimate 
friend and companion of Germanicus, cho 
proſecuted his enemy. and murtherer Cn. 
Piſe, and procured ſentence againſt him, 
and after be had been pretor, being taken 
up amongft the accomplices of Stganus, and 
delivered into the hands of his brother, 10 
be confined in his houſe, be opened @ vein 
in order to bleed to death, however he ſuf- 
fered the wound to be bound up and cured, 
not ſo much that he was loath ta die, as to 
comply wwith the importunity of his relations. 
He died afterwards a natural death in that 
confinement. Lucius after bis conſulſbip 
was made governor of Syria, and by bis 
politick management not only brought Arta- 
banus, king of the Parthians, to give him an 
interview, but to worſhip the flandards of

He likewiſe hau the' care of the -empire' 
committed to him, auhilft Claudius was 
abſent upon hit expedition into Britain, be- 
ing a man of great integrity and induſtry, 
but he liſſened his character very much by bis 
paſſronate fondneſs for a freed-woman, with 


_ whoſe ſpitils mixed with honey be uſed to 


anoint his thraat and chaps by'way' of re- 
medy for /ome malady therein, not private- 
ly or ſeldom, but daily and publichly.' He 
had likewiſe a wonderful diſpoſition for 
fluttery. He firſt gave riſe to the wor- 
ſhipping C. Cæſar as a god, when upon 
his return from Syria, he would not pre- 
fume to accoſt him any otherwiſe, than with 
his head covered, turning himſelf round, 
and then falling flat upon the earth. A 
to leave no trick untried to ſecurs the fa- 
wour of Claudius, who was entirely at the 
diſpoſal of his wives and freed-men, he re- 
gueſled as the greateſt favour in the world 
from Meſſalina, that ſhe would be go ſed 
to let him take off ber ſhoes, which when 
be had done, he put up ber right ſhoe, and 
wore it conſtantiy betwixt his toga and his 


tunick, kiſſing it now and then. He like- © 


wiſe worſhipped golden images of Narciſſus 
and Pallas among ft his houſhold gods, It 


was he too that, when Claudius exhibited the Secular games, in his compli- 
ments to him upon that occaſion, had this expreſſion, may you often do the ſame.

Soldiers i in the evening out of Bis bed-cham- 


ber in an undreſs, and unanimouſly ſaluted 
by the title of emperor, and then carried 
round all the moſt conſiderable towns in the 
ford of Julius 


Mars, and preſented to him at the begin- 
ning of the Solemnity. Nor did he return 
to his pavilion, "till bis room of entertain- 


ment was all in a blaze by. the chimmey's 


taking fire. Upon this all being in a mighty 
confternation, and very much troubled at 
it, as an unlucky omen, he cried out, 
Courage boys, it ſhines upon us, which 
was all he ſaid to the ſoldiers, upon his 
advancement. After this the army of the 
upper province likewiſe, which had before 


declared againſt Galba for the ſenate, join- 


ing in the proceedings, he wery forwardly 
accepted the cognomen Germanicus, 


offered him by the unanimous conſent of both 
armies, but deferred aſſuming that of Au- 


guſtus, and for ever refuſed that of Cæſar. 


Soon after news arriving of the death 


of Galla, after he had ſettled his affair: 


in Germany, he divided his troops into two 
parts, in order to fend one of them before

the like fillineſs and inſolence diftributed it 


about him. "Spying a flone with an in- 
ſeription upon it to the memory of Otho, 
he ſaid, he deſerved ſuch a Mauſo- 
leum ; and ſent the ponyard he had kill- 
ed 95 4 wwith, to the colony of Agrip- 
pina to be dedicated to Mars. And upon 


_ the hills of the Apennine he celebrated a

11. Finally he entered the city with 
trumpets ſounding, in his generals cloak, 
and with his ſcword on, amidſt flandards 
and banners ; his attendants being all in 
the military habit, and the arms of the 
Soldiers uncovered, After this, ſlighting 


more and more all laau both divine and hu- 


man, he took upon him the office of hiph- 
prieſt, upon the day of the overthrow at 
 Allia; ordered the election of magiſtrates 
to be made at once for ten years to come, 
and made himſelf conſul for life. And to 
put it out of all doubt, what model he

of gladiators, he ſuddenly flole him away, 
and at length upon bis Tho advanced to 
the government of a province, manumitted 
him, and on the firft day of his reign pre- 
ſented him <with gold rings at ſupper, tho 
in the morning, when all about him requeſied 
that favour in his behalf, he expreſſed the 
utmoſt abhorrence of laying ſo great a ble- 
miſb upon the equeflrian order.

And none ever came off at a lejs charge than 


four hundred thouſand ſeflerces. The moſt 
famous ſupper. above all others avas that 
given him by his brather, to welcome him 
to town ; at which were ſerved up, they 
tell you, no l;ſs than two thouſand choice 
fiſhes, and ſeven thouſand fowls., Vet be 
out-did that tod himſelf in a feaſt he made 


upon the firſt uſe of a diſh of his, which 
for its bigneſs he called the ſhield of Mi- 
nerva. Ii this be bad toſſed up together 


the livers of ſcares, the brains of pheaſants 
and peacecks, with the tongues of flamin gos 
aud the puts of lampreys, fetched in large 
ſhips of war, as far as from the Carpa- 
thian ſea, and the Spaniſh ſtreights. But 
be. was net anly a man of an in/atiable ap- 
petite, but wauld gratify it too at unſeaſon- 
able times, and with any coarſe fluff that 
came in his way, ſo that at à ſacrifice he

14. He had a wonderful inclination to 
be puniſhing, and with death too, without 
any diſlinftion of perſons or occaſions. Se- 
veral noblemen, his ſchoolfellows and com- 


 rades, he invited to court, with ſuch an ex- 


ceſs of complaiſance, as if he had meant 
almoſt to make them his partners in the 
empire; yet he killed them all by one baſe 
means or other. To one he gave poiſon with 
his oxon hand in a cup of cold water he 
called for in a feuer. Then he ſcarce ſpa- 
red one of all the uſurers, attornies and 
publicans, that had ever demanded a debt 
of him at Rome, or any toll or cuſtom upon 


the road. One of which in the very act 


of paying his reſpefts to him, he ordered 
away for execution, but immediately ſent 
for him again, upon which all about him 


applauding his clemency, he commanded 


him to be ſlain in his preſence, ſaying, He 
had a mind to feed his eyes. Teavo ſons 
interceding for their father, he ordered 10 
be executed along with him. A Roman 


knight too upon being hurricd away for 


execution, crying out to him, you are 
my heir, he made him produce his will, 
and finding he had made his freed-man 


joint heir æwith him, he commanded him 


and bis freed man to have their throats 
cut both together. He put to death ſome 
of the common people, for curſing aloud the 
blue farty in the Circenfian games, ſuppo- 
fing it was done in contempt of himſelf, 
and the expeftation of a revolution in the 
government, But he was again none more 


ſevere than arolls and aftrologers; immedi- 
ately as any one vos but informed againſt, 2. 


he put him to death without the formality 
of a tryal; being ſadly enraged againſt 
them, becauſe after his proclamalion, aubere- 
by be commande d all aſtrologers to quit the 


city and Italy too, before the calenas of Oc-

But others ſay, that jhe being quite weary 
of the prijent flate of affairs, and appre- 
henſive of the future, obtained without 
much difjiculty a doſe of priſon from her ſon. 

15. In the eighth month of his reign, 
the armies of both Maſias and Pannonia 
revolt:d from bim; as did likewiſe, of the 
armies bryond fea, thoſe in Fudæa and 
Syria, part of which took an oath to Veſ- 
paſian as their emperor, being upon the 


| ſpet with them; and others where he was 


not perſonally preſent, did the ſame for him. 
Wherefore Vitellius to ſecure the favour and 
offetion of the people, gave about him all 
that he had, publickly and privately, in 


the moſt extravagant manner. He like- 


wiſe made a levy of ſoldiers in town, and 


promiſed all that would come in as volun- 
teers, not only their diſcharge after the 
vidtory, but likewiſe all the advantages due 
to veterans that had ſerved. up their time 
in the wars completely. The enemy now 


preſſing en both by ſea and land, on one 


hand he ofpcjed againſi them his brother 


avith a fleet, the new levies, and a body of 


gladiaters ; and in another quarter, the 
troops and generals that were engaged at 


Bebriacum. But being every where beaten 


or betrayed, he came ta an agreement a 


Flavius Sabinus, Veſpaſian's brother, to ab- 
dicate, uon the condition of having his life 
and a hundred millions of ſeftercts granted 
bim, and immediately upon the palace ſteps 
 publickly declared to the ſoldiers there af- 
ſemblid in a full body, that he reſigned 


the government, which he had received 
againſt his will, But they all remonſtrat- 
ing apainſl it, be deferred the matter; and 


the next day bitimes in the morning came 
down to the. forum in a very poor habit, 


and with a'preat many tears repeated the 
ſamt words from a writing he held in his 


numqꝗ;

band ; but the ſolditrs again interpoſing, 


and the people too, and encouraging him to 


have a goed heart, and with great appear - 
ance of zeal promiſing bim their ſervice, 
he recovered bis courage, and forced Sabj- 
nus and the reſi of the Flavian party, who 
now thought themſelves ſecure, into the ca- 
pitol, where be defiroed them all by ſetting 


fire to the temple of Fupiter, whilſt be be- 


held the battle and the fire from Tiberius's 
houſe, where he awas at an entertainment. 
Not long after repenting of what he had 
done, and throwing the blame of it upon 
others ; he ſummoned the people together, 
and ſwore himſelf, and obliged the reft to 
ſwear, To have the utmoſt regard to the 
peace of the publick. Then taking his 
dagger from bis ſide, he preſented it firſt to 
the conſul, and upon his refuſing it, to the 
mogiſlrates, and then to every one of the 
Senators ; but none of them being willing 19 
accept it, he went away as if he meant to 


lay it up in the temple of Concord, But 


feme crying out that he was Concord, he came back again, and ſaid that he 
 avould not only keep bis favard, but for the future wear the cognomen of Concord,

16. He adviſed the ſenate to ſend depu- 
tics with the veflal virgins, to defire peace, 
or at leaſt time to conſider of matters. 
The day after, whilſt be was waiting fer 
un anſwer, he received advice by a ſcout, 
that the enemy was advancing. Wherefore 
immediately clapping himfclf into a ſedan, 
ewith two attendants only, a baker and a 
cook, he privately made off for Aventinum, 
and his father's houſe there, in order to fly 


from thence into Campania. But preſently 


an idle gruundleſs report flying about, as 


if the enemy were willing to come to terms, 


be /uffered himſelf to be carried back to the 


palace. But finding no bedy there, and 
thoſe doo that were with bim ſlipfing of, 
he girt about bim à belt fluffed full with 
gold pieces, and then ran into the forter's 
loage, tying the dog before the door, and 
clapping the bed and bedding againſt it. 


17. And now the fore-runners of the 
enemy's army had broke into the palace, 
and meeting with no body, ſearched all 
places, as was natural upon Juch an occa-

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Aon. Being dragged by them out of his cell, 


he was aſted who he was (for they did 
not know him) and if he knew. where 


Vitellius was, and impoſed upon them by 


a lie. But at laſt being diſcovered, be 
begged hard to be kept, if it were in priſon, 
as if be had ſomething to ſay relating to 
the ſecurity of V. 7 9 perſon, "till be 
ewas dragged half-naked into the forum, 
ewith his hands tied behind bim, a r 


about his neck, and his cloaths all torn, 


amidſt the utmoſt abuſe both by wrd and 


deed, all along the Via ſacra, his head be- 


ing held back by the hair, in the manner 
condemned criminals are treated, and ths 


point of a ſword put under his chin, that 


he might not bang down his head, but hold 


up his face to publick view, ſcveral in the 


mean time pelting him with dung and 
other dirt, whilſt others called him incen- 


diary and glutton, and the mob many of 


them upbraided him with the defects of his 
perſon ( for be was monſtrouſſy tall, and 


had a face uſually very red with hard 


drinking, a bog belly, and one thigh weak- 
ly, occaſioned by a chariot's running again 
him, as he avas attending upon Caius in 
his exerciſe of driving.) At length upon 
the Scale Gemoniæ be abas tormented and 
diſpatched in a lingering tedious manner, 


and then dragged by à hook into the Tiber. 


18. He loft bis life, together wvith bis 


brother and ſon, in the fifty ſeventh year 


of his age, and verified the conjefture of 


thoſe, who from the omen which ave. have 


above related, happened to him at Vienna, 
foretold he would be made priſoner by fone 
Gaul! for he was ſeiſed by Antonius 


Primus à general of the adverſe parti 
who was born at T holouſe, and when a boy, 
had the name of Beccus which ſignifies 
a cock's bill, LEES

HE empire which bad now Leen a 


long time in an uncertain and an un- 


ſettled condition, by the rebellion and vio- 


lent death of three ſeveral princes, aua, 
at length reduced to a ſlate of peace and 
ſecurity by the Flawian family: a family 
obſcure indced, and ignoble, yet ſuch as the 
publick had no reaſon to be ſorry for the 


riſe of ; tho it is acknowledged that Domi- 


tian met with the juſt reward of his ava- 

rice and cruelty, Titus Flavius Petronius, 
a native of Reate, whether a centurion or 
an evocatus of Pompey's party in the civil 
ewar, is uncertain, fied out of the battle of 
Pharſalia, and went home. Whae hav- 


ing at laſt obtained his pardon and diſ- 


charge, he became a colicfor of monics 
raiſed by publick ſales in the way of auc- 
tien. His fon ſirnamed Sabinus was never 


engaged in the military ſerwice (ibo ſome 


ſay he was a centurion of the firftl rank, 


and others, that whilft he was ſuch, be 
evwas diſcharged upon account of his bad 
ate of health) this Sabinus, I ſay, was 
a collector of the cuſlom of the fortieth 


penny in Afia. And there were remaining, 


at the time of the advancement of the fa- 


mily, ſeveral ſtatues that had been erefted 
for him by the cities of that province, with 


_ this inſcription, To the honeſt Publican. 
After that he turned uſurer among fi the 


Helwetii, and there died, leaving behind 


him his wife Viſpafia Polla, and two ſons 
by her; the eldeſt of which Sabinus came 


to be præ fecit of the city, and the younger 


Veſpafian to be emperor. Polla was at-

at laſt in the town of Reate, and married 
there. But of this I bade nat been able to

2 Veſpaſſan was born in the country of 
the Sabines, beyond Reate, in a little coun-

of the calends of December in the evening, 
in the conſulſhip of Q. Sulpicius Cameri- 
nus and C. Poppeens Sabinus, five years 
before the death of Auguſius ; and was edu- 
cated under the care of [ertulla his grand- 
mother by the father's fide, upon an eſtate 
belonging to the family at Caſa. ' After bis 
advancement to the empire, he uſed very 
much to frequent the place where he ſpent 
his infancy, and the willa was continued 
in the ſame condition, that he might ſee 


every thing about him juſt as he had been 


1% to do. And he bad ſuch a dear lowe 
for the memory of, his grand-mather, that 
upon ſolemn occaſions and feflival days, he 
conſtantly uſed to drink out of a ſilver cup 
cf ber's. After he took upon him the habit 
of manhood, he had a long time an averſion 
for the ſenatorian tunick, tho his brother 
had obtuined it ; nor could he be engaged by 
any body but his mother ta ſue far that badge 
of honour. Sbe at length did indeed arive 
him to it, more by reproaching him abort 
if, than by her intreaties and authority, cai- | 
ling him now and then by way of abuſe his 
brother's footman. He ſor wed in quality of

3. In the mean time he married Flavia 
Domitilla, who had formerly been miſs to 
Statillias Capella a Roman knight of Sa- 
brata in Africa, ard of Latin condition, 
but was ſoon after diclared a free-born ci- 
tizen of Rome, in a trial before the judges 
called recuperatores, and brought by her 
Father Flavius Liberalis a native of Feren- 
tinum, and no more than a ſecretary to a 
queflor. By her he had the following 
children, Titus, Domitian and Domitilla. 


He out-liv'd his wife and daughter, and 


loft them both before he was made emperor. 
After the death of his awife, he took again 


to his bed his former concubine Canis, 


the freed-woman of Antonia, and her a- 
manuen ſis, and kept her even after he was 
emperor, almoſt as if ſbe had been his 


4. In the reign of Claudius, by the in- 
tereſt of Narciſſus, he wvas ſent litutenant- 
general of a legion into Germany ; from 
ewhence being removed into Britain, he en- 
gaged the enemy in thirty ſeveral battles, 
and reduced under the Roman ſubjection tauo 
wery firong nations, and above twenty great 
towns, and the iſle of Wight upen the coaſt 
of Britain, partly under the command of 
Aulus Flautius, and partly under that of 
Claudius himſelf. For which behaviour be

received the triumphal ornaments, and in 
a ſhort time after two prieſis offices, beſides 
the conſulſhip, which be held far the two 
laſt months of the year, The time followw-. 
ing his proconſalſhip, he ſpent in eaſe and 
retirement, for fear of Agrippina, whot al. 


fiill a mighty ſway with her ſan, and hated 
all the friends of Narciſſus, who was then 


dead. Afterwards he got by lot the pro- 
wince of Africa, which he governed with 
great integrity, and met with as great reſ- 
pet from the provincials, excepting that. 
once in an uproar at Adrumetum, he was. 
pelted with turnips. It's certain he came home, 
again ne er a whit the richer, for his ere - 
dit was ſo low, that he was obliged to mor- 
gage his whole eflate in land to his brother, 
and was reduced to the neceſſity of trading 
in mules, for the ſupport. of his dignity, 


For which reaſon he was commonly called, 


The Muleteer. He is ſaid too to have been 


convicted of ſqueezing out of a yaung gen- 


tleman two hundred thouſand Seflerces for 
procuring him the lJatus-clavus, coutrary 
to the mind of his father, and was ſeverely 
reprimanded far it. In his attendance upon 
Nero in Achaia, he would frequently with- 
draw out of the theatre, whilſt he was 


| ſinging, and when he was preſent take, a 


nap; which gave huge offence, inſamuch 


that he was not only turned out of the court, 


but debarred the liberty of ſaluting him in 
publick ; whirenpon he retired, a little out 
of the city, where be continued till a pro- 
vince with an army, was offered bim, as 
he lay ſkulking there in conſtant fear of his 
life. A ftrong fancy had now of a long 


_ time paſſed currrent through all the eaſt, 


That a prince from Judea ſhould at that 


time be maſter of the world. This 


avhich, as the event ſhtwwed, was a prophe- 
cy of the riſe of a Roman emperor, the 
Feaus taking to themſelves, broke out in a 
rebellion, and having ſlain their governor, 


routed moreover the conſular lieutenant of 


Syria, that was coming to his aſſiſtance, 
and took an eagle, the ſtandard of one of his 
legions.

refolution, that in'the attack of a caſtle, be 
had his knee hurt by the firoke of a ſlone, 
and received ſeveral arrows in his ſhield, 


5. After Nero and Galba, whilſt Otho 
and Vitellius were contending for the ſave- 
reiguiy, he bas in hopes of coming in for 
the empire, awhich he bad indeed conceived 


long before, from the encouragement of the 
_ ſuburbano Flaviorum quercus 
Antiqua, quz erat Marti ſacra, 


following omens. There was an old oak 
fon an eftate belonging to the Flavian fa- 


mily in the neigbbourbood of Reate, facred 
to Mars, which at the three ſeveral deli: 


veries of Veſpafia, put out each time a new 


branch, which proved plain intimations of 


the future fortune of each child. The firſt 
was but a ſlender one, and quickly wither- 
ed axcay, and accordingly the girl that was 


"then born did not live a year to an end. 
The ſecond was ftrong and tall, which for- 
tended great good fortune; but the third 
aba like a tree. Wherefore thiy Jay that 


bis father Sabinus being morecver encourag- 


ed by ſome obſervations of the aruſpices, 


told his mother that ſhe had got a grand- 


ſon that would be emperor of Rome, 
at which ſhe laughed beartily, and wonadtr- 


ed, foe ſaid, that her ſon ſhould doat 
already, whereas ſhe ſtil] continued very 


ſenſible. Afterwards in his edileſhip, 
evhen C. Cæſar being in a rage at him, 
for not taking care to have the flreets kept 


clean, ordered the boſom of his gawn to be 


fiuffed with dirt; fame as that time con- 
firued it as a ſign, that the government 
being trampled under foot and deſerted 
in ſome civil commotion, would fall under 
his protection, and as it were into bis lap.

And when Foſe- 
phus, one of the priſoners of quality, auas put 
in chains, he &ffirmed with great aſſurance, 
that he ſhould 'be releaſed in à very ſhort 
time by the ſame Veſpaſian, but he would 
be emperor finſi. Some preſages too were 
brought in the news from Rome, that Nero 
towards the cloſe of his days was ordered 
in a dream to carry Jupiter's holy abariot 
out of the ſacred apartment it "was in to 


Viſpafian's houſe, and condutt it from thence 


into the circus. And not long after as 


Galba' was going to the election, wherein 
hz wvas made a ſerund time conſul, à flutue 


, Fuliur Ca ſur's turned to the eaſt. ' And 
in the field of | Bedriacum, before the battle 
begun, two eagles engaged in the fight of 
the army, and one of them being beaten, a 


third came from the eafl, and drove away

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perſons unknown to him, and at a diſtance. 
7 wo thouſand men, drawn out of three legi- 
ons in the Ma ſian army, had been ſent to 
the aſſiſtance of Qtho. After they avere up- 
on their march, news came that he bad 
been defeated, and put an end to his own 
life; however they continued their march 
as far as Aquileia, pretending they gave no 
credit to the report. There, tempted by the 
oppportunity the diſorder of the times gave 
them, they rawaged and plundered the coun- 


try at diſcretion; "till: at length fearing 


to be called to an account at their return, 


and puniſhed for it, they reſolved upon chu- 


fing and ſetting up an Emperor, For they 
were not at all inferior, they /aid, to the 


army that made Galba emperor, or the 
prætorian troops, that had put up Otho, 
or thoſe of; Germany, which had done 
the ſame by Vitellius. Wherefore the 
names of all the conſular lieutenants being 
offered to .canfideration, and one rejecting 
one, and another another, for var iaus rea- 


ſors; at laſt Jome of the third legion, which 


a little before Nero's death had been removed 


out of Syria into Mcefia, extolled Veſpaſian 
maſi migbtily; and all the reſt agreeing to 


Him, his name «was; forthwith inſcribed in 
_ their banners. {his deſign however was 
tunc quidem compreſla res eſt, 
revocatis ad officium numeris 


guaſbed, the troops being brought about to 
ſubmit to Vitellius for a little time. But 
the fa making d noiſe in the world, Tibe- 


rius Alexander, governor of Egypt, firſt 
obliged the legians under his command to 


ſwear obedience to V. eſpaſian as their empe- 
ror, upon the. calends of July, which was 
obſerved euer after the day of bis acceſſi- 


:v-Idus-- on to the empire. After that the army in 
-Julii apud ipſum juravit. Plu- 


Judæa, where be then was, trok the oath 


. to him upon the fifth of the ides of Fuly. 
WW hat contributed very much to help for- 


. ward the matter, was a copy of a letter, 
ewhether real or counterfeit, that was hand- 

ed about, ſaid to be writ by Otho ta Veſpaſi- 
an, recommending to him in the moſt ear- 

nift manner poſſible the revenge of his cauſe, 
and entreating him to relieve the common- 
evealth ; as alſo a rumour that was ſpread 

abroad, that Vitellius after his jucce/s 

againſt Otho, «was for changing the winter 

quarters of the legions, and removing thoſe

dropping the grudge which till that time 
from a ſpirit of emulation he had wifibly 


bore him, promiſed to join him with the 
Syrian army, and Volgeſus king of the Par- 
thians offer ed forty thouſand bowmen. | 
7. Wherefore the civil war being now be- 
gun, ſending before him his generals and for- 
ces into {taly, he in the mean time went over 
to Alexandria, in order to poſſeſs himſelf of 
the barriers of Egypt. Here having entered 


alone awithaut any attendants, the temple of 


Serapis, to take an auſpice about the future 
fettl:-ments of his imperial authority, and 
having propitiated the deity with many ſa- 
crifices, upon turning himſelf about, appears 
ed his freed-man Baſil des to preſent bim 
with ſacred greens, crowns and cakes, ac- 
cording to the uſage there ; who yet it's 


certain was not let in by any one, and by 


reaſon of a pally had not for ſome time been 
able to walk, and was beſides at a great 
diſtance from the place. Immediately after 


this arrived letters with advice, that Vi- 


tellius's troops bad been defeated at Cremo- 
na, and he bimſelf lain in the city. But 
VL. jpafean, as being raiſed unexpettealy from 


a low condition, wanted the authority and 


mujefly of an emperor ; now this be re- 
ceived too. A poor man that was blind, 
and another that awas lame, came both to- 


gether up to him, as he was ſitting upon 


the bench in a court of juſtice, begging of 


him a cure which they ſaid they did by the 


advice of the god Serapis in a dream, who 


aſſured them, that be mig bt reſtore the one 


ta his fight, by ſpitting upon his eyrs. and 


give ſtrength to the leg of the other, if be 
pleaſed but to touch it with his heel. He could 


fſearce believe ſuch a method of cure would 


ſucceed, and therefore durſi not venture upon 
making the experiment. At loſt, by the «d- 
vice of his friends, be attemped both openly 
before all the company, and auith good ſuc- 


ci. Abiut the ſame time, at Tegea in Ar- 
cadia, by the direct ion of ſome prophets, fame 


veſſels of antient <vorkmanſhip, were dug up 
out of a conſecrated place, and among them 
& flatue re/embling Veſpaſian.

8. Returning now ta Name with the ad. 
vantage of a mighty fame for the miracu- 
lous cures be had wrought, after he bad 
triumphed far the reduction of the Feaus, 
he added eight conſulſhips to the former, 
He likewiſe tack upon him the cenſureſpip, 
and made it his principal concern, during 
the whole time of his reign, to ſetle the 


common-wealth, which bad been. almoſt 


ruined, and was in a tottering condition, 
upon a ſecure bottom, in the firſt place, and 
then to improve it. The ſoldiers, one part 


of them emboldened by their wiftory, and 


the other from a concern at their diſprace, 
had run out into all manner of licentiou/- 
neſs and inſolence. Nay, the provinces too, 
and free cities, and ſome kingdoms likewiſe 
under the Roman protection, autre all in 
an uproar, Wherefore he diſbanded a 
great many of Vitellius's ſoldiers, and 
others of them be puniſhed : and was /o 
far from granting any extraordinary fa- 
vours to the arers of bis victory, that it 
wa late e er he paid them their præmi- 


um, due to them by law. And that he 


might let ſlip no opportunity of reforming 
the diſcipline of the army, upon a yourg 
gentleman's coming finely perfumed to return 
him thanks for @ commiſſion to command a 
ſquadron of horſe, he turn'd aayay his head 
in diſdain, and reprimanded him with this 
ſevere expreſſion, I had rather you had 
ſmelt of garlick ; and rewoked his commiſſi- 
on. The footmen belonging to the fleet, thut 
run by turns from Oſtia and Puteoli to 


Nome, petitioning to have ſome further al- 


laabance under the name of fhoe-money, as 
if it was but a ſmall maiter to turn them 


away without an anjaver, he ordered them 


for the future to run withaut ſhoes, and 
fo they have done ever ſince. He took frem 


Achaia, Lycia, Rhodes, Byzantium and 


Samos their liberty, and riduced them into 
the form of provinces, as he alſo did ty 
Thrace, Cilicia and Comagene, which 'till 
that time had been ſubjedt unto kings, He 
placed fome 1:gions in Cappadocia,, becauſe 
of the frequent inroads of the barbarians ; 
and inflead of a Roman knight, made a 
conſular gentleman governor thereof. The 


city was much deformed by the houſes lying

And he undertook tag to reſtore 
the three thouſand brazen plates, which 
had been burnt at the ſame time, by ſearch- 
ing in all flaces for copies of _ and 
thus again furniſhed the government with 
a collection of curious and antient records,

9. He likewiſe raiſed ſeveral publick 
buildings, as the temple of Peace nigh the 
forum, that of Claudius, in. the Celian 
mount, that had been begun by Agrippina, 
but had been almoſt entirely demoliſhed by 
Nero. He built tos an amphitheatre in the 


ſenatarian and equeſtrian orders, which had 
been much reduced by the hawock. made 
them at ſeveral times, and diſparaged by 
the corel ſs ani lim, for a long time peſt 
of uch as. ere unwwortLy 0 that rank. 
He reviewed bath. and filled them up again, 
degrading the meſt unworthy, and chooſing 
in their room the moſt hanourable perſons. In 
Italy, and the provinces. Ard ta let the 
eworld ſee, that theſe two orders did not 
differ ſo much in privileges as dignity, up- 
on occaſſon of ſome hard words that paſſed 
betwixt a ſenator and a Roman knight, 
he declared publickly, That ſenators ought 
not to be treated with ſcurrilous language, 
unleſs they were the aggreſſors, and then 
it was fair and lawful to return it.

11. Luft and luxury through the licen- 
tiouſneſs of the late times were grown to a 
great height; wherefore he moved the ſenate 
to decree that a woman that bad to do with 
the flave of another perſon, ſhould herſelf 
become a ſlave ; and that uſurers ſhould 
have no action at law for the recovery of 
monics lent young gentlemen, whilſt they 
abere in their fathers families, not even 
after thiir fathcrs were dead, 

12. In the other parts of his adminiſtra- 
tion, from the beginning of his reign to the 
end of it, he behaved with great modera- 
tion and clemency. He awas fo far from 
being filent upon the ſubject of his former 
meanneſi, that he frequently took notice of 
it himſelf. And when ſome would needs 
run up kis pedigree to the founders of Reale, 
and the companion of Hercules, whoſe mo- 
nument is flill to be ſeen in the Salarian 
way, be laughed at them for it. And be 
was ſo little fond of outwvard and borrow- 
ed ornaments, that upon the day of his tri- 
umph, being quite tired with the length 
and tediouſntſs of the proceſſion, he could 


not forbear ſaying, He was rightly ſerved, 


for having in his old age been fo blly 
as to deſire a triumph, as if it was ei. 
ther due to his anceſtors, or had been 
ever expected by himſelf. Nor would he 
for a long time accept of the Tribunitian 
authority, or the title of Father of his 
country. And for the cuſtom of ſearching 
ſuch as came to pay their reſpects to him, 
he dropped it, even in the time of the civil 
War. FA | 

13. He bore with great mildneſs the 
liberty of his friends, the wipes of the 
pleaders, and the ſaucineſs of the pbiloſo- 
phers. Licinus Mucianus, who had bein 
notoriouſly guilty of preflitution, but pre- 
Juming upon his great ſervices, treatid him 
Very rudely, he reproved only in private, 
and fo as in complaining of his carriage to

Demutrius the Cynick philoſopher 


meeting him upon a journey, after he came to 
be emperor, and refuſing to riſe up to him, or 
Salute him, nay ſnarling at him in foul- 


mouthed language, he only called him a dog. 
14. He was not in the leaff diſpoſed to 


bear in mind or revenge former affronts or 


quarrels. He married the daughter of his 
enemy Vitellius very nobly, and gave ber 


 evithal a ſuitable fortune and equipage. Be- 


ing in a mighty conflernation after he was 
forbid the court by Nero, and aſting thoſe 
about him, What hz ſhould do? Or, Whi- 


ther he ſhould go? One of thoſe, whoſe 


office it was to introduce people to the pre- 
fence of the emperor, thruſting him out, bid 
him go to Morbonia, But when this ſame 
perſan came afterwards to beg bis pardon, he 
expreſſed his reſentment only in almoſt the 
very ſame words, For he was ſo far from 
being wrought upon by any ſuſpicion or fear, 
to ſeek the deſtruction of any body, that 
avhen his friends adviſed him to have a 
care of Metius Pompofianus, becauſe he was 
commonly believed to have an imperial na- 
tivity, he made him conſul, engaging for 
him, that he would be mindful of the fa- 


vour done him. | 


15. Scarce ſo much as one innocent per- 


Jon will be found to have ſuffered in his 
rtign, unleſs in his abſence, and without 
his Anoxuledge, or at leaſt contrary to his 
mind, and where he was impoſed upon. 
Tho' Helvidius Priſcus was the only man 


that priſumed to ſalute him at his return 


from Syria, by bis private name of Vel- 


paſian, and when he came to be pretor, 


paſſed him by in all his edifts, without the 
leaſt reſpect or mention of him, yet he was 
not angry with bim, till by bis rude oppo- 


ſition to hin, be treated him in à manner 
a a perſon without authority, And tho” 


he did indeed baniſh him, and afterwards

ſome. He likewiſe openly practiſæd a fort of 
trafick, that would haue been ſcandalous 


even in a perſon belbau the dignity of an em- 
peror, buying great quantities of goods toge- 


ther, in order to retail them again to advan- 


tage, Nay he made no ſcruple to ſell the 


great offices of ſtate io the, candidates, and 
Pardon, too to perſons under proſecution, as 
well the innocent as the guilty. It is be- 


lieved too he advanced all the moſt rapaciaus 
among the procurators to higher offices, on 
purpoſe to ſqueeze them after ibey were 
grown richer ; aubom indeed he was com- 
monly ſail to make uſe of as ſpunges, be- 
cauſe he did, as one moy ſay, wet them 
ewhen dry, and ſqueeze them when abel. 
Some ſay be was naturally very coveteus, 
and that he was upbraidid with it by an 
old herdſman of bis, who, upon the em- 


feror's refuſing to enfranchiſe him gratis, 


which at his advancement he humbly peti- 
tioned for, cried out, That the fox changed 


his hair, but not his nature. There are 


ſome on the other hand, of opinion, that he 
das obliged to his rapacicus proceedings by 
neceſſity, and the extreme poverty of the 


treaſury and exchequer, which he took pub- 


lick notice of immediately in the beginning 
of his reign; declaring, that no leſs than 


forty thouſand millions of ſeſterces was 
neceſſary for the ſupport of the govern- 


ment; which is the more /ikely to be true 


of him, becauſe he made @ very gecd uſe 


of what be got ſo badly...

uſe of the new ſtage in Marcellus's theatre, 
he revived the old muſical entertainments. 
He gave Apollinaris the Tragedian four 
hundred thouſand ſeſterces; Terpnus and 
Diodorus the harpers two hundred thouſand, 
to ſome a hundred thouſand; and the leaff 
he gave to any of the performers was forty 
thouſand,befides a great many golden crowns, 
He had company conſtantly at his table, and 
treated them in a very plentiful Manner, on 
purpoſe to help the ſhambles. As in the Sa- 


turnalia be made the gentlemen at his table 


preſents to carry aauay with them, Jo did he 


the ladies upon the calends of March, and 
yet he could not wipe off the infamy of bis 


former covetouſneſs. The Alexandrians called 


him conſtantly Cibjoſactes, which name 
had been given to one of their kings, who. 
evas ſordidly covetons. Nay at his funeral 
Favs the arch mimic, repreſenting bis per- 
fon, and imitating, as uſual, bis bebawiour- 


both in word and deed, whilſt he was iliv- 


ing, 2 Ling aloud the procuratars, how 
much his funeral pomp would colt ? and 
being anſwered, Ten millions of ſeſterces, 


he cried out, That give him but a hundred 


thouſand ſeſterces, and they might throw 


his body into the Tiber if they would.

In theſe diſmal calamities be not 


only behaved with all the concern that might 
be expected from a prince, but with the af- 
fection of a father for his people, one while 


comforting them by bis proclamations, and 


another while aſſiſting thim as far as was 


in his power. He choſe by lot from among 


the conſular. gentlemen commiſſioners for the 
relief of Campania, He applied the eftates 
of ſuch as had periſhed in the fire of Ve- 
fuvius, and left no beirs, to the repair of 
uch cities as were damaged thereby, As 
to the publick buildings deſtroyed in the fire 
of the city he declared no body ſhould be 4 
laſer by them but himſelf; and accordingly 


be applied all the ornaments of his palaces 


for the decoration of the temples and other 
great works, and appointed ſeveral gentle- 
men of the equeſtrian order to overſee the 
_ bufineſs, and haflen the work. For the re- 

lief of the people during the plague, he em- 
ployed all manner of means 5575 human 
and divine, in the <vay of ſacrifice to ap- 
peaſe the godt, and medicine. Amongſt the 
calamities of the times were informers, and 
ſuch as employed them, a ſort of vermin that 
grew up under the licenſe 4 former reigns. 
Theſe he frequently had laſbed or well cud- 
gelled in the forum, and then after he had 
obliged them to paſs in parade through the 
amphitheatre, commanded them to be /qld 
far ſlaves, or elſe baniſhed them into ſome

aſted bim, what aud be thought be. Hou 


come to himſelf? to which he replyengy;

pieces by dogs, he ordered him immediade- | 


ly to be ſlain, and, to demonſfirate the vanity 
of his art, to be carefully buried; but Au- 
ring the execution of this order, it bappen- 
ed that the funeral pile was blown de 
by a ſudden florm, and his body half burt 
was torn to pieces by dogs ; which being 
taken notice of by the mimick Latinus, as 
he chanccd to paſs that way, he told the

16. The day before his death, be , 
fome muſhrooms ſerved up at table to by 
kept till the next day, adding, If I may. 


be permitted to uſe them. Aud, turning

bloody in Aquarius, and that an action 
would happen, which men would talk 
of all the world over. 
be was fo terrified that he jumped out of

 Parthenius who had the charge of bis bed- 


chamber prevented him, by telling him that 
there was one come to wait upon him about 


.a matter of great importance, that «would 


admit of no delay. Upon that, ordering all 
people to auithadranv, he retired into his bed- 
chamber, and wwas there flain.  _ 

17. As to the contripance of his death 
and the execution of it, the common account 


is this: The conſpirators being in ſome 
doubt when and how they ſhould attack him, 


abet ber while he was at bath, or at ſup- 
per, . Stephanus a fleward of Domitilla, 
then under a proſecution. for defrauding his 


_ miſtreſs, offered them bis advice and afſi/- 


tance; and wrapping up his left arm, as 
if it evas hurt, in wool and ſwathes for 


ſeme dayt, to prevent ſuſpicion, at the very 
hour appointed for the execution of the plot, 
he mad: uſe of this further firatagem. He 


pretended to make a diſcovery of a plot, and 
being for that reaſon admitted, he preſented 
bi m a writing, which whilſt he was read- 


ing with the appearance of one aftonifhed, 


he flabbed him in the groin. But be mak- 

ing reſiſtance after this wound, Clodianus 
a cornicularian, Maximus a freed-man of 
Parthenins's, Saturius a ſuperintendant of 
the gentlemen of his bed-chamber, with ſame 
gladiators, fell on bim, and flabbed bim in 


ſeven plates. A boy, who had the charge 


of the Lares in his bed. chamber, then in 
attendance as uſual, when the thing aua. 


done, gave this further account, that be 


vas order d by. Damitian upon his firſt 


 evound to reach him a dagger that lay un- 


der his bolfter, and call in his ſervants, 


but that be found nothing at the bed's head 


but the hilt of a ponyard, and that all the 
doors awere ſecured; that the emperor in the 
mean time got hold of Stephanus, and 
t hroauing bim on the ground, ftruggled a 
long time with him, one while endeavour- 


ing to wrench his ſword from bim, another 
. while, theugh his fingers were miſerably 
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laniatis digitis, oculos effodere

mangled, to pull bis eyes out. He vas a 
upon the fourteenth of the calends of Oar; 
ber, in the forty fifth year of bis age, an 

the fifteenth of his reign. His corpſe wa? 


carried out upon a common bier by tbe pub- 


lick bearers, and buried by bis nurſe Pb. 
lis in an eſtate of his by the Latin away, not 


far from Rome; but his relicks ſhe after- 


ewars privately conveyed into the temple of 
the Flavian family, and mixed with the 
aſhes of Fulia, Titus's daughter, whom 


ſhe had likewiſe nurſed. 


11. He was of a tall flature, a modeſt 
countenance, ana very ruday; had large 
eyes, but dim-fighied; beſides, he was a 
comely graceful perſon, eſpecially in hit 


youth, and completely ſuch, excepting only 


that his tees were bent ſomewhat inward. 
He was at laft disfigured by baldneſs, a fat 
belly, and the flenderneſs of his legs, 
abhich were reduced by a long illne/s. He 
ab, ſo ſenſible how much the modeſiy of 


his countenance recommended him, that he 


once made this boaſt to the ſenate, Thus 
far you have approved of my diſpoſition 
and countenance too. He avas /o much 
concerned at his baldneſs, that he took it 
as an affront upon himſelf, if any one elſe 
aba upbraided with it, either in jeſt er 
earntft ; tho in a ſmall piece be publiſhed, 
addreſſed to a friend, concerning the pre- 
ſervation of the hair, he has for their 
common conſolation the words following,

And yet my hair has had the ſame ſate; 
however I bear this early declining ſtate 
of my hair bravely, conſidering that no- 
thing is more agreeable than beauty, but 
nothing of ſhorter continuance. | 
19. He was not able to endure any thing 
of tail or fatigue, inſomuch that he hardly 
ever walked the city on faot. In his expe- 
ditions and on a march, be but rarely made 
uſe of a borſe, riding generally in a chair. 
He had no inclination for the exerciſe of

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many people have ſeen him kill a hundred 
ewild beafls of various kinds at his ſeat 


near Alba, and defignedly lodge his arrows 
in their heads in ſuch a manner, that he 


would at tauo ſhoots plant as it were a pair 
of born on them. He would ſometimes 
direct his arrows againſt the hand of a boy 
landing at a diſtance, which he held up 
expanded as a mark for him, with that 


dextrous art, that they all paſſed betwixt 


bis fingers without harting him. 


20. In the beginning of his reign be 


laid aſide the ſtudy of the liberal ſciences, 


tho be took care to reſtore at a vaſt expence 
the libraries that had been burnt down, by 
collecting copies from all parts, and ſending 
ſcribes to Alexandria to take copies from, 


or correct, them, by thoſe of the library 
there, Yet he never applied himfelf to the | 


reading of hiflery or poetry, or to exerciſe 
his pen for his own neceſſary improvement. 
He read nothirg but the commentaries and 


act of Tiberius Caeſar. His litters, 


ſpeeches, and proclamations, were all drawn 


up for him by others, tho he would talk hand- 


Jomely, and had ſometimes ſayings remark- 
able enough. I could with, ſaid he once, 
that I was but as handſome as Metius 


fancies himſelf to be. And the head of. 


one wwheſe hair was part yellow and part 


grey, he faid was ſnow ſprinkled with 
mead. ap | | 


21. He ſaid the condition of princes 
was very miſerable, who were never 
credited in the diſcovery of a plot, till 
they were murthered. As oft as he 


had no buſineſs, be diverted himſelf at 
game, even upon days that were no fifti- 


vals, and in the mornirg. He entered 
the bath too by noon, and took a plentiful 
dinner, inſomuch that he rarely eat more 
at ſupper than a Matian apple, to which 


be added a [mall draught of wine out of a 


round bellied jug he uſed. He made fre- 


quent and ſplendid entertainments, but com- 


monly in à hurry ; for he never continued 
them beyond fun-ſet, and had no drink- 
ing repaſt after; for "till bed-time be 
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mhil aliud, quam ſecreto ſolus 
deambulabat. 85

22, He awas very lewd, Frequent coi- 


tion, as it was a ſort of exerciſe, he cal. 


led bed. aureſtling; and it was reported J 
that he and ſwam amongſt the wileſt 
proſtitutes, His brother's daughter was . 
offered him in marriage, when ſbe was a 
virgin; but he being at that time engaged 
with Domitia, obflinately refuſed her; yet 
not long after, auben ſhe was diſpoſed of to 
another, he debauched her, and whilſt Ti- 
tus was living too. But after ſhe had loſt 
both her father and her huſband, he loved 
ber moſt paſſionately and avowwedly, inſo- 
much that he was the occaſion of her death, 
by obliging her to take things to make her 
miſcarry of a child conceived by her late 
buſband. 


23. The people took his death very 


An- 


concernedly, but the ſoldiery moſt heinouſly, 


and immediately endeavoured to have him 
ranked amongſt the Gods, being ready to 
have revenged his death, but that they 
wanted ſome to head them. Which, how- 
ever they did effet ſoon after, by reſolutely 
demanding for puniſhment all thoſe that 
had been concerned in his death, On the 
other hand, the ſenate was ſo overjoyed, 
that they aſſembled in all haſte; and in a 
full houſe reviled his memory in the maſt 
bitter abuſive language ; ordering ladders 
to be brought in, and his ſhields and images 
to be pulled dawn before their eyes, and 
daſhed to pieces upon the ſpot againſt the 
ground ; and finally paſſed a decree to raze 
bis titles every-where, and aboliſh all me- 
mory of him for ever. A few months be- 
fore he was ſlain, a crow ſpoke in the capi- 
tol theſe words, All things will be well. 
Upon which prodig y ſame body put the fol- 


lowing conſtruction.
